MARRIAGE LAWS.

Should the syphilitic, the tuber- 
culous, the gonorrheal, be permitted to 
marry and perhaps saddle on spouse and 
children the calamity? Should the marriage 
of such persons be absolutely prohibited, or 
limited, when the partner accepts the ailing 
one knowing of the malady? Could such a 
law be enforced? Or would the object be 
attained by creating public sentiment 
through the discussion? Altogether the 
Ciinic family will do well to take up the 
discussion of this question and its various 
phases. As to the need of some restriction 
on the power of such persous to disregard 
the advice of physicians and marry without 
letting their unfortunate mates know of 
their condition, there is no question. Every 
physician knows how regardless of the 
consequences such persons are. The diag- 
nosis is certain; it remains to find the rem- 
edy. 


MEMBRANOUS CROUP. 


The necessity for a further word on this 
subject is emphasized by the recent mortal- 
ity-reports from Kansas City, where out of 
eleven cases ten died. This need not be, if 
the profession would use iodized lime and 
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use it properly. Remember, please, that this 
is “iodized lime” of a dark brown color, and 
not “calcium iodide,” although that name is 
erroneously given to it. Calcium iodide 
(true) is light colored, and is a true salt, 
while the other is a mere chemico- mechan 
ical mixture. Calcium iodide, true, is per- 
fectly inert in this condition, while iodized 
lime comes as near being a specific as any- 
thing can. 

Summary: Calcium iodide or lime iodide, 
whickever you call it, is a chemical com- 
pound, inert in croupous conditions. [!o- 
dized lime or iodized calcium is a brown, 
chemico-physical mixture, which is pra ‘ti- 
cally specific in doses of one-third to one 
grain every fifteen minutes until relief, and 
then as required. 

Tablets of iodized lime, even when made 
from the true product, are light brown, ow- 
ing to the admixture of sugar. Many con- 
cerns, I am sorry to say, do not appreciate 
the facts stated above, and market tablets 
made of calcium iodide (Jime) which are 
inert. Always be sure of your source of 
supply. Do not give it in diphtheria, where 
calcium sulphide is the remedy. Give it in 
true croup; for our keen-eyed clinicians 
have established a positive difference be- 
tween these two conditions. 


HEART CLOT. 


The lamentable death of Dr. Reilly’s 
daughter from heart-clot leads me to men- 
tion an observation made upon this acci- 
dent, and to ask if my own experience is 
unique in this respect. The lady was two 
weeks over her confinement, all was going 
well, and she was considered out of dan- 
ger ; when she stretched her arms above her 
head, heart-clot occurred, and she died in 
two hours. 

A stout, healthy woman, near her fortieth 
year, was about a week over her confine- 
ment, when she undertook to comb her hair, 
which was long and heavy. This compelled 
her to stretch her arms above her head, and 
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while so engaged she fell over on a lounge, 
and died, of heart-clot. This history was 
repeated in several cases, until I made it a 
rule to forbid my obstetrical patients comb- 
ing out their hair for the first time after the 
confinement. 

Is there any anatomical reason for this 
accident, beyond the strain put upon the 
heart by thus raising the hands above the 
head? Has any one else met with a similar 
case, or was it merely a coincidence? 


TRAINED AND UNTRAINED 
OBSERVATIONS. 


A curious instance of acute observation 
and illogical deduction therefrom came re- 
cently to the writer’s notice. A husband 
who had lived a comparatively decent life 
began associating with prostitutes. In due 
time his wife, previously virtuous, became 
loose in her conduct, and finally left him to 
join the ranks of the women of the town. 
Now, says our amateur philosopher, this 
man had contracted neither syphilis, gonor- 
rhea nor any other disease from his inter- 
course outside the pale; therefore he must 
have absorbed from these women some- 
thing, micro-organism or ptomain, which, 
transmitted to his wife by sexual inter- 
course, induced in her the state of feeling 
and morals characteristic of his lewd asso- 
ciates. 

That there was really an absorption of a 
poison, we will admit. Further, this toxin 
contaminated the man, and he in turn trans- 
mitted the infection to his wife, degrading 
her to the level of the gutter But this virus 
was not carried physically, by way of the 
genital apparatus, but mentally and morally, 
through the medium of the mind. 

Associating with prostitutes and their 
frequenters, he learned to stifle the protests 
of conscience; he violated his moral sense 
by breaking his marriage vows, wilfully 
transgressing the laws of God and of man; 
he became familiar with people who 
habitually live outside the law, whose lax- 
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ity as to obligations and disregard of the 
restrictions that render civilized society pos- 
sible, most assuredly influenced his own 
thoughts, and showed itself in his conversa- 
tion and conduct in public. He brought to 
his home the thoughts and emotions, and 
possibly the practices, of the bagnio. Can 
any one be surprised at the result? 

What a man is he shows in his face. In- 
sensibly in a thousand ways, a change in 
one’s feelings or beliefs is manifested to 
those who know him best, though he him- 
self is unconscious of the change. 

And what of the wife, whose support thus 
fails her? The simile of the sturdy oak and 
the clinging vine is very nice, but what if 
the oak turns out to be rotten at the heart? 

It is to the exceeding credit of woman- 
kind that so very few of these dishonored 
wives fall from their purity. In many cases 
the miserable old oak would fall soon 
enough, if it were not held up by that cling- 
ing vine; and when the tree does fall, the 
vine gets along quite nicely without its sup- 
positious aid. 


DEPRESSION AND EXHAUSTION. 


Aylsworth (Medical World) calls atten- 
tion to the lack of discrimination between 
the idea of Depression and that of Exhaus- 
tion. From this arises the illogical state- 
ment as a fact that the one and the same 
remedy may be a stimulant and also a de- 
pressant, according to the quantity admin- 
istered. The truth is that over-stimulation 
may exhaust, but: not necessarily depress. 
“For instance, a man may be so depressed 
by a blow over the solar plexus that he may 
be unable to move; the vitality is all pres- 
ent but is temporarily held in abeyance, and 
nothing but rest is needed to remove the 
depression. But if the inability to move is 
induced by want of food and by continuous 
labor, the vitality is exhausted or gone, and 
it will require outside aid in the shape of 
nourishment, in addition to rest, to restore 
the vitality and remove the exhaustion.” 











Cushny in the latest ‘““Pharmacology and 
Therapeutics” tries to meet the question. 
tne says: “Depression, w' ether induced di- 
rectly, or following on stimulation, has been 
shown in several instances to resemble the fa 
tigue induced by the prolonged exercise of 
the normal organ, and it is probably true 
that depression and fatigue are, in all in- 
stances, identical in appearance, although 
not necessarily identical in cause. For ex- 
ample, the phenomena of fatigue of the 
terminations of the motor nerves in muscle 
resemble exactly those induced by curare, 
but in the former the cause may be that the 
conducting substance of the nerve-ends has 
been used up by the repeated passage of im- 
pulses, while in the latter the conducting 
substance is so changed that it becomes in- 
capable of transmitting stimuli to the mus- 
cles. The final result is, of course, the 
same; there being no available conducting 
substance, impulses fail to reach the mus- 
cle. But the fatigued terminations rapidly 
recover, as conducting substance is re- 
tormed, while the curarized recover only 
when the poison is eliminated.” 


THE PROSTATE. 

I have on my table a pile of books and 
pamphlets like Mrs. Craddock’s and “Ka- 
rezza,” by the talented author of “Tokol- 
ogy.” Like the last-named work, “Karez- 
za,’ and the rest, are notable for the total 
ignorance of the authors upon physiology, 
and the astounding confideace with which 
they presume to meddle with the most deli- 
cate arrangements of Dame Nature. Verily, 
“fools rush in where angels fear to tread’’! 
It is noteworthy that all these plans that 
contemplate incomplete sexual union, union 
for procreative purposes alone, long delays 
during coition, etc., are by women. Women 
secrete no semen and do not comprehend the 
necessity of evacuating the vesicles at prop- 
er intervals. Nor are they endowed with 
prostate glands, and subject to the ills aris- 
ing from enlargement of that superfluous 
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relic of a previous state of androgynity. And 
it is almost or quite certain that every one 
of the methods proposed by these ignorant 
ladies will result in enlargement of the pros- 
tate.

She was submitted to a thorough 
examination, which was attended with only 
negative results until the finger passed into 
the rectum returned covered with blood. 
There had been nothing whatever to direct 
attention to this part of her anatomy, no 
pain, itching or tenderness, no external pile. 
But now she examined her stools and found 
blood in quantities. 

That was fifteen years ago, and she’s a 
pretty lively “consumptive” to-day, fat, rosy, 
a hearty, handsome young grandmother.

Under the above heading the Oklahoma 
Medical Journal has this to say: 

“It is with much regret that we feel it our 
duty to call the attention of the profession 
to the very irregular methods which one of 
the leading manufacturing houses in the 
world is making use of to get its goods be- 
fore the people; a firm which claims to be a 
friend to the doctor, and which puts out as 
fine a line of the various elixirs, tablets and 
other medicinal preparations as can be 
found in the world. We refer to the well- 
known firm of John Wyeth & Brother, of 
Philadelphia. We are at a loss to under- 
stand the object they have in view. Do 
they presume upon the good reputation of 
their productions, and feel that they can af- 
ford to thus slap in the face the men that 
have made their reputation? Or have they 
concluded to drop the doctor, and go into 
a regular patent medicine business, as more 
lucrative? Have they been saving up all the 
nice things that all of us have been saying 
about their preparations, to foist upon the 
dear people in a yellow-backed almanac? 

“But we digress—the method. In a cer- 
tain leading drug-store in the capital of 
Oklahoma may be seen the remnant of a 
large package once containing several hun- 
dred small boxes, addressed to the various 
preachers and school-teachers in the coun- 
ty. The druggist informed us that one of 
these boxes had been sent to each and ev- 
ery preacher and school-teacher in the coun- 
try whose name and address could be ob- 
tained. Each of these boxes contained two 
bottles, in one of which was found a num- 
ber of digestive tablets and the other, a 


larger one, contained cough tablets. Each 
bottle was labeled with the indication and 
directions for their use, and the name of the 
firm that made them; while on the outside 
of the box was pasted a label, upon which 
were the name and compliments of the 
druggist through whom the samples came. 
And of course it is taken for granted that 
more can be obtained at the drug store. 

“A more effective way to get the prepara- 
tions before the laity could hardly be con- 
ceived. Think of a school-ma’am, with this 
sample bottle of cough-tablets, in the midst 
of her flock with their winter coughs! Or 
the preacher with the bottle of digestive tab- 
lets among his dyspeptic parishioners. It 
may be all right for the manufacturer and 
the druggist, but where does the doctor 
come in? Suppose this has been done in 
every county in the United States—can you 
conceive of a more effective method of ad- 
vertising ? 

“We sincerely hope that every doctor in 
the country will make a note, and when 
writing prescriptions will remember that, 
‘there, are others.’ ” 

We have read this with great surprise. 
That the firm mentioned sedulously culti- 
vated the good-will of the retail druggists 
we well knew; but that they should go out 
of their way to hit the medical profession 
such a slap we could not have believed pos- 
sible. We sincerely hope they have some 
explanation. 

If not, our duty is clear. When any firm 
attempts to place its goods directly in the 
hands of the laity it has left the field of 
legitimate pharmacy and entered that of the 
nostrum vendor. And self-protection, even 
common-sense, requires the medical profes- 
sion to withdraw its endorsement from such 
a firm. Are we so rich that we can afford 
to overlook such flagrant invasions of our 
province? Areweso feeble that the influence 
of 120,000 physicians cannot avail to pro- 
tect our rights? Let us make a concerted 
effort to this end, and render unsalable the 
stocks of the people who do these things. 
There are others who prepare fluid extracts, 
elixirs, and the specialties of the Wyeth 
house, who keep strictly in their lines. Let

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D A CLINICAL CONTRIBUTION TO THE THERAPEUTICS OF 
HEROIN.

D URING the past year much interest has 

been manifested in heroin, the new sub- 
stitution product of morphine, asis evidenced 
by the publication of numerous reports on 
this preparation. In this communication 


I have briefly discussed the properties of 


heroin, and reported a few illustrative cases 
selected from a large number in which I had 
occasion to give it a thorough trial. 

The special property of heroin, to which 
attention was first called by Dreser, is its 
specific action upon the respiratory appara- 
tus, an action in which it surpasses both 
morphine and codeine. Experiments on 
animals, as well as on human beings, show 
that heroin decreases the number of respira- 
tions but increases their force, and also ex- 
erts a peculiarly sedative influence upon 
the respiratory mucous membrane. These 
special properties render it of value in all 
respiratory affections characterized by 
dyspnea, cough and _ spasmodic attacks. 
Aside from these important qualities, 
heroin has also a tendency to induce sleep 
and relieve pains. I have derived excellent 
results from its use in all forms of cough, 
whether resulting from pneumonia, asthma, 
bronchitis, emphysema, pleurisy or phthi- 
sis, and in these diseases my observations 


fully coincide with those reported by 
Manges, Floret, Weiss, Strube, Turnauer, 
Tauszk, Leo, Eulenburg, Holtkamp, Beke- 
toff, Freudenthal, Lang, Floeckinger and 
others. 

A few of these reports are of special in- 
terest. Manges (New York Medical Jour- 
nal), for example, directs attention to the 
fact that in cases of phthisis heroin not only 
relieved the cough, but also had a tendency 
to reduce febrile temperatures, and arrested 
night-sweats. This antipyretic action of the 
drug was also confirmed by Weiss (Die 
Heilkunde, October, 12, ’98) and Holtkamp 
(Deutsche Medicinische Wochenschrift 
Nov. 14, ’99). 

Professor Leo (Deutsche Medicinische 
Wochenschrift, No. 12, 1899), comments 
particularly upon the value of heroin in con- 
ditions of dyspnea due to either acute or 
chtonic diseases of the air passages, such as 
bronchitis, emphysema; or in dyspnea com- 
plicating other diseases. He likens the ac- 
tion of heroin upon the respiratory func- 
tions to that of digitalis upon the heart- 
action. 

Other authors (Weiss, Die Heilkunde, 
October, 1898; Wierbicki, Klinische Ther- 
ap. Wochenschrift, No. 27, 1899; Strube 
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Berliner Klinische Wochenschrift, No 45, 
1898), also comment upon the absence of 
depressing influence upon the heart, en- 
abling it to be employed in dyspnea due to 


valvular lesions. Its antispasmodic prop- 
erties are well shown by the excellent ef- 
fects derived from its use in cases of asth- 
ma and whooping cough, mentioned by 
Tauszk and Holtkamp. 

In the treatment of tuberculosis attended 
with dysphagia, heroin has also proved a 
valuable auxiliary (Freudenthal, Philadel- 
phia Med. Jour.). In pediatric practice it 
bids fair to become an important 
remedy. 

Fleckinger (American Therapist) has 
found it of great value in the respiratory af- 
Aside from its seda-

-fections of measles. 
tive action upon the respiratory tract heroin 
has been utilized as a general analgesic in 
Professor Eulenburg 
particularly 


neuralgic affections. 
recommends for this purpose 
hypodermic injections of heroin hydro- 
chloride, the soluble salt of heroin, and has 
witnessed excellent results in cases of tri- 
geminal and intercostal neuralgia and sci- 
atica. 

That heroin is a perfectly safe remedy 
is shown by the large number of cases that 
have been reported in detail (about 400), 
in which, aside from the slight sequelz in a 
few instances, nausea, vertigo or headache, 
no serious effects have been observed. 

Coming back to my own experience: In 
one case of neurotic cough prompt relief 
followed its use. In another case it pro- 
duced nausea and giddiness, but no vomit- 
ing. After its administration the patients 
seemed to get more air, although respira- 
tions were lessened in number. As a rem- 
edy for irritating cough, from whatever 
cause, I regard heroin as a sine qua non, 
and prefer to administer it in tablet tritu- 
rates, in doses of gr. I-12 or more, repeated 
every four or six hours if necessary. I am 
of the opinion that it constipates in some 
instances, and that it exerts no effect upon 
the temperature. Its analgesic qualities I

am not prepared to discuss, except to say 
that it relieves the pains in the chest pro- 
duced by coughing, and the harsh sore feel- 
ing in the throat often found present in 
laryngitis. 

In conclusion I subjoin the following, 
which may prove of interest: Case 1. Mrs. 
E., age 40, suffering with acute bronchitis. 
There was a very distressing cough, with 
considerable expectoration and diaphrag- 
matic pains from the coughing. There was 
also some fever. Heroin was administered 
in doses of gr. I-12 every four hours and 
promptly relieved the disturbances. Pow- 
dered mustard and lard were also applied 
locally to the chest. 

Case 2. Mrs. B., age 46, a fleshy wom- 
an, suffered from bronchial asthma. Par- 
oxysms occurred frequently, often at night, 
For this reason she 
was unable to sit on the porch even during 
the hottest weather. Dyspnea was very 


if exposed to draughts. 


markéd in this case, and the cough decided- 
ly troublesome. Heroin gr. 1-6 every four 
hours, was administered for four doses, and 
produced marked amelioration of the symp- 
toms. As soon as the patient feels the 
slightest constriction she takes gr. 1-12 of 
heroin, and in many instances wards off an 
attack. 

Case 3. J. M., age 27, had pulmonary 
tuberculosis with its concomitants. He de- 
rived great relief from the use of heroin. 
Under its administration the cough became 
much less troublesome, and the patient ob- 
tains considerable sleep. Of course, it is 
only a palliative in such cases.

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BRIGHT’S DISEASE AND TUBERCU- 
LOSIS.—TWIN DISEASES.

* there has been anythng written upon 

the subject of tuberculosis and Bright’s 
disease bearing any kin or similarity as to 
cause and developmeni, the writer has not 
noticed it in the medical journals. Thecauses 
and primary conditions are very similar, or 
so nearly identical that close observation and 
actual examination will convince the most 
skeptical, that Bright’s disease is a primary 
condition or predisposition that develops tu- 
berculosis of the kidneys. 

The writer’s attention was not attracted 
to the twin relation of said diseases before 
the illness and death of our lamented ex- 
Secretary of State, James G. Blaine, who 
undoubtedly was a victim of both Bright’s 
disease and pulmonary tuberculosis, or else 
his case was misrepresented by his attend- 
ing physicians. It will be remembered that 
Mr. Blaine was brought to his death-bed by 
sright’s disease, before the bacilli (tuber- 
culous) were discovered in his sputum un- 
der the microscope. In fact it was only a 
week or two before his death that it was 
generally known that he had also developed 
pulmonary tuberculosis. 

The writer has been very much interested 
from that time to the present on the subject 
in question. I at once began to wonder if 
any of my consumptive patients had devel- 
oped Bright’s disease before dying, as I had 
noticed some symptoms that are frequently 
pathognomonic of kidney trouble, or of a 
radical abnormal condition of the glandular 
system in some important function. I be- 
gan to make investigations and found that 
there must be a very close relationship be- 
tween tuberculosis and Bright’s disease. I 
am persuaded now that they are twin dis- 
eases, in many cases of mal-assimilation and 
mal-nutrition which are beyond doubt indis- 
pensable to the development of both pul- 
monary tuberculosis and Bright’s disease. I 


have noticed, furthermore, that I have not 
lost a case of consumption that did not de- 
velop Bright’s disease before dissolution 
took place, or a predisposition developing 
rapidly that ultimately would have so ma- 
tured. 

The tube-casts, discovered by Doctor 
Bright, will be found under the microscope, 
or disintegration of the lining membrane of 
the kidney will be going on, which would 
have thrown off the tube-casts ‘if the con- 
sumptive had lived long enough to develop 
a more advanced condition or stage, when 
the casts are discovered in the urine. 

For the last ten years the writer has made 
tuberculosis a study, and is more encour- 
aged and infatuated than ever before with 
the wonderful strides being made along the 
line of infectious diseases; as the writer is 
of the class who believe that tuberculosis is 
an infectious and not a contagious disease, 
per se, else this country would have been de- 
populated long ago. 

It may be interesting to narrate the his-

would result by assisting nature in a way 
that will enhance and increase the chances 
of a cure? 

If mal-assimilation and mal-nutrition are 
indispensable to the entertainment and de- 
velopment of germs (tuberculosis), it seems 
reasonable to the writer that we are begin- 
ning to arrive at conclusions that will be 
helpful by assisting nature in a wise and 
feasible plan of treatment. No doubt there 
is a difficulty in the separation of the chyle 
and chyme along the intestines, and vitiated 
blood is a result. The chronic autointoxica- 
tion produces mal-assimilation and mal-nu- 
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trition, chronic anemia, and when the pa- 
tient dies, he dies of starvation. 

Mr. B., age 33, blonde, weight in health 
170 pounds, suffered an attack of la grippe 
in 1894, and made a fair recovery excepting 
cough which continued. Six months later 
pulmonary tuberculosis was diagnosed by 
an eminent physician in this city. (His 
mother and sisters died of consumption.) 
He gradually grew worse and was advised 
to go to Colorado, where he resided two 
years, gradually going into a decline. He 
came home to die, weighing 90 pounds, with 
cedema of the extremities, shortness of 
breath, copious expectoration from two 
his left lung, night-sweats, 
emaciated to a_ skeleton, having lost 
eighty pounds. Bacilli were found to 
be plentiful in his sputum, and tube-casts 
in his urine. His shoes were slit on the top 
to make room for his swollen feet; he had 
large hands and club fingers. I had no 
hope, none whatever. I prescribed merely 
to satisfy him and his friends. 

Prescribed flushing of the colon every 
other night, one-half to ome gallon of warm 
water ; also 1-20 of a grain of calomel every 
night for one week; next week gave I-4 
grain of gold chloride daily; alternating 
every other week for one month, when the 
gold was continued right along and only 
omitted when his urine became highly col- 
ored or scanty, when three to five grains of 
the calomel were given. As soon as the 
urine cleared up, I continued the gold, and 
gave tonics. After four months, during 
which time no one would have been sur- 
prised to learn of his death, during the sum- 
mer of 1896, diarrhea set in, and of course 
we gave up all hope, feeling satisfied the 
mesenteric glands were involved. But to 
our amazement he pulled through the diar- 
rhea. I gave copious enemas of warm rice- 
water, and I-20 gr. zinc sulphate, plenty of 
boiled milk and whisky. During his illness 
his appetite never failed him until the at- 
tack of diarrhea set in. After this he began 
to improve in every way. He also used the 


cavities in 
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ammonium chloride and tar-glass valve-in- 
halef from the time he began treatment, and 
continued it for twelve months. After the 
attack of diarrhea he took no more gold, 
but occasionally three to six grains of calo- 
mel. I gradually stopped flushing the bow- 
els, and prescribed a refined magnesia salt, 
dissolved in a cup of hot water, to be taken 
every morning on rising. This flushed his 
stomach, duodenum and_ kidneys and 
cleansed his alimentary canal. 

He improved fast after eight months, and 
to-day weighs over 170 pounds, rides a 
wheel and is in active business. His left 
lung has partly lost its function, but he does 
not suffer in the least from shortness of 
breath. During his illness his pulse was 
120 to 140, due to the small volume of 
blood ; to-day it averages 70 to 80. Flush- 
ing the kidneys in his case was of great ben- 
efit, no doubt, which was accomplished by a 
residue of water retained in the colon, which 
passes off by the bladder. A whole volume 
might be written about this case, as it 
was one of the most remarkable in 
every respect, and to exaggerate would 
be almost impossible. This young man 
when able to go out during his ill- 
ness, walked with canes, panting for 
breath, sat on the curb-stones during vio- 
lent coughing spells, and was compelled to 
carry large napkins on account of profuse 
expectoration. When he was able to get to 
my office he would have to rest for a few 
minutes before he could speak, on account 
of great weakness and quick breathing, 
though one of his lungs was free from dis- 
ease. To see this man perfectly well now, 
large and handsome, is very remarkable. 

Mrs. B., but not of the same name as Mr. 
B., also a resident of this city, age 20 years, 
a blonde, reduced in weight from 140 to 85 
pounds,. when the writer saw: her for the 
first time. Tuberculosis had developed in 
her right lung, cavities in her upper lobe 
and the lung solidified to a great extent, free 
expectoration containing bacilli, night- 
sweats, shortness of breath, - scarcely 
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able to walk across the floor, which 
she did to please me on my first 
visit. Her extremities were cedematous, 
club fingers, tube-casts in urine. The writer 
was the seventh physician who gave no 
hope, and he pronounced the case hopeless in 
the last degree. However, to satisfy the 
daughter and mother, the case was put un- 
der the same treatment as was Mr. B., ex- 
cept that Mr. B. took beechwood creosote 
and Mrs. B. did not. Mrs. B. showed no 
important signs of improvement until about 
four months afterward, when the urine ex- 
aminations were negative, and in six months 
there were no bacilli in the sputum, which 
gradually diminished ; and aside from a de- 
pression over her right apex she is of a fine 
physique and has weighed 136 pounds now 
for several years. Both cases still retain 
club fingers, but enjoy good health for the 
past several years, which would indicate a 
permanency of the cure in both cases. 

The writer prescribes about the same 
outline of treatment in consumption 
generally, with some remarkable  re- 
sults even in seemingly hopeless cases. 
The administration of calomel, which 
is a germicide as well as a mighty im- 
plement of precision and alterative, must 
be done cautiously, as no two cases are alike 
susceptible to the approach of the physio- 
logic effect, which can only be estimated by 
microscopical examination of the gums and 
saliva. 

It will not benecessary for the writer to cite 
any cases who have died, which would be of 
no benefit whatever tothe reader,as weall lose 
our full share of patients who do not prove 
susceptible to treatment. It is to be hoped 
that those who are interested sufficiently to 
make investigation in regard to the twin 
relationship of Bright’s disease and tubercu- 
losis will give their experience to the pro- 
fession without-hesitation, for the benefit of 
not only the profession but humanity. The 
writer is anxious for co-operation on the 
part of those who are sincerely interested, 
and who are making tuberculosis or Bright’s 


disease a special study. The constitutional 
and alterative part of the treatment, aside 
from the flushing and inhalations, is, in the 
writer’s treatment, confined to hydrargyri 
chloridum mite, aurum chloridum and zinc 
sulphate, given cautiously when indicated, 
to assist nature in resuming her normal 
functions, or, in other words, to make the 
patient susceptible to treatment.

Expectora- 
tion has entirely ceased, and she is apparent- 
ly in normal health. Examinations by my- 
self and two other physicians have failed to 
show any active tubercular disease in any ~ 
part of the lungs. 

This case is reported to show what may 
be accomplished in advanced, chronic cases 
of pulmonary tuberculosis. I know of no 
other mode of treatment which would have 
made any impression in her case. 

Case 2. A gentleman, age 30, came un- 
der my care in November, 1894, having been 
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referred to me for treatment by Dr. H. L. 
Knapp, of Newark Valley, N. Y. Symp- 
toms: Persistent cough, with purulent ex- 
pectoration. Microscopical examination of 
the sputum showed tubercle bacilli in con- 
siderable numbers. Physical examination 
showed partial consolidation of right apex. 
Previous to coming to me for treatment his 
physician had treated him very carefully 
with general remedies, but without effect. 
Began the administration of the Bromine- 
Iodine Compound injections Nov. 8, 1894. 
At the end of one month’s treatment there 
was a marked improvement. Cough much 
less. Expectoration less purulent, and di- 
minished in amount. Pleuritic pains which 
had been severe and persistent were wholly 
relieved, and did not recur. Fever. had 
wholly disappeared, and there was a gain 
of six pounds in weight. The daily hypo- 
dermic injections :of Bromine-Iodine Comp. 
were continued for a period of about three 
months. Examination of the sputum, made 
Jan. 19, 1895, showed total absence of the 
tubercle bacilli. Sputum was condensed and 
re-examined, but no tubercle bacilli were 
found. There had been a total gain of ten 
pounds in weight, and all symptoms of tu- 
bercular disease had disappeared. Physical 
examination showed that the consolidated 
area had cleared up, and the functions of the 
right apex restored. 

I communicated with the patient during 
the past week, and was informed that he 
has since been in the best of health, with no 
indications of pulmonary disease. This case 
is reported to show the permanent action of 
the treatment I have advised, as well as to 
illustrate the advantages of treating tuber- 
cular patients at an early stage of the dis- 
ease. Authorities claim that from three to 
five years must elapse before a case can be 
pronounced permanently cured. In this case 
about four and one-half years have elapsed.

CONSUMPTION CURED.

| HAVE been practising medicine for near- 

ly forty years, yet I have seen but one case 
where I thought consumption was produced 
by contagion where there was no hereditary 
tendency. That it is produced by contagion 
or infection where a hereditary tendency ex- 
ists, I presume we will have to admit. The 
preponderance of evidence seems to prove 
this. 

Mr. H. died of consumption. He was. 
sick about two years. Two of his sisters, 
one brother and his father had died of con- 
sumption. His mother, two sisters and a 
brother are still living. His mother has 
passed ninety-nine years. His brother is an 
old man, and his sisters must be over sixty 
years of age. 

Mr. H.’s wife was of Scotch-Irish par- 
entage. No consumption could be traced 
on either side in her family, yet in less than 
a year after her husband died she was at- 
tacked with consumption, of which she died 
in about eighteen months. This case ap- 
peared to me to be the result of actual con- 
tact with the disease. 

Can consumption be cured? I will relate 
three cases which might be called cured. 
Miss H. came into my hands nearly fifteen 
years ago. I believe her father died with 
consumption. Her mother is living and in 
good health. Miss H. had been under 
treatment of eminent physicians for several 
years. They pronounced her case consump- 
tion. I found a cavity in the apex of the 
left lung. In fact, more than one-half the 
left lung was diseased. She was bedfast and 
had been for months. Her physician had 
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given her up. I thought she could not live 
and at first declined to take the case, but 
was persuaded todo so. There was the ac- 
companying bronchitis and sore throat. 
- Several glands of the neck had ulcerated 
and broken externally, leaving scars. Her 
appetite was poor and bowels either consti- 
pated or she had a profuse diarrhea. I 
found the womb retroverted and badly ul- 
cerated. She was nearly bent double. I 
never have decided what was the cause of 
this. I thought she would not live three 
months, when I began treatment as fol- 
lows: Calomel to regulate the bowels; 
mercury protiodide ; syrup of hydriodic acid 
(Gardner’s) ; syrup of the hypophosphites ; 
the bitter tonics ; strychnine sulphate ; treat- 
ed locally the womb. 

To my surprise she began to improve. 
Several more glands ulcerated. In six 
months she was able to be up. She straight- 
ened up gradually. I have since then twice 
thought she would die with pneumonia fol- 
lowing grip. The application I made to her 
throat and nose was a mixture of eucalyp- 
tus, carbolic and boric acids. 

She is now in very good health; yester- 
day I found about the same amount of lung 
diseased as at first. It seems to be encysted. 
I do not see why she may not live twenty 
years longer, so far as lung-trouble is con- 
cerned. 

Mr. H.’s father, and I believe one sister, 
died with consumption. Ten years ago Mr. 
H. had a hemorrhage from his lungs. 
Shortly after this I found his left lung in 
very much the same condition as the case 
above referred to. He was not near as fee- 
ble, however. I looked for nothing but a 
fatal result. 

I gave him the same treatment as in the 
former case. He is a bookkeeper. I told 
him to continue his work but to be out- 
doors as much as possible. He has ridden 
horseback more or less since. 

I have not seen him regularly since. In 
May this year he had another hemorrhage 
fren the lungs. A new portion of the left 


lung had becomeslightly involved. His throat 
was very sore and he was coughing a good 
deal, having night-sweats, had lost his appe- 
tite and nineteen pounds weight in two 
months. 

I put him upon the following treatment: 
Calomel gr. 5, blue mass gr. 15, in five pills; 
one every two hours; followed by two seid- 
litz powders an hour apart. I gave him 
strychnine sulphate, one-fiftieth grain, af- 
ter meals; before meals one tablespoonful 
of equal parts comp. tinctures of gentian 
and cinchona; treated his throat and nose 
with eucalyptus, carbolic and boric acids 
and hydrastis. 

A few days ago I found his lungs in very 
much the same condition they were in, ten 
years ago. The temporary annoyance he 
suffered in May is gone. He coughs little 
and expectorates hardly at all; he has a 
good appetite, bowels regular and has 
gained fifteen pounds. He lost no time from 
his office. He rides horseback, in a buggy, 
plays croquet, lawn tennis, etc., etc. He 
says he never felt better in his life. 

Mr. P. came three years ago to be treat- 
ed for rectal fistula. He was so weak that 
he had to be assisted up the steps. Two sur- 
geons had refused to treat his fistula be- 
cause he insisted upon taking chlorotorm. 
They refused on account of the condition 
of his lungs. I found his left lung badly 
affected and the apex of the right lung also 
involved. He was very much prostrated. I 
thought he would not live two months. I 
hesitated in regard to chloroform. The 
physician then giving chloroform for me 
took the responsibility, and the patient took 
it very nicely. I treated his fistula; gave 
him calomel, syrup of hypophosphites, 
strychnine sulphate and the bitter tonics; 
advised him to go home and settle up his 
business ; told him he might extend his life 
by living out of doors. 

He was in my office a few days ago. I 
did not recognize him. He tips the scales 
at 190 pounds. I found about the same 
amount of lung-tissue involved, but it was 
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giving no trouble. He had no pain, no 
cough, in fact no bad feeling at all. 

Three years ago he went home, sold his 
business and began buying tobacco, cattle 
and sheep, riding horseback to do it. He 
did not stop for the weather. He dressed 
for the weather. Every now and then he 
takes a little calomel, following it with the 
bitter tonics and strychnine. 

These three cases might be called cured, 
or at any rate the disease is under subjec- 
tion: However, were it not for the occa- 
sional treatment they would not remain 
well. Calomel, strychnine and the bitter 
tonics are the best medicines in consump- 
tion. Calomel disinfects the bowels and ex- 
cites the liver. Strychnine aids digestion, 
keeps the bowels regular and no doubt tones 
the nervous system. The bitter tonics are 
appetizers, and a good appetite and diges- 
tion are two very essential things in the 
treatment of consumption.

PNEUMONIA.

F late there have been a great many arti- 

cles in the CLINIC in regard to aborting 
pneumonia. Many leading authors hold 
that it is a self-limiting disease. Osler goes 
as far as any other author. He says that 
“pneumonia is a self-limited disease, and 
runs its course uninfluenced in any way by 
medicine. It can neither be aborted nor cut 
short by any known means at our com- 
mand.” 


It appears that the majovity of the lead- 
ers of the profession believe that this is 
a self-limiting disease. May this not be the 
cause of the big percentage in the mortality 
in our cities? 

Austin Flint says that pneumonia “is self- 
aborting or may be aborted in some cases.” 

Dr. W. N. McCartney says, “Within the 
last three years I have treated one hundred 
and twenty cases of pneumonia, and of this 
number sixty-seven were cut short, not run- 
ning their full course. Many of these were 
already well-marked at my first visit, with 
all the physical signs and symptoms.” 
Would any ordinary doctor make sixty- 
seven mistakes in diagnosing one hundred 
and twenty cases of pneumonia? He used 
comparatively few drugs. His “chief reli- 
ance was on free and long-continued dia- 
phoresis.” The mortality was two, or 1.66 
per cent. He claims that death in pneu- 
monia is “due to heart-failure—not to heart- 
failure as a whole, but to failure of the 
right heart,” not to “fever exhaustion, nor 
lack of oxygen, nor to septic poison,” but 
“is the legitimate result of a blockade in the 
pulmonary circulation.” Hence any remedy 
that will equalize the circulation and relieve 
the engorged heart and lung will abort 
pneumonia in the first stage. If it can be 
aborted it is not a self-limiting disease. 

Can we sweat out smallpox or typhoid 
fever in a few hours, or “have we a new 
germ to deal with—a germ forever sitting in 
our outside gate , a germ which threatens 
the very citadels of life when once admitted, 
defies antiseptics, eludes inoculation, laughs 
at trinity pills, but subsides quietly and at 
once when the circulation is equalized ?” 

In looking up the treatment of pneumonia 
of the present time, it was a surprise to find 
so many different treatments with the same 
result. I commenced with the Crinic of 
1898. The first treatment to interest me 
was Dr. B. A. Allison’s who described sev- 
eral cases that had serious symptoms. To 
the. first he gave calomel gr. iss, tartar 
emetic gr. I-3, to be repeated every hour un- 


rr 
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til it vomited and purged the patient freely. 
An hour after the fourth dose he gave a full 
dose of oil and Dover’s powder, with eight 


drops of the fluid extract of belladonna. 


The following morning his patient was all 
right. He gave the same treatment to sev- 
eral others with the same results. He says 
the object of the article was to defend the 
doctors in the use of an emetic and cathartic 
in combination. If he had used blood-let- 
ting he would have given the treatment for 
pneumonia of fifty years ago. 

The next treatment to attract my atten- 
tion was by Chas. S. Benson. Physical ex- 
amination showed left lung completely con- 
solidated, also lower right lobe; tempera- 
ture 103.2 degrees ; pulse 128 ; respiration 38. 
He ordered Pheno-bromate gr. x; whisky 
half an ounce, every three hours, which 
greatly relieved him. The patient died but 
he was satisfied the treatment delayed death 
some days. In eleven other cases he 
brought them through with Pheno-bromate 
alone or in conjunction with whisky. 


David R. Greenlee gives a summary of 
three cases of pneumonia that he treated 
with granules, Defervescent Comp. No. I. 
The fifth day they were improving rapidly. 
Now he is a firm believer in the alkaloidal 


treatment. 

The next was I. F. Campbell, who was 
called to see an old man with pneumonia; 
who had been given up to die. He gave the 
little pills. Now the old man is out of dan- 
ger, and he is a convert of the little pills. 
He does not tell us what saved the old man’s 
life. 

In a discussion given in the N. Y. Med- 
ical Record on pneumonia, Dr. A. H. Smith 
gives nitro-glycerin in cases where “there 
are dyspnea, cyanosis and a general con- 
gested condition, where the right heart has 
not the ability to move the mass of blood 
through the lung.” He would hesitate a 
great deal about giving digitalis. 

Lenard Webber would not like to treat 
many cases of acute lobar pneumonia with- 
out digitalis. He uses the infusion of a 


half-dram of the leaves to seven ounces of 
water and gives a tablespoonful every two 
hours. 

Dr. F. Gordon Morrill, of Boston Hospi- 
tal, gives the analysis of 100 cases of pneu- 
monia, ranging from 14 months to II years 
of age. Mortality six per cent. Treatment: 
All were given whisky; half of them had 
digitalis or strychnine. Opium was used at 
times. The cold pack was better for pneu- 
monia than for typhoid fever. 

Wood and Fitz claim that the most im- 
portant medicines in the treatment of pneu- 
monia are the four alkaloids, strychnine, 
cocaine, atropine and caffeine. As a heart- 
stimulant and tonic digitalis is superior and 
should always be used in the exhaustion of 
pneumonia. Strychnine is next, and cocaine 
resembles it ; while atropine is the remedy in 
collapse at the time of the crisis, on account 
of its influence upon the vaso-motor center. 

The evidence is that any remedy that will 
equalize the circulation and relieve the en- 
gorged heart and lung, will abort pneu- 
monia in the first stage, whether it is by 
calomel and antimony or aconite, or vera- 
trum, or digitalis, or bleeding, or dia- 
phoresis. 

Evidently the use of stimulants in the 
first stage of pneumonia is not a rational 
treatment, for we are not dealing with a 
weak heart but an engorged heart. How 
can stimulants relieve an engorged heart 
and lung when they are already overload- 
ed? I have seen stimulants increase cyano- 
sis and the action of the heart, while vera- 
trum cleared up the cyanosis and lessened 
the number of beats, and increased the force 
of the heart. 

Evidently veratrum is the anchor of hope 
to relieve the engorged heart and lung in 
the first stage of pneumonia. It equals 
bleeding, without the loss of blood. Ht has 
no equal as a diaphoretic. There is no 
better remedy to equalize the circulation, 
empty the stomach and clean out the bron- 
chial tubes. It is a safe remedy. I never 
knew any serious effects originating from 
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an over-dose. Morphine will relieve the 
bad effects in twenty minutes while it 
will abort ninety-nine cases in a hundred of 
pneumonia in the first stage. 

Some years ago I was called to see a large 
healthy girl eighteen years old. She had 
had a severe chill about twelve hours before 
my visit; temperature 105.5; could not 
count the pulse; respiration 40, and moaned 
at every breath. The case looked desperate. 
The indication was to bleed to relieve the 
engorged heart and lungs, but I had no lan- 
cet. Gave her a cathartic of calomel and 
podophyllin, and put her upon five drops of 
Norwood’s tincture of veratrum every half- 
hour. 
piration 30, and she was sweating profusely. 
Half an hour later she vomited, pulse 60, 
cyanosis all gone, breathing easy and rest- 
ing well. Left her on two drops of vera- 
trum every three hours; three grains of qui- 
nine every four hours. All right next morn- 
ing. 

Two weeks afterwards she was attacked 
again, just the same way. Sent for another 
doctor and she died before morning. 

An epidemic of pneumonia broke out 
among the children in a settlement of Irish. 
My preceptor sent me to attend them. I had 
just read an article on the effects of vera- 
trum in pneumonia, and concluded to try it 
on these cases. I commenced by giving a 
cathartic of calomel and one drop of Nor- 
wood’s tincture of veratrum viride, every 
half-hour, and remained with them until the 
pulse fell to 60, which invariably vomited 
them severely. Followed this with am- 
monium carbonate, quinine, or both, or 
whatever was indicated. Asa general thing 
a mild tonic cured them in a few days. My 
preceptor declared that it was not pneu- 
monia. Had a case just attacked, which he 
saw and pronounced it a serious case of 
pneumonia. He said if the treatment was 
not changed it would be ready for the grave 
in five days. In five days he pronounced it 
convalescent, but did not believe that it was 
the result of the treatment. After seeing 


In four hours her pulse was 8o, res-. 
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two more cases treated the same way with 
the same result, he said that probably it was 
the result of the treatment. 

My treatment of pneumonia in the first 
stage, is to commence with a cathartic of 
calomel and podophyllin, to cleanse the in- 
testines thoroughly; apply hot anodyne 
poultices to the chest ; give Norwood’s tinc- 
ture of veratrum one to five drops every one 
or two hours until the pulse is reduced to 
60, invariably vomiting them, which cleanses 
the bronchial tubes and stomach thoroughly. 
The temperature falls; the heart and lungs 
are relieved ; inflammation is checked. The 
circulation should be kept equalized with 
veratrum and ammonium carbonate or 
muriate, or strychnine, or arsenic, or atro- 
pine or quinine, or a combination of some 
of them. Give whatever is indicated and 
they will be convalescent in a day or two. 

In collapse of pneumonia, where the tem- 
perature suddenly falls sometimes below 95 
degrees, pulse 40, while the respiration is 
30 and irregular, delirium, low muttering 


and picking: Treatment, strychnine, arsenic, 
atropine and digitalis, in combination as in- 


dicated. Never lost a case of this kind. I 
have had four bad cases and all recovered 
on the above treatment. I have had several 
other cases that were milder, and all recov- 
ered. 

When called after hepatization has taken 


‘place, apply a blister or the tincture of io- 


dine to the affected lung; keep the bowels 
clean; and give ammonium muriate gr. xc, 
potassium iodide gr. xv, syrup of ipecac two 
drams, syrup of senega one and one-half 
drams, syrup of wild cherry half an ounce, 
and water to make two ounces. Direct: A 
teaspoonful every two hours. Sometimes I 
add codeine or morphine. This seems ‘to 
clear up the lung better than anything else 
I have ever tried, unless it is guaiacol car- 
bonate. I have tried guaiacol carbonate in 
two cases and it has appeared to act like a 
charm. We know that two cases make no 
test, but it encourages us to try it again. 
Besides the above prescription I use what- 
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ever is indicated. Never give stimulants 
unless they are indicated. It appears to have 
become a routine practice to give stimulants 
in the first stage of pneumonia. It is cer- 
tainly not judicious treatment. 

It is not claimed that the veratrum treat- 
ment is a specific, but the results prove that 
it is as successful and safe as any other 
treatment. It is bad practice to change from 
one treatment to another, unless it has been 
proven to be better. There is but little 
doubt that the Defervescent Comp. No. 1, 
will succeed as well as veratrum alone, but 
when one becomes accustomed to using a 
treatment that has always proved successful, 
he has more confidence and knows better 
how to use it, than a new treatmentalthough 
the new may be a little better.

Dr. Quinn represents fairly the position 
of the old doctor, who knows his drugs, 
knows just what to expect from them and 
hesitates to exchange them for these bright, 
shiny new things that are said to do the 
work much better but—maybe they won’t 
fit into the old hands so comfortably. It 
may be another case of new wine in old bot- 
tles. 

Nevertheless, it is to these old American 
doctors and no European professors or shiny 
hatted new graduates with heads full of the 
modern scientific jargon that we owe the dos- 
imetric treatment of pneumonia. The basis 
of Dr. Quinn’s treatment is veratrum. The 
effects are graphically described in his pa- 
per—the circulation is equalized, the stom- 
ach and bowels cleaned out, the kidneys 
flushed. But at what a cost of disagreeable 
symptoms, vomiting, etc. In the Deferves- 
cent we obtain the effect of veratrum upon 
the pulse and the congestion, just enough, 
never a particle too much; we guard against 
its depressing effect by combining it with 
digitalin, while the effect we want is en- 
hanced by the addition of aconitine. There 
is no need of the clumsy, antiquated and un- 
pleasant cleansing of the bowels by pushing 


the veratrum to its vomiting and purging 
effect, because we fully provide for this 
with Saline Laxative and the sulphocar- 
bolates. At the proper time, when there is 
evidence that veratrine enough has been 
taken, we substitute the powerful stimulant, 
strychnine arsenate, in the Triad; while the 
aconitine continues the effect upon the con- 
gestion still present. Doctor, it is the same 
method but the old axe has been ground so 
sharp that it cuts better with half the weight 
thrown into the blow; there are no strokes 
wasted. It is Power, concentrated and un- 
erringly applied, not the indiscriminating 
force that crushes all before it—Eb. 


“GOOD BLOOD KNOWS NO DISEASE.”

HY then do we find disease? Is it not 

because the blood is poor in quality, 

is not strong in such quality as the body 

needs to make good ma- 

terial? Can an engine be 

run with much _ success 

when fired with wet 

wood? If it takes the 

proper kind of material to 

run an insensate, iron en- 

B. H. BRODNAX. gine, is it not a thousand 

times more reasonable that the proper ma- 

terial should be furnished an engine which 

feeds its own fires, and reconstructs itself, 

in all its parts, once in seven years from top 
to foundation? 

We see about us hundreds of pale faces, 
and weakly, badly nourished bodies. Why? 
Simply because the material furnished to 
build up and replace the worn-out parts is 
not of the proper kind. Nature (life), the 
great chemist, has in these cases found her- 
self without that which she must have to do 
her work well. The result is faulty diges- 
tion and assimilation ; the blood is not good, 
or it is poisoned by material taken up by it 
from the absorbents. 

Now a question or two: What is the 
material used by Nature in building up the

frame, filling out the muscles, giving beauty 
of form, and adding color and strength to 
crown it all? Simply blood—and if we can 
obtain a fresh defibrinated blood, free from 
any deleterious quality, and if we can place 
this ready for use where the builder can 
avail herself of it at once, we have done half 
the work, at least, since we have thus saved 
Nature the exertion and time required to 
prepare it. 

Fortunately for us this good live-blood- 
making material is at our disposal, and we 
have it in several forms. The skill of the 
chemist has found means to deprive the 
blood of the beef and other edible animals 
of its fibrin, and to so preserve it that we 
may have it at hand, at all times, fresh and 
full of life-making energy, ready to be taken 
up by the living blood, to enter the veins 
and arteries, to build up the body and to 
give it health and strength. 

Did it ever occur to you that each globule 
of blood is a living thing, with a nerve-force 
of its own, capable of controlling itself? 
A celebrated German scientist, Billroth, 
watched the white blood-cell turn back 
from the course in which it was moving, 
and proceed direct to a wound, made with a 
knife, in the tissues, to help rebuild the tis- 
sues and check hemorrhage. An Americah, 
Dr. Graves, has noted that these same cells, 
which some say become red _ blood-cells, 
move with a force of their own as if con- 
trolled by a brain and nervous system. An- 
other thought, which has, perhaps, never oc- 
curred to you, is that these blood-corpus- 
cles may be the source of life, and the means 
of the propagation of the species. May it 
not be that these cells, removed from the 
circulation and in some manner, as yet we 
know not how, changed by the habitat, be- 
come the spermatic corpuscles or sperma- 
tozoa? We do not know this, but this I do 
know: Each blood-cell, corpuscle or glob- 
ule, is a living entity, endowed with motion 
and with elective properties evincing to a 
certain extent, at least, a self-controlling 
something within it, which enables it to 
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change its course in the liquid in which it 
swims free, and otherwise apparently con- 
trol its motions and its destiny. 

Further, I am convinced that the living 
blood-cells are best and most readily and 
rapidly nourished by defibrinated blood, pre- 
served and prepared for assimilation by the 
hand of the skilled chemist, as for instance 
in Sanguiferrin. I have seen this substance 
(which is a preparation of blood, iron, and 
manganese), injected into the intestines of 
a woman who has bled nearly to the point 
of exsanguination, and within two hours 
there was a visible and remarkable change 
in her general condition. This is not an iso- 
lated instance of the remarkable properties 
of this preparation. I have seen a pregnant 
woman, so debilitated and “run down” in 
condition that she could not move, even 
around her own bed-chamber, without as- 
sistance, yet in twelve days, under the ad- 
ministration of Sanguiferrin (“blood, iron 
and manganese’”’) she was able to go about 
the house without aid. 

Near this woman’s residence lives a girl 
of eight years, afflicted with scrofula. Some 
small doses of calomel, and twenty-five 
days’ use of this remedy, have made her 
look and act like any other girl of her age, 
in play or duty able to “keep her end up” 
with any of them. 

There are those in the medical profession 
who deny that mineral iron, in solution or 
otherwise, is taken up by the blood or ab- 
sorbed into the system. They declare that 
iron, so administered, is thrown off by the 
intestines, and they cite the dark color of 
the excreta and dejections in proof of their 
position. This is to give the lie to the ex- 
perience of all the ages. Aside from the 
testimony of physicians from almost the 
earliest days of medicine, what are we to 
say to the evidence afforded by the myriads 
of those who have found benefit, renewed 
life and health, from the use of the waters 
of the thousands of chalybeate springs all 
over the world? Must we believe that these 
benefits are all imaginary? Surely not! 
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Iron is useful, supremely so in many 
cases, in many forms, but that in which its 
greatest benefits have been conferred is in 
the form of a peptonate, that in which it is 
found in Sanguiferrin. In this shape it is 
most readily and acceptably taken up by the 
absorbents. 

Finally I am reminded by this, that it is 
asserted that the blood contains or possesses 
in itself a germ-resisting power, and that it 
does resist the pathogenetic or disease-pro- 
ducing micro-organisms, as long as it is able 
to continue the battle against the invaders. 
Physiologists tell us that the blood-corpus- 
cles attack and destroy, by absorption, the 
disease-producers, and that the latter win 
the battle only after the living blord has 
been exhausted in the struggle. If this be 
the case (and I do not dispute the theory), 
would not common sense dictate the wis- 
dom of furnishing the living, fighting blood 
with reinforcements of that ready-made and 
concentrated blood material, by the absorp- 
tion of which its energies may be most 
quickly restored? It seems so to me. 

A couple of weeks ago I was talking to a 
friend, a man of 68, weak and thin, who had 
been relating to me his aches and pains. 
I explained to him this idea of furnishing 
the blood with this natural concentrated nu- 
triment (not, however, as a food that must 
be converted by the system into blood-mak- 
ing material, but one ready for direct ab- 
sorption). He expressed astonishment at 
the proposition, and I gave him a bottle of 
Sanguiferrin. Within a few days I received 
a message from him to the effect that he 
would walk down to see me in a day or two, 
“to get another bottle of that medicine.” 
The “walk down” is a very considerable one 
for anybody, and the point is in the fact that 
for eight years past, he has not been able to 
walk a mile at one time. 

Now this: is either “hoodoo,” or it means 
that this aged man has, within two weeks, 
gained in flesh and strength. Which is most 
reasonable ? 

I will not trespass further on the patience 
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of the editor, or of my readers, but I could 
give several more instances of the beneficial 
action of Sanguiferrin; cases of weak, ane- 
mic children, little fellows who under the 
use of eight to ten drops of the remedy, 
three or four times daily, are rapidly re- 
gaining health, strength, and a good appe- 
tite, and good color, from it. 

We backwoods doctors do not “run up” 
on many singular or striking cases.

THE TONGUE. 
By Lee J. Eaps, M. D. 


HE tongue is usually a great talker, and 
should talk to the doctor when he exam- 
ines it,although not a word is spoken. Many 
a doctor has looked at his patient’s tongue, 
grumbled, and looked as though he had 
made a great discovery ; when if asked what 
he had learned, he could not answer, or 
would say “bilious,” or “morbid liver.” 

Yellow coatings are usually associated 
with morbid liver and want of biliary se- 
cretions, and would indicate mild hepatics 
and tonics. 

A broad pallid tongue, with loaded base, 
means atony; and refers you to a want of 
action of the entire viscera below. Here 
the indication is for mild but effectual ca- 
thartics and tonics. 

A pinched and shrunken tongue indicates 
functional inactivity of digestion, and re- 
quires great care in the selection of food, 
as to both quality and quantity. 

In this tongue, pinched in expression we 
have atony. This is the condition of tongue 
in advanced fevers and inflammation of mu- 
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cous membranes, and in want of assimila- 
tion. In this condition use great care in the 
selection both of remedies and food. We 
must not use cathartics. Mild aperients 
may be carefully used. In continued fevers 
with such a tongue I use water for a febri- 
fuge as a rule; in some cases where the 
pulse is small and quick, fluid extract of 
aconite, five drops, and fluid extract of gel- 
semium, twenty drops to four ounces of 
water ; a teaspoonful every two hours, alter- 
nating with nux vomica. If the pulse is full 
and bounding I would substitute twenty 
drops of veratrum, for the aconite. 

A contracted, pointed tongue, with dry- 
ness and dark coat, is the usual tongue of 
typhoid and other low grades of fever. 
Then we should use great care in the treat- 
ment and food. 

The dryness or moisture of the tongue de- 
notes the extent of the disease of intestines, 
and will point us in that direction; which 
we should examine with care, noting any 
spot of soreness and its location. Care in 
the selection of food and medicine is re- 
quired to sustain all the vital forces. 

Redness of the tongue, if well marked, 
calls for acid drinks. If pale mucous mem- 
brane is present, give sodium sulphate in 
capsules. 

Raised papillz, bright red, denote irrita- 
tion of the ganglionic nerves and of the mu- 
cous coating of the stomach. This shows 
exhaustion and very weak digestion, and 
needs rest, rhus toxicodendron eight drops, 
nux vomica twenty drops, and small quan- 
tities of warm food, to be followed by pep- 
sin. 

Dark red tongue with dark coating indi- 
cates a septic condition of the blood. Give 
baptisia, and sulphuric acid as a drink. 

A fissured tongue points to the kidney, 
and we should always look well for a wrong 
there; either a wrong with secretion or an 
inflammation. 

A dark brown or black tongue denotes 
both the typhoid and the aseptic condition, 
and must be treated by antiseptic remedies, 
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acids, zinc sulphocarbolate, baptisia, creo- 
sote, etc., according to conditions and 
symptomis. 

A pale fur on the tongue denotes acidity, 
a septic condition of the system, indicating 
sodium sulphite; but if the membranes are 
deep red, sulphuric acid would be better, be- 
cause it would show an alkaline condition 
of the blood. 

Dryness of the tongue always denotes fe- 
verishness, the inflammatory condition, or a 
wrong with the nerve centers. 

A contracted, pointed tongue, can’t hold 
still, and drawn to one side of the mouth, 
denotes a wrong with the nerve and perhaps 
the brain. 

A thick tongue with the edges curved up- 
ward, denotes atony of the nerve-centers of 
the ganglia, and requires stimulants, as nux 
vomica, strychnine and quinine. 

A narrow and pointed tougue denotes a 
sluggish condition of the digestion and as- 
similation and congestion. This is one of 
the common conditions in Texas, as well as 
the yellow furred tongue. Calomel gr. 1-4, 
soda gr. j, and quinine gr. iij, every three 
hours, will soon make a change for the 
better. 

With the conditions of the tongue I have 
also given a few of the remedies which cor- 
rect the conditions, but have omitted the 
names of diseases in the main.

Dr. Eads has described the various ap- 
pearances of the tongue as indices to cor- 
responding diseased conditions, not specific- 
ally named diseases. His method is better 
suited for the clinician, because he draws 
his conclusions as to the treatment indi- 
cated from the conditions present rather 
than from the nature of the disease. True, 
the septic state for which he gives baptisia 


_is the main object of treatment, no matter 


what is the fever in the course of which it 
arises. The man who would give one spe- 
cific for typhoid fever, regardless of whether 
the patient is in a furious fighting de- 
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lirium, or with barely perceptible heart beat, 
would be no doctor. But the principle is 
not of universal application, and diagnosis 
of the pathological condition is a necessity. 
The inflammatory manifestations of gout, 
rheumatism, syphilis and streptococcal in- 
fection may look alike, but require different 
treatment.-—Ep. 


PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.

CERTAIN wise old woman once gave 

this plan for differentiating toad-stools 
from mushrooms: “Eat them, if they are 
toadstools they will kill you; if they are 
mushrooms they will be wholesome.” Many 
physicians and nearly all the laity apply this 
same rule to the diagnosis of phthisis pul- 
monalis; if the patient dies it was consump- 
tion, if he gets well, it was something else, 
and this widespread belief of its incurable 
nature more than trebles its fatality. The 
close observing clinician knows that many 
cases of pulmonary consumption recover 
and live out their allotted time. The pa- 
thologist knows that the natural tendency is 
toward recovery, that lung tissue heals read- 
ily and large cicatrices, found in innumera- 
ble cases after death from other causes, 
prove beyond a doubt that extensive cavities 
have in time existed and been healed. Yet, 
notwithstanding this positive testimony to 
the contrary, the belief prevails that the dis- 
ease is incurable; and all that science or art 
can accomplish is to smooth the unfortunate 
sufferer’s passage to the tomb. 

In opposition to the general belief there 
has always been a too optimistic minority, 
and it would require more space than the 
limits allowed by the Ctrnic to simply 
enumerate the specifics which have been 
brought out during my time for the cure of 
this disease. Each and every one of them 
for a time scored triumphs, and each and 
every one of them fell into desuetude and 
passed away to be replaced by something 


newer and more fashionable. A_ careful 
study of all these so-called cures would be 
profitable to the seeker after truth, for he 
would find that they possessed only one 
thing in common, and that a psychical rath- 
er than a physical effect. But for the pres- 
ent we must ignore this part of the subject 
and confine our remarks to more practical 
considerations. 

In the physical world we have a law to 
which there can be no exceptions, the law 
that “like causes always produce like ef- 
fects.” If there was a single instance dem- 
onstrated where this law was found inopera- 
tive, then all our philosophy, all our science 
and all our experience, would be utterly 
worthless; the observations of all the ages 
have never found a single instance where 
Now | 


have known cases, two in particular, where 


there was an exception to this law. 


both parents were tuberculous at the time of 
marrriage, both died of the disease within 
six years; one couple had two children, the 
other three; all these children are alive to- 
day and have never shown any symptoms of 
the disease. Some of them have families of 
healthy, robust children and two of them 
grand-children. I have known several 
the had ad- 
vanced tuberculosis of the lungs when 
their children were procreated. and their off- 
spring now just at middle life have never 


shown any 


cases where one parents 


symptoms of the disease. | 
have known numerous cases, where there 
was no history of the disease for five or 
more generations, develop the disease and 
die of it. I have known the fond wife and 
devoted husband to hang over the prostrate 
forms of their loved ones for weeks and 
months, inhaling the breath from their ne- 
crotic lungs, kissing the lips freshly _ pol- 
luted by phthisical sputum, with all the de- 
pressing influences of grief, anxiety and loss 
of sleep, and yet not contract the disease. 
These facts being numerous, and_ the 
law of like causes producing like effects ad- 
mitting of no exceptions, the doctrines of 


physical heredity and physical contagion 
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must both fall to the ground; and we must 
seek elsewhere for the causés in these cases 
where there is apparent heredity and con- 
tagion. I am not unmindful of the labora- 
tory experiments in bacillus culture, of the 
injection of these cultures’ into rabbits and 
guinea-pigs ; but inasmuch as these animals 
rapidly develop tuberculosis under confine- 
ment without bacillus injections, these ex- 
periments are not nearly so strong as to up- 
set the truism that “one fact cannot contra- 
dict another fact.” It is very easy for us to 
draw wrong conclusions from facts. It is 
impossible for facts to antagonize each 
other. Truth is consistent in all its parts 
and as immutable as fate. Tubercle bacilli 
could be injected into a strong, healthy, vig- 
orous man with impunity, for they would 
fail to find the pabulum necessary for their 
propagation. Nature is fully capable of 
protecting the organism from the deleteri- 
ous effects of micro-organisms as long as 
vitality remains at par. It is only under de- 
pressing influences that they find conditions 
suitable to thrive and propagate. 

I am also not unmindful of the fact that 
children have been born tuberculous; but I 
know one case of a tuberculous infant born 
of parents not infected, who are alive and 
yealthy to-day, though the child has laid un- 
der the daisies for twenty vears. The same 
faulty nutrition which every year develops 
tuberculosis in the children of the slums will 
develop it in utero. 

In every case of phthisis pulmonalis long 
ere there are any lung symptoms there is a 
history of faulty innervation. This may su- 
pervene as a_ sequel of some acute 
disease such as’ typhoid fever, la 
grippe, measles, etc.; or the exhausting dis- 
charges from chronic female diseases or 
suppurating wounds, and very often from 
purely emotional causes. 

First there is general lassitude, fatigue on 
slightest exertion, more or less insomnia 
with a tired feeling of mornings. This is 


followed by anorexia and imperfect diges- 
tion, asssimilation, retrograde metamorpho- 
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sis is impeded and its products are not fully 
eliminated, marked loss of weight and gen- 
eral emaciation. 

About this time the first chest symptoms 
make their appearance in painful spots, 
which are intensified by full inspiration, so 
the patient fails to fully inflate his lungs and 
a dry hacking cough is usheredin. Although 
he may not be aware of it, a close examina- 
tion will reveal an abnormal temperature, 
usually running higher in the evening. Af- 
ter a variable time expectoration of tubercu- 
lous sputa comes, often accompanied by 
hemorrhage, though in many cases this fea- 
ture is absent. 

Very few consumptives are willing to ad- 
mit that they have the disease. They are 
fertile in finding imaginary causes for their 
increasing cough; “they have taken cold,” 
or have exposed themselves imprudently,” 
or “overexerted themselves ;” and as the tu- 
bercles ulcerate in successive crops with an 
intervening period of comparative immun- 
ity, these ideas are strengthened, and they 
house themselves closer, restrict their diet 
more rigidly, most always believing that the 
class of food which their system really de- 
mands does not agree with them; their ap- 
petite is also capricious, ravenous at times 
and then altogether absent. 

Tubercle is first deposited in a liquid or 
semi-liquid form, but soon loses its watery 
constituent and becomes more dense, often 
of a cartilaginous texture, and will be found 
in every degree of consistence between these 
two extremes. It is only after partial solidi- 
fication that the bacilli make their appear- 
ance; after they are once evolved, should 
they increase rapidly they may invade re- 
cent deposits. Tubercle is from 96 to 98 per 
cent albumen, and affords a fine culture me- 
dium for not only these bacilli, but other 
micro-organisms as well; all of which may 
by their ptomains increase the fever and aid 
in pulling the patient down, but are by no 
means the disease or the cause of it. 

So long as nitrogenous dehris is retained 
anywhere in the system, there they occur 


. 
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and re-occur indefinitely, despite all the an- 
tiseptics you may use. When this pabulum 
necessary to their existence is burned out, 
as it should be in nature’s erematories, they 
will disappear, even if there were no such 
things known as antiseptics. The different 
forms of tubercle, encysted, infiltrated and 
lamellated, as well as gray and yellow, are 
distinctions of not practical importance, de- 
pending as they do on stage of growth and 
modification by individual characteristics of 
the patient. 

I do not wish by any means to decry the 
valuable services microscopy has rendered 
to science, but some of the hypotheses ad- 
vanced based on microscopic observation 
are not reconcilable with facts, and the hy- 
pothesis of bacillary contagion is conspicu- 
ously so. Were this hypothesis even ap- 
proximately correct the whole human fam- 
ily would have become extinct more than a 
century ago. On the contrary the disease 
keeps along in a certain and exact ratio to 
the increase of population and the material 
environment of civilization. 

The same arrangement applies also to the 
doctrine of physical heredity. Very few if 
any people at present exist in civilized coun- 
tries whose ancestors recent or remote have 
not had tuberculosis in some form. The bio- 
logic doctrine of heredity does not in the 
least conflict with this view, for it applies to 
traits, instincts and mental rather than 
physicial transmission, and even these are 
modified and set aside by the stern law of 
adaptation to environment. Nor does it 
with the infection of ovum or spermatozoa. 
The negation applies solely to the idea that 
a germ may be transmitted, which may lie 
dormant during the changes and reconstruc- 
tion of all the particles of the body for 
years, Or even two generations, and then 
spring suddenly into activity. 

We have then, aside from all speculative 
hypotheses, the well-attested fact that faulty 
nutrition, bad air and unsanitary environ- 
ment will develop tuberculosis in a subject 
where there is no family history of the dis- 


ease. We also have conversely the fact that 
children born of tuberculous parents may 
by healthy environment escape the disease, 
and live long and healthy Jives, procreating 
vigorous, strong and robust children. We 
have the fact that tuberculosis most always 
supervenes where there are long protracted 
debilitating causes, regardless of parentage 
or opportunity for infection. 

We find that tubercle is primarily an un- 


-oxidized unexcreted nitrogenous substance, 


a debris of imperfect retrograde metamor- 
phosis. We find in all cases a remarkable 
wasting of tissue, out of all proportion to 
the quantity of food taken and matter ex- 
creted, that however much we find this loss 
of weight goes on,, and though digestion of 
food may be reasonably gond, its assimila- 
tion is at a standstill, the organism stolidly 
rejects the nourishment offered and feeds 
upon itself. 

Then in every case of tuberculosis, back of 
the deposition of tubercle we have mal-as- 
similation and mal-nutrition, and back of 
mal-nutrition we have faulty innervation, so 
its exciting causes embrace every variation 
from exhausting emotional disturbances to 
the bad food, bad air and physical exhaus- 
tion of the factory and sweat-shop. That 
which depresses vitality, be it physical or 
psychic, promotes tuberculosis; that which 
exalts vitality, be it physical or psychic, pre- 
vents it and arrests its progress even after 
it is once set up. 

I have in my mind twenty cases of well- 
established pulmonary consumption which 
recovered, but candor compels me to admit 
that in most of these cases they had no med- 
ical treatment whatever, and the others 


abandoned it altogether before improvement 


set in. Most of these cases recovered while 
undergoing the excitement and hard life in- 
cident to a soldier in the Confederate Army. 
In the desk on which I write is a discharge 
from the 8th Tenn. Infantry, C.S.A., giv- 
en the writer in July, 1861. The cause as- 
signed for the discharge is Pulmonary 


Phthisis. Whether the three surgeons who 
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ausculted and percussed my chest were cor- 
rect in their diagnosis I cannot say, for the 
bacillus tuberculosis had not made the ac- 
quaintance of the medical profession at that 
time. I only know that I was weak, ema- 
ciating rapidly, had hectic fever and night- 
sweats, and was expectorating a considera- 
ble quantity of that grayish purulent matter 
in which Mr. B. Tuberculosis is found to re- 
side in this scientific era. 

As to treatment, I took lots of stuff of one 
kind and another while under the C. S. sur- 
geons, and cod-liver oil lingers nauseatively 
in my memory even to this day. After I 
was put on the cars, and started home to die, 
I took no medicine and threw the disgusting 
fish-oil mixture which had been placed in 
my haversack out of the car window, as 
soon as the train got under way. 

Well, to make a long story short, after 
two hundred and fifty miles by rail and 
nearly one hundred on foot, with an occa- 
sional lift hy a passing vehicle, I reached 
home very much improved iu strength. The 
improvement continued and in two months 
I re-entered the army, theugh I was still 
coughing up a decreasing amount of tuber- 
culous matter. 
the war, underwent a long term in the mili- 
tary prison at Chicago in the time of it. At 
the close of the war I entered the medical 
profession, and have undergone all the ex-

posure incident to a country practitioner in 
a sparsely populated country. I am here 
yet. 
whatever, and if I escape the hangman have 
no dread of death beginning at my respira- 
tory apparatus. 

I have known two cases that recovered by 
tramping over the country as book-agents ; 
several others who “threw physic to the 
dogs” and found health following the cheery 
pack after Reynard, regardless of wind or 
weather. 

The following case shows the effect of 
suggestion and counter-suggestion on the 
subject. In the fall of 1886 a merchant lost 


his young wife from consumption. He was 


My lungs give me no inconvenience 


very devoted to. her and nursed her night 
and day himself. During the latter weeks 
he never left her side, only snatching what 
little sleep he could in a chair during the in- 
tervals between her coughing paroxysms. 
His family physician frequently cautioned 
him against the danger of infection and as- 
sured him that the disease was contagious. 
In less than two months after his wife's 
death he became dyspeptic, began to lose 
flesh, had pains in the chest with a hacking 
cough. His family physician told him he 
had certainly contracted phthisis from his 
wife. He consulted me after he had lost 
about ten pounds of weight, and really 
showed the appearance of one with incip- 
ient consumption; but I believed from a 
close examination that his trouble was more 
of a mental than physical character, and as- 
sured him that I had no faith in the con- 
tagious nature of consumption, which was 
becoming a fad with a great many physi- 
cians; and called his attention to half a 
dozen cases he knew, where the husband or 
wife had died and the other remained well. 
I advised him to leave home, where he was 
depressed by sad memories, and travel for 
a while, and he would get well in a short 
time. He took my advice, accepted a posi 
tion as traveling salesman in the mountain 
countries of this state, not only recovered 
his health, but married again and is to-day 
a jolly 200 pound drummer, who is the 
picture of robust health. 

Nature has two methods of disposing of 
tubercle. One consists in breaking down its 
homogeneous formation and throwing it off 
by ulceration of the surrounding tissues. 
The other is by calcareous or chalky degen- 
eration. The first will occur while there is a 
continuous deposit of tubercular matter. 
According to my observation, where the lat- 
ter occurs the deposit ceases, and it may be 
regarded as the harbinger of recovery. In 
fifty per cent of the recoveries I have ob- 
served the patient, as they express it, 
“coughed up rocks”; and ene in particular 
showed me a four-ounce vial full of these 
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concretions, ranging in size from a small 
pea to a large bean. So when Dame Na- 
ture concludes to destroy tubercle bacilli she 
either starves them to death, or converts 
them into stone. 

The physical aspect of consumption has 
been studied from every conceivable point 
of view, and almost every kind of treat- 
ment based on such observation has been 
from time to time advanced ; but its psychic 
aspect has received scant attention by either 
pathologist or clinician. That faulty inner- 
vation lies at the base of the Cisorder scarce- 
ly admits of a doubt, and that this is contin- 
uous all along the line although overshad- 
owed by. local symptoms is also indisputa- 
That numerous recoveries have taken 
place where the mental and emotional were 
the prominent factors in the cure, is equally 
well attested. Within the last decade discov- 
eries in practical psychology have shown 
that mental states not only exert a powerful 
influence on bodily conditions, but may be 
controlled so as to regulate what has hith- 


ble. 


erto been regarded as purely automatic or 


vegetative functions. It is true that most of 
us have only regarded these experiments as 
matters of curiosity, a something for a mo- 
ment’s passing wonder, to be dismissed for 
more tangible and material things. Only to 
a few of the profession has ‘t occurred that 
a force which will control the automatic 
beat of the heart, causing it to vary twenty 
beats per minute, which will cause the tem- 
perature to vary five degrees on either side 
of the normal, which will contract or ex- 
pand the pupil of the eye, which inhibits 
any one nerve-center without interfering 
with the action of any other, and which pro- 
duces both local and general anesthesia with 
no risk of harm to the subject, could be 
utilized as a potent agent in the treatment 
of those conditions which have hitherto baf- 
fled the resources of our material therapy. 
They adventured on this untried path with 
almost the scorn of their brethren for their 
temerity, confusedly groping as it were in 
the twilight of science, and their efforts 


have been rewarded by results in many 
cases far beyond their expectations. 

The powerful part which suggestion plays 
in disease is not yet fully appreciated by the 
profession. Not only has it an influence for 
good when properly directe’ but it is potent 
for evil as well. It by no means requires 
the deeper states of hypnosis for suggestion 
to be effective; there are fully ten per cent 
of the people you meet whom you may by 
catching them off their guard tap on the jaw 
and tell them they have an awful toothache, 
and all the agony of a jumping toothache 
will be developed. There are fully thirty 
per cent of people who are what hypnotists 
call impressionables, and will receive im- 
pressions in the waking state. Consump- 
tives as a rule belong to this class, and this 
explains why they improve for a time on 
any and all kinds of treatment; but unfor- 
tunately the meets with 
counter suggestions from the thoughtless, 


impressionable 


ignorant and meddlesome parties, and if he 
escapes these must be guarded constantly 
from abnormal auto-suggestion. Many 
cases of consumption occurring in the same 
family are due more to suggestion, and the 
abnormal development of the imitative fac- 
ulties, than to either heredity or infection. 

In the very recent article by Prof. Waugh 
in the August CLiNic, after partially ad- 
mitting the futility of routine treatment is 
the following: 

“Though this method of management is 
theoretically correct, so strong is the influ- 
ence of suggestion that some will improve 
by disregarding every precaution, and de- 
liberately forgetting that they are invalids. 
They go out every day, rain or shine, fever 
or no fever, persist in wande1ing over moun- 
tains, eat all sorts of food with outdoor ap- 
petites, and by force of will, of rousing vital 
powers, and the influence cf hope, they ac- 
tually recover, the wounded lung cicatrizes 
and they live out their allotted time.”’ 

It is strange that it does not occur to 
Prof. Waugh that this peculiar psychic con- 
dition of ignoring the disease is the curative 
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factor, rather than the exposure in all 
weathers, and the fatigue of climbing moun- 
tains. It not only enables them to combat 
the disease, but gives vitality in excess to 
undergo these other things. The class of 
patients which the professor says would be 
killed by like exposure would also recover 
by it, if they could develop the same mental 
state as the others. Where a patient can de- 
liberately and completely forget that he is 
an invalid, and return to natural habits of 
outdoor life, any of them will recover. But 
there is a vast difference between willing 
and wishing. One is intensely active and 
the other completely passive; and hope, far 
from assisting in arousing vital force, is an 
opiate draught which lulls it into lethargy. 
It is not the hopeful consumptive that re- 
covers, it is the determined; or, as I have 
often seen, the utterly reckless, who did not 
care a snap whether he recovered or not. 
Hope has been called “the balm of life,” 
and is said to “‘soothe us under misfortune” ; 
but it has its abnormal as well as its normal 


aspects, affects the organic as well as the in- 


tellectual faculties. It brings resignation, a 
disposition to “bear the ills we have,” and 
paralyzes the activities of the automatic 
brain so that it ceases to concern itself about 
removing them. The hopeful patient re- 
fuses to offer any resistance to the ravages 
of disease; he hopes to be relieved by out- 
side agencies without any co-operation on 
his part, and all our remedies are useless on 
this account. You might as well pour medi- 
cine in a rat-hole and expect results, as to 
give it to a patient in this peculiar frame of 
mind. Hope has its origin in that part of 
the imaginative faculties which lie between 
the purely objective and the automatic fac- 
ulties, and influence both alike, soothe their 
irritability and modify their activity. While 
we find it abnormal in most diseases, it is 
conspicuously so in consumption, Bright’s 
disease, cancer, and more marked in ali 
chronic ailments than in acute disease. 
When we speak of the power of the will 
in warding off disease, it must not be un 


derstood that the will is to be concentrated 
on the diseased condition. Quite the re- 
verse. It must be exercised ‘n the direction 
of entirely ignoring it, to force the objec- 
tive faculties from the contemplation of self, 
which leaves the automatic brain-cells a free 
and unimpeded field for increased activ- 
The objective faculties of the mind 
the re- 


ity.. 
have their legititmate scope in 
lations of the organism with the out- 
side world; when their uormal activ- 
ity is increased the normal activity of the 
subjective faculties is increased in the same 
ratio. So when the objective mind is whol- 
ly engaged in external affairs, the subjective 
is not only unimpeded in stimulating func- 
tional activities but acts automatically; but 
when the objective mind is directed in- 
ward, it passively submits to its higher au- 
thority, causes its automatic action and is 
controlled by auto-suggestion. 

We have most of us seen in stage experi- 
ments of hypnotic somnambulism how 
strength is exalted by suggestion. We have 
seen the cataleptic body support weights 
which would be impossible for it to do in 
the waking state; and the most remarkable 
thing about these feats is that no sense of 
fatigue follows this exertion, no soreness or 
tire of the muscles. This cataleptic condi- 
tion may be induced in the arm or leg by 
suggestion in certain persons, while they 
are awake and conscious of everything 
around them, but they are nevertheless in 
one of the minor stages of hypnosis. Now 
this is just the condition of mind which is 
produced in those cases of spontaneous 
cures. In this condition the patient can de- 
liberately ignore the disease, cease from ex- 
ercising that meddlesome introspection of the 
objective faculties, divert them into normal 
channels, and acquire strength and energy 
for pursuits that would otherwise be impos- 
sible. It matters not whether they be engaged 
in the chase, war, travel or other pursuits, 
so they afford sufficient excitement to pre- 
vent that constant contemplation of self, 
with its train of morbid auto-suggestion. 
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[ do not assert that no case of consump- 
tion has ever been cured by medicine. On 
the contrary I believe that there have been 
cures by all sorts of remedies; but they did 
so more by exciting expectant attention, 
which made the patient susceptible to sug- 
gestion, than by any specific physical virtue 
they possessed. Some individuals are pe- 
culiarly amenable to suggestion either di- 
rect or incidental, and such would be bene- 
fited by anything they thought was admin- 
istered for their cure. Others require 
stronger stimuli to restore the equilibrium 
of their disordered nerve-centers, such as 
intense excitement, or the shock of the deep- 
est emotion. But I am firmly convinced 
that any line of treatment, J care not what, 
medicinal or psychic, that constantly re- 
minds the patient that he is an invalid, will 
prove detrimental to his recovery. The 
mornng tonic, the noonday draught and the 
evening resting powder, are so many reit- 
erated suggestions to the patient that he is 
sick, and will exert an influence to depress 


vitality far beyond their beneficient effects 
as material excitants. 


Again, I believe that suggestions directed 
to the amelioration of objective symptoms, 
such as cough, pain in the chest and fever, 
act much in the same way. Suggestions to 
be curative should be directed to arousing 
greater innervation, encouraging the pa- 
tient to ignore to the greatest possible ex- 
tent his symptoms and concentrate the vi- 
tal energies on improving nutrition. This 
plan, together with regular exercise in the 
open air and pneumonic calisthenics, will 
accomplish more good in any case than con- 
stant drugging. 

I have had no personal experience with 
suggestive therapeutics in consumption, ex- 
cept in the last stage of the disease, where 
any curative treatment would necessarily be 
futile. In such cases I have used it to pro- 
cure rest, arrest pain and mitigate the 
cough, and have found it a veritable eutha- 
nasia, even where narcotics had lost their 
effect. The conclusions artived at of its 


probabilities as a curative agent are based 
on analogy, from carefully conducted ex- 
periments, in numerous cases of neurasthe- 
nia and anemia. Nutrition is not simply a 
chemical phenomenon, but a vital process, 
and the brain and nervous system play a 
larger part in it than chemistry. 

When I first entered the medical profes- 
sion, away back in the sixties, iron by hy- 
drogen was the fad. I commenced practice 
in a malarial locality, and had many cases 
of profound anemia, cases that had shook 
half their red corpuscles out. with ague, and 
destroyed three-fourths of the other half 
with quinine. I made a half pound bottle 
of pills of Quevenne’s iron, and at the end 
of the year I almost believed that I could 
put life and healthful vigor into a skeleton 
with iron by hydrogen; when, alas for hu- 
man conceit, I made the discovery that by 
mistake I had been using Pulv. carbo ligni 
for Quevenne’s iron! And though the char- 
coal caused the roses to bloom in the pallid 
cheeks of my patients, I never comprehend- 
ed how it was done, until Liebault gave the 
key to the successful action of a great many 
medical hobbies. 

If a doctor is an enthusiast on any rem- 
edy he is certain to infuse some of his en- 
thusiasm into his patients, and he gives 
credit to the remedy instead of to his per- 
sonal suggestion. This explains why some 
succeed so well with preparations that oth- 
ers find inert or useless. But don’t under- 
stand me to decry the use of medicines 
There are numberless material causes for 
disease which require material remedies to 
remove them, and it is the province of the 
true physician to differentiate between psy- 
chical functional derangements and primar- 
ily physical disorders, and apply the appro- 
priate treatment. In medicine there are no 
authorities, no masters, only seekers after 
truth by a system which is as yet in the ex- 
perimental stage. Arcot, Tenn.

Amen to the closing sentences; and to 
much of Dr. McColgan’s thoughtful arti- 
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cle we will subscribe. But he goes too far, 
as usual, when men reason subjectively. 
Against his theoretical argument place this 
actual observation: A patient had been 
treated on the material plan, with unremit- 
ting care, with most excellent results, and 
she was fairly convalescent from pulmonary 
tuberculosis. Just then she was advised to 
adopt the plan outlined by Dr. McColgan, 
to believe she was not ill, stop all treatment, 
and “go it”! She went it! and in due 
time was brought up by another pulmonary 
hemorrhage, fever returned, bacilli multi- 
plied, altogether so far back that never 
again would her friends permit her to try 
the experiment. Facts are stubborn things 
and among them tubercle bacilli are not the 
least stubborn. 

Dr. McColgan’s claim that the bacilli do 
not attack hearty persons is not in accord 
with our observations. They are less lia- 
ble than weaker persons, but that is all. It 
is only a question of the virulence and num- 
ber of the bacilli, and any human being may 
become tuberculous. And in the opening of 
his argument his logic is at fault, for it is 
not necessary that all exposed persons 
should contract a disease to prove it infec- 
tious. While like causes produce like ef- 


fects, this can only be predicated of unvary- 


ing causal agencies and 
tions. 


receptive condi- 
Surely, if two men fall into the lake, 
and one who can swim is saved it does not 
that the other could not have 
drowned. After careful reading of this 
paper, and it is well worth reading, I do not 
see that I can modify the views given in 
the August Ciinic. The cures by the 
process he advocates are exceptional, and it 
is not to be applied indiscriminately. And the 
majority will do better on more tangible 
remedies. Even Dr. McColgan only puts 
the impressionables at 30 per cent. I grant 
that he is right as to the cure depending in 
part on the resolute determination of the 
patient to be well, but it will not do to ig- 
nore the value of out-door life, good hy- 
giene and good drugs.—Ep.

THE ALKALOIDAL CLINIC. 


PRACTICAL HINTS FROM DAILY EXPER- 
1ENCE.*

PHLYCTENULAR KERATITIS. 


RECENT case, which is responding 

nicely to treatment, brings to mind a 

brief paper on this subject, published 

in the CLINIC years ago in 

which the writer recom- 

mended calcium _ sulphide 

and reported cases support- 

ing his claim. In the light 

of modern research there is 

no doubt but what this dis- 

W. C. ABBOTT. ease is the result of an auto- 

infection, therefore what is good for auto- 

infection is good for phlyctenular keratitis 

—the correction of errors in diet and hy- 

giene, elimination, intestinal disinfection, lo- 

cal disinfection and systemic disinfection, 

which is best accomplished by calcium sul- 

phide; but it takes something more than a 
bad smell and a label to do it. 

To be satisfactory calcium sulphide must 
contain 60 per cent of activity, and not one 
specimen in a thousand bought in the open 
market ever contained half that quantity, 
and as usually handled it begins to spoil the 
moment it leaves the retails. 

Old Cuinic files are a mine of good, ra- 
tional, therapeutic suggestion and I only 
wish we had a set for all of you. However, 
our reprint of the essentials will be ready 
during the winter—to be duly announced. 


MUCO-ENTERITIS. 


[ have just had a series of cases of this 
affection which while troublesome at all 
times is particularly so in the winter, espe- 
cially in Chicago's changeable climate. This 
experience has given me a new respect for 
aconitine and the sulphocarbolates, standing 
as they do for a rational therapy. 
~ *These notes will continue at intervals during the year as 


a ‘‘filler’’ to this department. I hope they will serve their 
purpose, and at the same time be iuteresting and instructive. 
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THE BRONCHITIS OF CHILDREN. 


I wish to re-emphasize the exceeding val- 
ue in this condition, of aconitine and apo- 
morphine with occasional doses of strych- 
nine and digitalin as recommended by Shal- 
ler in his inimitable “Guide to Alkaloidal 
Medication.” By means of the interposed 
exudate this disease stands directly in the 
way of its own recovery. The reason for 
this therapy is obvious—aconitine reduces 
fever and checks the inflammatory exuda- 
tion while apomorphine, by stimulating the 
muciparous glands to normal action thins 
the exudate and favors its expulsion thereby 
permitting the air to come again in contact 
with the walls of the alveoli to purify the 
blood. Each drug should be used to ef- 
fect, the aconitine to the reduction of the 
fever, the softening of the pulse and the 
moistening of the skin, and the apomor- 
phine to the loosening of the cough and the 
thinning of the expectoration, stopping us- 
ually just short of nausea. The dose of 
each should be small and frequently repeat- 
ed, but just enough. 


GREEN APOMORPHINE, 


I don’t know whether the man who raised 
the question is dead or not, but the trouble 
he made isn’t. That colored apomorphine 
is not good, even dangerous, is an utter ab- 
surdity which any one can easily demon- 
strate. Apomorphine is pure white before 
it is removed from the vacuum in which 
it is made, but the moment it comes to the 
air it begins to color gray and later becomes 
greenish. It will do the business just the 
same. Dissolve a little of the whitest apo- 
morphine you ever saw in half a glass of 
water and see how it looks in half an hour, 
then administer it in proper dosage under 
proper conditions and note the effect. 


Jumping at conclusions, and voicing them 


through the all-too-credulous press, often 
makes a heap of trouble which too often 
Stays alive after the “jumper” is gone. 


ARBUTIN. 


Don’t forget that in this glucoside from 
uva ursi we have a most excellent diuretic, 
especially for children who will seldom 
drink sufficient water to make most diuret- 
ics active. It’s pleasant to taste and acts in 
very small dosage: Up to 5 or 6 years half 
a dozen granules, gr. 1-67, dissolved in four 
ounces of water, a teaspoonful every half 
hour till effect, is all that is required. 

It is a pure stimulant to renal activity and 
appears to be perfectly non-irritating. 


DIARRHEA AND DYSPEPSIA. 


These are kindred conditions which like 
the poor we always have with us. If I 
could have but one.remedy with which to 
treat a hundred cases or could resort to 
but one expedient it would be to starve the 
whole batch till they got well, which the ma- 
jority would very promptly do. Modern 
civilization is making a swill tub of human- 
ity in return for which outraged nature ex- 
presses itself in a variety of ills for which 
judicious starvation is the only proper 
thing. 

A HANDY SPECIMEN-BOX. 


In sending specimens of sputum, etc., for 
examination our friends resort to all sorts 
of expedients, none of which is so handy 
as a tin ointment box. Take a small seam- 
less box, clean it with alcohol and give it to 
your patient along with a strip of adhesive 
plaster as wide as the box is high and a lit- 
tle longer than its circumference. The plas- 
ter should be placed face down on clean 
white paper. After the specimen has been 
gathered the cover should be put on proper- 
ly and sealed by passing the plaster around 
the edge and pressing it down with the 
warm hand. The box should be opened 
but twice by the patient, once for a morning 
and once for an evening specimen. 

$e sure and know what the matter is 
with your patients. Many a poor soul is 
doomed to die by the want of early diagno- 
sis and proper treatment of an infected lung. 
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If the trouble is caught in its incipiency 
before the forces of nature are exhausted 
tuberculosis, especially of the infective type 
can be cured. It takes a rational. therapy 
and a proper appreciation of conditions to 
do it, but it can be done, and in Chicago’s 
climate too. You of the hills and plains 
have all the better opportunity. 

INTUBATION. 

To save a human life to years of useful- 
ness is a great thing, and is rendered more 
possible than ever by the gigantic strides 
being made in medicine and surgery. The 
public is fully alive to this and he is the 
best received who, both in brains and tools, 
comes the best prepared to meet every emer- 
gency. 

One night last week I was called to see 
a child in a family I have cared for for 
years. Just as I was leaving the good moth- 
er called my attention to a ruddy baby of 
four years that had fallen asleep on the 
lounge vainly trying to keep awake “to see 
the doctor,” saying: “Doctor, do you re- 
member three years ago to-day when you 
saved this baby by putting a tube in her 
throat?” Indeed I did, as well as the seven- 
teen days she wore it before I could coun- 
teract the croupous tendency that was bound 
to shut off this little life. 

Once in a while, in the years gone by, a 
life has been saved by tracheotomy but it is 
a hideous operation which is usually of no 
value, the occasional favorable result being 
the exception that proves the rule. On the 
other hand intubation is a simple, safe, eas- 
ily-done operation that may be made early 
when it can do no harm ever if it is not ab- 
solutely necessary. 

Heretofore the price and complexity of 
intubation outfits has been a bar to their 
wide purchase by the general practitioner, 
so that the operation has gravitated into the 
hands of so-called specialists who insert the 
tube with a flourish and charge more for 
the simple little operation twice over than 
the family doctor gets for his days and 
nights of care and anxiety: and then the

ENLARGED TONSILS. 


“Doctor, my boy has enlarged tonsils, but 
I do not want them cut ovt. Has not Al- 
kalometry something that will do this also, 
as well as so many other blessings ?”

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CLINICAL REPORT. 

Editor Alkaloidal Clinic—1 wish to re- 
port some rare and instructive cases. 

Case 1. Mary P., age 12; temperature 
103.8, pulse 132, abdomen tense and tym- 
panitic. She had come into the country the 
evening before (Saturday) had gorged on 
lettuce, radishes, onions, etc., to her heart's 
content, and fully gratified her almost in- 
satiable appetite. There was marked ten- 
derness, the slightest touch over any por- 
tion of the abdomen producing excruciating 
pain. The bowels had not moved for sev- 
eral days; tongue thickly coated white, 
breath fetid. 

The menstrual function had not yet been 
manifested, and her general health and ap- 
pearance would negative sexual precocity, 
or peritonitis due to retention of menses by 
obstruction, imperforate 
formation. 


hymen or mal- 

By exclusion I decided I had a case of 
acute entero-colitis, and treated it accord- 
ingly, with the result that by next morning 
there had been two scanty movements of in- 
spissated nodular masses, the abdomen had 
flattened, temperature reduced to tor de- 
grees without antipyretics, pulse 110, but 
the tenderness remained in all its intensity. 
Continuing treatment until morning, ob- 
tained several more watery movements and 
some of nearly normal consistence and 
character; pulse 96, temperature 99, tvm- 
panites going, tenderness remaining, appe- 
tite returning. Found marked improvement 
the following day, but patient was obsti- 
nate, self-willed and peevish. I put her on 
a strict regime of soups and broths, Pas- 
teurized milk and beef-tea, and strong in- 
testinal antisepsis. 


Thursday she sat up, played with the 
children and felt quite well. She insisted 
on eating bread and milk, and contrary to 
orders, was allowed to do so. Friday she 
had a relapse, temperature 104.2, abdomen 
tender and tympanitic, pulse 136, bowel 
locked. I instructed the attendant to follow 


the same management as before; to keep 
her recumbent at all hazards and use the 
bed pan. 

By the constant use of enemas, and sa- 
lines repeated every two hours, the bowels 
moved on Saturday evening. She would 
not use the bed-pan; was lifted out of bed 
and placed on the vessel, had a copious ac- 
tion, turned pale from immediate heart-fail- 
ure and sank back a corpse in the arms of 
her attendants. 


Case 2. Mrs. L., aged 25, multipara; two 
years ago labor resulting in complete pro- 
lapsus uteri. The uterus was replaced and 
retained, and the physician stated that au- 
tomatic abortion would be inevitable at two 
and one-half months. She has since been 
subject to metrorrhagia, menorrhagia, <dvs- 
menorrhea and sometimes amenorrhea’ in 
fact, general menstrual irregularities. 

I was called to re-establish a flow, that 
had twice slightly manifested itself at the 
normal regular interval, and vanished. | 
prescribed rest in bed, a sedative-tonic uter- 
ine regulator, and seidlitz salt mornings. 

Headache, vertigo, anorexia and nausea 
were constant, obstinate and perplexing. 
Pulse and temperature but slightly accel- 
erated. Bimanual digital examination re- 
vealed the cervix turned backward into and 
occupying the posterior cul-de-sac of Doug- 
lass, the fundus tilted forward against the 
bladder and wedged under the symphysis 
pubis, considerably congested and symmet- 
rically enlarged. The lateral and posterior 
ligaments were lax and elongated. The 
uterus was freely movable after pushing it 
up from the symphysis, and the pain was 
instantly relieved. Suspecting pregnancy I 
dared not sound the depth or direction of 
the uterine canal, to determine the pres- 
ence of polypi or other submucous or in- 
tramural neoplasm, blocking up the exit and 
producing retention. I searched my books 
in vain for light on anteversion complicated 


by pregnancy. Anteversion was treated as 


of not much consequence, and the compli- 
cation was not even mentioned in any work 
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I could find on gynecology. Mann’s work 
barely mentioned it, giving no treatment. 

I recommended absolute rest and recum- 
bency, with very light farinaceous diet and 
saline laxatives. At the end of five days the 
patient resumed her household duties, and 
aside from the customary morning sickness 
seems to be progressing nicely, now near- 
ing quickening, and I anticipate no further 
trouble. 

Case 3. J. H., age 47, a farmer, had dur- 
ing childhood adhesion of the prepuce to the 
glans, had had it dissected loose back to 
the corona glandis, and the prevuce bung- 
lingly removed. Nine years ago there ap- 
peared a papillomatous or horny excres- 


cence between the corona and meatus. This ~ 


increased rapidly in size and hardness until 
it covered the left half of the glans, and 
developed into a very large horn, interdict- 
ing sexual intercourse. The horn was the 
size of a man’s little finger; and would 
grow, split and turn to each side two inches 
every three months, until clipped, and then 
grow again. A short time ago this growth 
began to show symptoms of malignancy. It 
covered the entire left half of the glans, 
extending to the right of the median line, 
completing surrounding the meatus and 
threatening its closure. 

The growth began to break down, inflame 
and suppurate, and became very foul smell- 
ing and sensitive to friction and touch. 

I removed the entire growth, and it has 
healed nicely with scarcely any cicatrix and 
practically no deformity whatever. 

Case 4. W.S., 29, single; obstinate diar- 
rhea of two weeks’ duration; muddy com- 
plexion, haggard, hollow-eyed and anxious- 
looking, mouth dry, tongue furred, breath 
very foul. The buccal mucous membrane was 
so intensely dry that opening the mouth pro- 
duced a crackling distinctly audible in the 
adjoining room. He was having ten to fif- 
teen evacuations of slime, blood and stringy 
mucus each day. Appetite good but strength 
failing rapidly and thirst insatiable. 

I first put him on a styptic antiseptic com- 
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pound containing bismuth subnitrate, phe- 
nol, resorcin and zinc sulphocarbolate with 
opium to quiet peristalsis. 

The following day, suspecting tubercular 
adenitis of the mesentery, I prescribed a 
capsule every four hours containing iodo- 
form, sanguinarine nitrate, guaiacol ben- 
zoate, strychnine and ammonium benzoate, 
and advised brandy, port or blackberry wine. 

This combination helped him for a short 
time, but the relief was only temporary ; and 
he went to his father’s home, where he is 
now under the care of another physician, 
who verifies the diagnosis and writes me the 
man is bedfast ; that he is slowly but steadily 
declining, with the lamp of hope still burn- 
ing on his ever-radiant brow, while the vigil 
eyes of the Angel of Death are eagerly 
watching to clasp him in his chill embrace 
and drag him unconsciously to a premature 
grave. 

I have recommended tuberculin, and 
though my experience with its use in the 
pulmonary form has usually been most grat- 
ifying, the reverse has been the rule in all 
forms of tubercular adenitis; and I only 
wish we were prepared to use formaldehyde 
gas, with static electricity. This patient 
died August 12, ’99. 

Case 5. Alberts, 54, farmer; troubled 
17 years with constant pain in the temporal 
region, marked exacerbations during the 
summer incapacitating him for labor for 
days. During the past three years his suf- 
ferings had not permitted him to do a day’s 
work, and though constantly under treat- 
ment, the trouble steadily increased. Three 
months ago he began to have tingling of 
the lower limbs followed by numbness and 
formiication ; followed by cold feet and legs, 
partial locomotor inability and uncertainty, 
and temporary paresis. 

Urinary examination 
same, patellar reflexes almost abolished, 
swaying movement of body, with eyes 
closed very little if any exaggerated, walk- 
ing with eyes closed nearly normal; sensa- 
tion 30 per cent below par below the knees, 


negative; ataxic 
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feet cold and clammy, no anasarca; electri- 
cal responses feeble; considerable enlarge- 
ment and fullness of the epigastrium, with 
dullness on percussion with recumben- 
cy laterally toward the hypochondria, drift- 
ing anteriorly on assuming the erect posi- 
tion, demonstrating the presence of fluid. 

A soft, fluctuating tumor, the size and 
shape of a butternut, was found on the 
right, under the inferior maxilla, extending 
backward to the angle of the jaw. It was 
causing no inconvenience, was hidden by 
the beard, and was apparently a retention 
cyst of the submaxillary gland, although 
there was no appreciable aptyalia. 

I prescribed a tonic and alterative treat- 
ment, with full doses of saline hydragogue 
every morning early, and gave him a ther- 
mo-electric bath every third day for five 
weeks ; at the expiration of which time he 
went to work, and felt so well that he neg- 
lected to come the eighteen miles to my 
office for treatment. The abdominal en- 
largement entirely disappeared, bowels be- 
came regular, appetite returned, numbness 
and formication disappeared, sensation and 
heat returned to the extremities, and the pa- 
tient gained thirteen pounds in weight, and 
said he felt better than he had at any time 
during the past seventeen years.” 

The tumor continued to enlarge, however, 
and gradually extended upward along the 
ramus of the jaw under the ear, and oppo- 
site the tragus, almost completely filling the 
submaxillary triangle of the neck. Pressure 
on the nerves and blood vessels deep in the 
neck rendered it painful, and as it was pro- 
gressively dangerous to contiguous glandu- 
lar and vital structures, with the kindly as- 
sistance of Dr. F. A. Ely, an experienced 
anesthetist, I removed it in its entirety, Au- 
gust 2, ’99. It primarily involved the sub- 
maxillary gland, by cystic degeneration of 
the intramural ducts and fatty degeneration 
of the parenchyma, with secondary involve- 
ment of the parotid by impingement and 
contiguity of structure, and adhesion. 

All the affected tissue was removed, by 


slow dissection through an incision over 
three inches in length, and the patient made 
a rapid and uninterrupted recovery. 

The from interference with 
branches of the facial nerve, during the re- 
moval of the affected portion of the parotid 
gland, however, is distinctly noticeable, and 
may result finally in complete paralysis ; 
though from present indications I hardly 
anticipate it, and unless there is malignancy, 


paresis 


| apprehend no serious trouble. 

The deductions to be drawn from these 
cases may be summed up in their respective 
numerical order as follows: 

1. The mortality rate in this class of cases 
is much higher than need be, provided the 
instructions of the attending physician were 
observed and strictly followed, and the prog- 
nosis in self-willed, headstrong cases should 
always be most guarded until convalescence 
is thoroughly established, or even to per- 
manent recovery. 

2. The busy practician, consulting his 
books in times of dire need, does not always 
find that which he desired as light and sol- 
ace to his perturbed mind and puzled brain, 
and is finally thrown upon his own resources 
and judgment; and must follow the trite 
saying of my genial tutor, Dr. William F. 
Waugh, that after all, “the practice of medi- 
cine is the practice of common sense.” 

3. In all cases of benign neoplasm or other 
growth where malignancy is manifested or 
suspected, and especially in localities where 
bold surgery is contra-indicated, the early 
use of a suitable remedy possessing a spe- 
cial predilection for cancerous tissue, and 
thereby destroying the adjacent lymphatic 
infiltrations only, without any injury to the 
normal and healthy surrounding structures, 
is to be commended. (See Louisville Month- 
ly Journal of Medicine and Surgery, Sept. 
1899, page IIT). 

4. The lack of therapeutic power in cases 
of glandular involvement, of drugs of un- 
questioned value in tubercular conditions of 
the air-passages and alveoli of the lung, ren- 
ders this class of cases more obstinate to all 
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forms of treatment, and the prognosis more 
guarded and grave.

EVOLUTION VS. “RIGHT MARITAL LIV- 
ING. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic—An article en- 
titled, “Right Marital Living,” by Dr. Crad- 
dock, in a recent number of The Clinic 
[not the “Alkaloidal’’] attracted my atten- 
tion ; first by the free discussion of a sub- 
ject usually tabooed by the doctors and all 
text books and by the rather startling state- 
ment by the author, to the effect that coi- 
tion could be indulged in, for years, with all 


the enjoyment of the orgasm without any 


emission of semen. 

This appears to me to be contrary to the 
laws of physioiogy and is certainly different 
from my observation and experience. 

Dr. Cyrus Edson, of New York, in the 
North American Review, published an arti- 
cle on American Life and Deterioration. In 
it he takes occasion to say: “It is apparent 
to any man who will take the trouble to 
think, that, no matter what the learning, the 
knowledge, the ability of genius of the indi- 
vidual may be, these rest on the animal, and 
that without the animal, and, still further, 
without the animal in health, they are as 
nothing. 

Men may be civilized, they may be edu- 
cated, they may be governed by the highest 
ideals, yet under all and carrying all, even as 
the foundation carries the palace above it, 
is the animal, the creature with physical 
wants and governed by physical laws. In 
every act of life, in every thought for others, 
we have to reckon first with this animal. 
While the instinct of self-preservation has 
been implanted in the animal in order to 





guard the individual, the second strongest 
instinct in existence insures the continuance 
of the race. As the first so is this a purely 
physical thing; something which may be 
overridden and crushed down by the few, 
but which dominates and rules the many.” 

Let us take then a brief look at the animal 
side of the matter. After years of observa- 
tion and study I am inclined to believe that 
the main cause of marital infelicity, is a 
growth of evolution. Many centuries of civ- 
ilization, with its social laws and customs, 
which require perfect chastity in the woman 
and at the same time allow the man to do 
as he pleases, have evolved a type of woman 
with barely a trace of the sexual instinct, 
while men possess it in full vigor. Compare 
the cultured lady of this century with the 
savage woman and it will be seen that the 
savage female is about as amorous as the 
male. The same is true in regard to the 
Southern negroes. 

It seems to me that under natural condi- 
tions the average man is active and aggres- 
sive, while the average woman is passive 
and usually has her sexual instinct aroused 
by environment. In the man the mainspring 
of this mechanism is the natural secretion 
of the testes, which goes on and accumu- 
lates, without his knowledge or volition. It 
is almost as little under his control, in health, 
as the secretion of any other organ, and the 
activity and fullness of the glands deter- 
mine his sexual appetite. 

When full, nature prompts the male ani- 
mal to dispose of the secretion (semen), 
either in the natural way or in several other 
ways more or less unnatural and improper. 
But little, if any, is Absorbed or goes into the 
circulation again, but must be disposed of 
as any other waste matter. In the absence 
of the natural means of disposal, coition, 
nature provides all male animals with a safe- 
ty-valve of relief, as all close observers of 
the animal kingdom have noted. 

All animals, except the family of apes 
and the human species, are governed in their 
sexual relations by their periods of “heat.” 
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\jan has no such period and his appetite 
is the result of the causes mentioned. 

This appetite varies greatly among indi- 
viduals, depending on age, health, strength, 
temperament, thought, occupation, heredity 
or environment, and it may be weak, normal 
or strong. 

\Vith women the situation is entirely dif- 
ferent. They have no secretion to cause the 
desire nor any need of relief by its dis- 
charge. They secrete no semen nor any- 
thing like it, the moisture present during 
coition being mainly from the Bartholine 
clands and evidently intended for lubrica- 
tion only. 

Their appetite is more passive, a slumber- 
ing instinct which wakens to pleasant and 
favorable circumstances, and then may 
reach as great a degree of intensity as that 
of the man, and its gratification may be as 
complete, but it comes through the nervous 
system only. 

The permanent absence of the secretion, 
in man, marks him as a eunuch, and he loses 


every characteristic of virility. 

That modern product of our highest civ- 
ilization, the cultivated and accomplished 
young lady, is very often unfit for the duties 


of a wife and mother. There is often such 
a lack of stamina and physical development 
that they soon become chronic invalids. 

When a man of strong, virile tempera- 
ment marries a woman of the opposite kind, 
the result is usually one of great disappoint- 
ment and unhappiness to both. No more 
hateful and uncongenial alliance can be im- 
agined and there is no hope of relief. 

That the lack of physical development, 
among American girls generally, is becom- 
ing alarming, is shown by the small num- 
ber of young wives who are able to nurse 
their babies, and by the universal use of pre- 
pared foods forinfants. The mortality among 
infants, so nourished, is very great, com- 
pared with those who are fed at the breast. 

A system of education which, in the cul- 
tivation of the graces to the entire suppres- 
sion of the animal, makes a poor outlook 
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for the future of the race. Physical culture, 
now growing in favor in our female schools, 
will be beneficial in many ways. As we grow 
wiser the pale, delicate, wasp-waisted girl 
will not be considered the highest type of 
beauty.

PNEUMONIAS OF INFANTS AND CHIL- 
DREN. ~ 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic--The subject of 
pneumonia of infants and children is one 
that is too little understood ; too many of us 
think of it and treat it as a disease of adult 
life; and therefore study it clinically and 
therapeutically with only that phase in view. 

By reference to the anatomy and physiol- 
ogy of the organs concerned in this disease, 
especially in the growing child, and a close 
study and application of what they should 
teach us, along with the pathological anato- 
my, etiology, and clinical symptoms, its 
treatment would be made much more easy 
and intelligible to us. 

There are two forms of this disease as 
seen in children, the catarrhal and the 
croupous. . The catarrhal is the common 
form, as seen in children under three years 
of age. In most cases it results from bron- 
chitis, by extension of the inflammation to 
the bronchioles and air-vesicles; hence is 
sometimes termed broncho-pneumonia, and, 
because of its anatomical character, lobular 
pneumonia, as the inflammation affecting 
first the larger bronchial tubes extends to 
the bronchioles, and from them to the air- 
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cells in certain lobules. It often occurs as a 
complication of certain infectious maladies 
as pertussis, measles, diphtheritic croup.etc., 
and especially from that malady termed 
“grip.” In this form the alveoli become in- 
flamed by the entrance in them from the 
bronchioles, during inspiration, of inflam- 
matory products which act as an irritant. 
Because of this manner of infection we find 
the inflammation in patches and seldom af- 
fecting a whole lobe, but the whole lung 
may be spotted with the inflammatory 
patches. 

After this inflammation has continued a 
few days the pleura covering the affected 
spots may be covered with a thin film of 
fibrin. The bronchial tubes contain muco- 
pus, and their walls are thickened and con- 
gested. These inflamed lobules, either few 
or many; have a selective preference for the 
lower lobes and the posterior portion of the 
lung. Their incised surface is not granular, 
as in the croupous form, but smooth, the 
color red, either pale or deep. The change 


from the red to the gray hepatization sel- 
dom occurs in this form, and when it does 
it is generally only after weeks of inflam- 


matory action. The adjacent non-hepatized 
lobules do not generally exhibit any marked 
change. 

Croupous pneumonia, also designated as 
fibrinous and lobar, is the common form as 
seen in the adult, and is very frequent in 
children over the age of three years. It 
involves an entire lobe or lung, and occa- 
sionally both lungs. 

It is usually a primary disease, but occa- 
sionally is secondary, as when it occurs in 
certain debilitating diseases, as nephritis. or 
infectious diseases, as measles. It was for- 
merly attributed to catching cold, and by 
some is yet so taught and believed, but the 
microscopic examinations and experiments 
of Klebs, Friedlander and Frenkel, have 
shown it to be microbic, as has also the clin- 
ical and therapeutic experience of our best 
clinicians. 

Croupous or lobar pneumonia has three 
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stages: first that of congestion, which is 
characterized by distention of the arterioles 
and an increased afflux of blood to the part ; 
second, or red hepatization, the lung be- 
comes more solid and resisting, its color is 
deep red and on section presents the ap- 
pearance of closely aggregated granules; 
the bronchial tubes connected with the in- 
flamed lobules contain muco-pus, fibrin and 
epithelium, and the pleura covering the in- 
flamed lobe is coated with fibrin, the air 
vesicles are filled with epithelial cells, pus- 
cells, red blood globules and fibrin. When 
this stage becomes completed the air-cells 
are entirely filled with the inflammatory 
products. The third stage or that of gray 
hepatization gradually supervenes after a 
few days. In this stage the sameelements re- 
main, but the congestion diminishes, the red 
corpuscles lose their color and theinflamma- 
tory products gradually undergo granular de- 
generation. At this time the stage of resolu- 
tion succeeds, in which these products 
soften, liquefy, and are absorbed or expec- 
torated; or the hepatized lung instead of 
resolving may undergo a process of cheesy 
degeneration ; or again in severe cases por- 
tions of the lung may undergo necrosis, in 
consequence of arrest of circulation. 

Symptoms of acute pneumonia, whether 
catarrhal or croupous, are anorexia, thirst, 
restlessness, elevation of temperature, ac- 
celerated pulse, respiration and flushed face, 
countenance expressive of suffering, and an 
expiratory moan. In nearly all cases there 
is a chill at the beginning of the attack, 
more or less severe. 

The expiratory moan is claimed by many 
as a pathognomonic sign of pneumonia. 
Whether or no, it is always, in some degree, 
present, yet quite the same moan has oc- 
curred from the presence of indigestible sub- 
stances in the stomach or intestines, and in 
inflammation which causes painful move- 
ments of the diaphragm. 

The breathing is accelerated, usually 40 to 
50 respirations per minute, not unfrequently 
60, and in one case of my own, terminating 








in recovery, in a child of about eighteen 
months, 86 per minute. Another nearly con- 
stant symptom is the dilation of the ale 
nasi, and depression of the inflammatory re- 
xion accompanying respiration. The cough 
in the first few days is usually dry or hack- 
ing, and often painful, with a peculiarity in 
that it seems to be made purposely by the 
child, and frequently it will be scolded for 
persisting to cough when it seems to be un- 
necessary. In the child we very seldom ob- 
serve the rust-colored sputa because there is 
always much less exudation of blood-cor- 
puscles in the catarrhal inflammation. 

During the first period of the inflamma- 
tion there is severe and constant headache ; 
the child, if old enough, complains of its 
head before it does of the chest. Often at 
this time a train of cerebral symptoms su- 
pervenes, the little patient lies with eyes 
closed, seemingly half conscious, drowsy, 
fretful if spoken to or roused from its posi- 
tion; occasionally vomiting more or less se- 
vere, with sudden muscular twitchings and 
convulsions, causing the physician to err in 
his diagnosis. As the disease advances these 
symptoms subside. 

The temperature is usually from 1o1 to 
103 degrees, may range to 105 degrees; the 
face flushed, the body feeling pungent and 
peppery ; occasionally the face is pale, with 
features drawn and pinched; the tongue is 
usually moist and covered with a whitish 
or yellowish coat; the bowels quite always 
constipated, secretions much diminished ; 
urine deeply colored and scanty. 

The physical signs of pneumonia in the 
child are practically the same as in the 
adult, but because of the anatomical condi- 
tion of the infant’s lungs the crepitant rale 
is not observed. The vesicular murmur is 
somewhat intensified and slight dullness 
may be noted on percussion. When the sec- 
ond stage supervenes the physical signs are 
more distinct; percussion elicits a dull 


sound as compared with the healthy lung. 
It will aid us in our diagnosis to remember 
that under the age of three years pneumonia 
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is almost always catarrhal, and that there is 
mostly a history of bronchitis. The dis- 
charge from the nostrils, and other symp- 
toms due to taking cold, help us to diagnose 
the catarrhal form, yet it is in this form 
sometimes difficult to determine certainly 
the exact value of the disease, since the 
physical signs, if there be but little extent 
of inflammation, are absent or indistinct. 

Croupous pneumonia begins more abrupt- 
ly, usually ushered in by a chill of more or 
less intensity, and in this type of inflamma- 
tion the greater extent of lung involvement 
and solidification soon give us clear and un- 
mistakable signs. Pleuritis with effusion 
may present physical signs which bear much 
resemblance to those of pneumonia, but in 
pneumonia the dullness on percussion is not 
so great as that from pleuritic effusion. In 
pleuritic effusion in young children the res- 
piratory murmur can often be heard over 
the liquid, but it is indistinct and sounds 
as from a distance. Vocal fremitus is a very 
reliable sign of pneumonia in children over 
three years old. 

The treatment of pneumonia, like that of 
many other diseases, is unsettled. We have 
those who advocate the expectant plan, “ Mi- 
cawber like,” expecting something to turn 
up, in which I suspect they are only too of- 
ten gratified, (?) in that it is the lifeless 
face of the litle patient ; then those who laud 
their hydro-therapeutics, which is praised 
as with a flourish of trumpets, in that their 
application of water meets any and all indi- 
cations that can arise; then those who treat 
pneumonia pure and simple, caring naught 
for the condition present so long as they 
have the name. 

With all this the true physician treats the 
disease as found, and to do that presupposes 
that we have in each individual case a com- 
plete understanding of the pathological con- 
dition present, which also presupposes that 
we have a thorough knowledge of the ther- 
apeutic measures to be applied. 

There are three ways in which pneumonia 
of children may kill, from exhaustion, from 
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complications and from acute toxemia. The 
first is prevented by building up the resist- 
ance of the tissues, by conserving the 
strength of the patient and by securing and 
strengthening the heart-action. The com- 
plications which we may expect are plasticor 
purulent pleurisy, pericarditis, meningitis 
and peritonitis. With the exception of pleu- 
risy, these complications are, I believe, inva- 
riably fatal ininfancy. Theseareall prevented 
as far as possible by the attentions indicated 
for the first. In the third group is a train 
of symptoms seen sometimes from the be- 
ginning, where the whole system seems to 
be overwhelmed hy the virulence of the at- 
tack, the most prominent symptoms being 
excessive hyperpyrexia, profound prostra- 
tion and cerebral symptoms. 

The treatment of catarrhal pneumonia is 
not always satisfactory, yet there are a few 
drugs that cause a marked benefit in this 
disease. The one most often indicated is 
aconitine, given in minute and frequently 
repeated doses ; it calms the heart-action, be- 
ing the heart-sedative par excellence for the 
child; it relieves the nervousness and exerts 
a marked beneficent action on the inflamma- 
tory process. Codeine also relieves the rest- 
lessness and troublesome cough early in the 
disease. _ 

Glonoin has a very important place in the 
treatment of pneumonia, and is indicated 
when the heart-action is weak, with pale 
skin and poorly filled arteries. Its effect on 
the circulation is noticed almost instantly 
and reaches its maximum in five or ten min- 
utes. Congestion of any organ, giving rise 
to pain or disturbed function, is promptly 
relieved by flushing the capillaries with this 
remedy. 

Another remedy for this condition is atro- 
pine. For localized congestion, where there 
is any brain complication, especially a con- 
gested condition with pale and cold surface, 
minute doses frequently repeated, just 
enough to stimulate the vaso-motors, work 
like a charm. One important fact must not 
be lost sight of, that is, the dual action of 


this drug. In large doses nearly the exact 
opposite of the above is produced. Children 
bear proportionately large doses. With 
small and frequently repeated doses it is a 
pleasure, when you have the congested brain 
symptoms, with pale, bloodless and cold 
skin, to see its calmative and sedative brain- 
effect, and the skin becoming rosy and 
warm. 

Strychnine, preferably the arsenate, is a 
grand remedy in this trouble, given in small 
doses as a heart-tonic. Its best action is seer 
in the asthenic condition and threatened 
heart-failure, given every twenty or thirty 
minutes till effect, then as needed. Its ac- 
tion is stimulant through the nerve-centers 
to all muscular tissue, particularly of the 
striated variety. 

Digitalin is another favorite remedy, 


strengthening and slowing the heart-action. 
Strophanthin and caffeine also have their 
place but are not so valuable as the above 
mentioned agents. 

This treatment also applies to the croup- 


ous form; yet remembering the difference in 
the etiology, this calls for additional treat- 
ment. The bowels should be cleansed by a 
few small doses of calomel, or if preferred, 
castor oil, and the whole alimentary tract 
rendered antiseptic and kept so. For that 
purpose I prefer the sulphocarbolates, given 
in sufficient amount, which may require as 
much as twenty or thirty grains a day. 

Then there are drugs of this nature which 
have a selective action on the lungs, as cal- 
cium sulphide, which should be given until 
you have the characteristic odor of breath 
and possibly from the body. Another is io- 
doform, but because of its toxic effect much 
care must be exercised in its use. 

A word as to the fever: It is a clinical 
fact that children as a rule bear high tem- 
perature well. When this is the case it is 
folly to upset the stomach or weaken the 
heart by antipyretics in combating a temper- 
ature that is doing no great harm. As the 
inflammation of the lung subsides the fever 
will subside, and the careful treatment of 
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the disease by well-directed methods will 
at the same time constitute the best manage- 
ment of the fever. 

Children vary much in the way they are 
affected by the fever; some bear very high 
temperature without much disturbance, in 
others hyperpyrexia will have a disastrous 
effect upon the brain, nervous system, heart 
and lungs. Here interference is called for, 
and the indication is not so much the exact 
degree of heat as the disturbance caused 
by it. 

For the cough, when troublesome, one of 
the indicated remedies may be used, as co- 
deine, emetin, apomorphine, Zinc and Co- 
deine Compound; remembering that in ca- 
tarrhal pneumonia the cough within bounds 
is a safeguard to prevent the extension of 
the disease. 

We know that pneumonic inflammatory 
action is attended with certain pathological 
results; this is true whether or not we accept 
the dogma of the infectious character of the 
disease. We also know that a determina- 
tion of blood to a part means a tendency to 


recuperate. This being so the resulting in- 
flammatory complication causing the in- 


creased secretion, means an increased func- 
tional activity of the leucocytes, or an inflain- 
matory leucocytosis ; and an increased num- 
ber of leucocytes in the blood-stream means 
an increased supply of the defensive pro- 
teids, to restore functional activity of the 
Of late it is taught by some of our 
closest observers that this defensive pro- 


cells. 


teid as formed in the cells is a kind of an- 
titoxin, such as nuclein and from this we 
have advocated the use of _prepara- 
tions which supply or strengthen these de- 
fensive proteids. Such an agent is found in 
the preparations called Nuclein ( Aulde) and 
Protonuclein. 

Good nursing in this disease is of first im- 
portance, and that which is generally least 
given. An abundant supply of pure, fresh 
air, of a temperature of 68 to 72 degrees, 
is extremely necessary. As generally found 
the patient is in a close room, where the air- 


space is often limited, and from four to six 
persons occupying it, enough to vitiate the 
air in a few minutes, doors and windows 
closed, and all craks stuffed; the little pa- 
tient compelled to breathe oyer and over 
this contaminated and foul air, when 
every lineament and action of its body calls 
for oxygen. And yet we wonder why our 
drugs have so little effect, and why our pa- 
tient tosses about and looks so pinched and 
haggard. If we would use our sense of 
smell, and exercise a little tact, it would not 
be hard to determine. The room should 
be large and supplied with an abundance of 
fresh air, with no draft; and strictly prohib- 
it more than two being in the room at a 
time. 

As to local applications, such as poul- 
tices, | am strictly opposed to them. I much 
prefer a cotton batting jacket and applica- 
tions of turpentine on cloths. At times coun- 
ter irritation is necessary, when I prefer 
a mustard paste applied every three to six 
hours and left on not over five or six min- 
utes. 

There is a treatment coming into much 
prominence in some of our eastern hospitals. 
It is the hydropathic or cold water treat- 
ment. But because of the little knowledge 
I possess concerning it, allow me to quote 
from Emmett Holt, of New York: 

“Used in the manner I shall indicate, I 
have never seen any bad results follow this 
treatment and I have been thoroughly satis- 
fied with its effect. I believe it to be the 
simplest and most efficient means at our 
command. The child is laid upon a blan- 
ket, then rolled in a wet sheet and after- 
ward rubbed with ice over the trunk. The 
blanket is then brought together and pinned 
beneath the chin without removing the wet 
sheet, the ice is re-applied every one-half 
or two hours according to symptoms. <A hot 
water bag should always be kept at the 
feet.”

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DIPHTHERIA. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic—At this season 
of the year all physicians in general practice 
are meeting cases of diphtheria. The treat- 
ment ordinarily used has been more or less 
unsatisfactory to me. The following has 
proved of greater value than any other tried. 

I have always held that diphtheria in the 
beginning is a purely local disease, and be- 
comes constitutional only after absorption of 
certain toxic principles from the site of in- 
fection. The more efficient and early the 
local treatment the less serious the disease 
becomes. The great difficulty in the treat- 
ment of this disease in children lies in the 
inability of the attendant to properly apply 
the remedies. After several trials of Anti- 
toxin in severe cases of nasal and laryngeal 
diphtheria, I have become a strong believer 
in its efficacy. I do not hold that it is to be 
relied on to the exclusion of the recognized 
remedies as will be noticed in the following 
outline of treatment. I have never noticed 
any ill-effects following the use of Antitoxin 
in even the youngest child. One patient on 
whom I used it was less than two years of 
age; with a very aggravated form of diph- 
theria, the membrane involving the nasal 
passages and posterior nasal spaces. 

It is my rule to administer an injection of 
from 1000 to 2000 units strength of Anti- 
toxin as soon as I make my diagnosis, and 
to repeat it within twenty-four hours at the 
furthest, if there be no signs of improve- 
ment. In urgent cases I have repeated the 
injection after six hours. One of the first 
effects of the Antitoxin will be sloughing of 
the membrane around its border, exposing a 
clean surface, usually rather red and irri- 
tated in appearance. Membrane which be- 
fore could scarcely be dislodged now slips 
off readily, and with less hemorrhage fol- 
lowing. 

As to the local treatment, it is well to ad- 
vise gentleness in the application of reme- 
dies to a child’s throat, much care being 
taken to apply the medicine only to the part 


affected and to keep secretion from the un- 
affected parts. I recall one instance, where 
a mother infected the child’s entire throat, 
by an indiscriminate mopping and swabbing 
of the entire back of the child’s mouth, I 
first use a solution of hydrogen peroxide di- 
luted in from one to three parts of boiled 
water, to be followed by an application of 
tincture of iron chloride, and_ glycerin, 
equal parts, and where the child is old 
enough, recommend some of the iron, well 
diluted, to be used as a gargle in addition to 
the swabbing. 

This treatment is to be used every one- 
half to one hour, until improvement is man- 
ifest. Where the child is too young for the 
gargle, small doses of the iron mixture are 
given internally to get local action upon the 
throat. Atomized sprays of antiseptics 
used frequently are of marked value. 

Where the nasal passages are involved the 
treatment is even more difficult. Here the 
peroxide is used with a small syringe, the 
solution being freely injected into one nos- 
tril while the other is held closed. This is 
followed by a free use of saturated solution 
of boric acid in boiled rain-water. It may 
be said that the oftener the local treatment 
can be used, at least in the beginning, the 
better and quicker will be the results. 

Where the larynx becomes involved and 
breathing seriously obstructed, the sublima- 
tion of ten grains of calomel, repeated in an 
ordinary case every two to four hours, has 
been found of great value. This can be 
done by the aid of an old iron spoon, an al- 
cohol lamp,andanimprovised tent made of a 
sheet covered with newspapers. In addition 
to this an emetic, consisting of one-half to 
two grains of mercury subsulphate, repeated 
every thirty minutes until free effects follow, 
will often relieve the breathing and expel 
large quantities of the membrane. Pilocar- 
pine has been tried but with indifferent suc- 
cess, it being dangerous in much weakened 
patients, and in cases where the urine shows 
considerable albumen. It is well in these 
laryngeal types of the disease to saturate 











the air thoroughly with an antiseptic. It is 
not advisable to repeat the emetic too fre- 
quently, as children in this condition are too 
weak to sacrifice any strength. If the 
dyspnea continues in spite of the above 
treatment prepare to intubate, or perform 
tracheotomy. ‘ 

As to the internal treatment I prefer a 
free use of calomel in the beginning, fol- 
lowed by castor-oil, calcium sulphide repeat- 
ed every hour in one-sixth to one-half grain 
doses, regulated by age of child, and strych- 
nine sulphate in doses ranging from gr. 
1-100 to gr. I-30, repeated every four hours, 
day and night. 

Where there is much fever large doses of 
quinine are given, gr. j to iv every four 
hours. My usual practice is to give during 
the twenty-four hours four doses of the tinc- 
ture of iron, ten to twenty drops well diluted 
in water, and if necessary to prescribe the 
quinine to be taken with the iron. I usually 
give the strychnine for some weeks after 
convalescence is established. I would not 
recommend any of the coal-tar products to 
reduce the temperature. In some instances 
I have had good results from quinine salicy- 
late in preference to the ordinary form used. 
The central idea should always be to sustain 
the vital powers by every means possible 
and to use nothing depressing in the treat- 
ment. 

The. patient should be kept as quiet as 
possible and in a recumbent position. Nour- 
ishment should be administered at least ev- 
ery three hours; milk, wine-whey, egg-nog, 
etc. The juice of pine-apple has seemed of 
some value, and acts as a solvent of the 
membrane. Copious supplies of water should 
be given. Avoid-drafts, but have free ventila- 
tion. Attention should be given to the action 
of the kidneys, and the urine should be fre- 
quently tested for albumen during the acute 
attack and for some days after complete re- 
covery. The extremities should be kept 
thoroughly warm. Isolation, of course, 


must be practised from the earliest indica- 
tion of the disease. 


Care should be taken 
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that all the expectoration of the patient be 
destroyed, and that the room occupied be 
thoroughly disinfected. Complications, 1. e., 
of the kidney, heart, etc., must be met as 
they arise.

KERATIN COATED CREOSOTE PILLS. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic—I read with a 
great deal of interest the two articles on tu- 
berculosis of the lungs in the August 
Ciinic; by the Editor and by Dr. Denison. 
Just a word or two to give my experience 
with creosote, and to emphasize what Dr. 
Denison says of in-and-exhalation. For 
years I have been convinced that creosote is 
the germicide to meet the bacilli in the tis- 
sues and kill them. I also tried it in various 
forms, with very indifferent success, in a 
very few cases only reaching the desired 
end and then always with gratifying results. 
About three years ago, my attention was 
called to an enteric creosote pill, which has a 
coating insoluble in the gastric juice, but 
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soluble in the intestinal secretions; conse- 
quently the creosote is liberated in the intes- 
tine and the stomach is absolutely unaffect- 
ed. Since using this pill, I have had some 
brilliant results, even in well advanced cases, 
being able to bring my patients quickly to 
the saturation point. The results have con- 
firmed my opinion of the value of this rem- 
edy. 

In re, in-and-exhalation, I, like Dr. Deni- 
son, have for years, in instructing my pa- 


tients said, “take the air in as quickly as you’ 


want, only being sure to fill the lungs, but 
let it out at the slowest possible rate.” The 
little In-and-Exhaler compels the patient to 
exhale slowly. I have a number of patients 
who have increased their chest measure- 
ment over three inches with this little in- 
strument. Who can estimate the good done 
by the extra amount of oxygen these pa- 
tients’ lungs get every day.

Dr. Gray speaks of the coating for pills 
introduced by Unna. It is composed of 
keratin, a substance insoluble in acids, but 
soluble in alkalies. Experiment showed, 
however, that keratin made by his direction, 
and that which was imported from his own 
laboratory, alike failed to resist the all-pow- 
erful solvent action of tne gastric juice. 
Nevertheless, the writer has used many 
thousands of keratin pills, mainly from the 
Upjohn factory, and if they are really dis- 
solved in the stomach, at least it is so slowly 
that there is a notable and valuable diminu- 
tion, or a total absence, of irritation of the 
stomach when irritant doses are given. The 
suggestion is of value, and as Dr. Gray in- 
timates; as it is an object to saturate the 
body with creosote as quickly as possible, 
this is one of the best methods. Another 
useful method is the hypocermic injection 
of creosote in liquid petrolatum, advised 
many years since in France, but a good seed 
fallen by the wayside —Ep.

Two other sons were taken 
down, another doctor was called, he diag- 
nosed typhoid fever, and | presume treated 
accordingly (the old way for typhoid, as I 
am acquainted with his methods). They 
have been in bed three weeks, and the re- 
port comes that they are not expected to 
live. 

- From the location of the house near a 
creek, and the fact that malarial fever is 
raging all over our county, I would con- 
clude that all four cases were the same. 

Were my cases typhoid or malarial? I 
will let my treatment speak. 
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Would typho-malaria run a course re- 
sembling typhoid, if treated for typhoid ac- 
cording to the old method ? 

I am but.a mere tyro in the use of alka- 
loids, and perhaps my failures were my 
fault in diagnosis rather than in the medi- 
cine. But I would not go back to the old 
methods, as there I met- with more failures 
than with the alkaloids. Given a correct 
diagnosis and the alkaloids, with a known 
strength and therapeutic action, and the 
battle is won. The key-note of our success 
lies in our ability to make a specific diag- 
nosis. 

All the good things, with the repetitions 
and non-essentials left out that have been 
published in the CLINICc since it started, put 
in book form, would be a feast. Mark me 
down for one if you ever compile it.

TYPHOID FEVER. 

Editor Alkaloidal Clinic—I appreciate 
your invitation to enter your symposium on 
typhoid, but cannot avail myself of it for 
several reasons ; chief of which is that I am 
such an arch-heretic that the limits of a 
magazine article would not be sufficient to 
give a clear idea of my views. 

There must necessarily be a large amount 
of iconoclastic work done, before there can 
be anything like a rational view of the etiol- 
ogy and pathology of fevers. First, the 
names Typhoid, Malarial, Bilious, Yellow, 
etc., should all be stricken out. They at- 
tempt to represent conditions of toxemia 
which are too diversified toclassify, and incul- 
cate an idea of specific infection where none 


exists. These poisons are generated in the 
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organism. Heat and barometric conditions 
render the organism incapable of eliminat- 
ing nitrogenous waste, and this decomposi- 
tion poisons the nerve centers. 

Any observing clinician has seen cases 
where you could not put the point of a cam- 
bric needle between the conditions termed 
malarial and typhoid, and the same is true 
of malarial and yellow fevers. In the South 
where there is much humidity combined 
with heat, fevers predominate, and the type 
is in proportion to the atmospheric condi- 
tion. In hot, dry seasons bowel troubles are 
more prevalent, diarrhea and dysentery pre- 
dominating, with very few cases of fever; 
and these you will generally find arise from 
locking up of the secretions as a mistaken 
means of curing the bowel trouble. 

I wasted ten years of my life studying mi- 
crobian pathology, and I hope to live to 
see the vagaries on this subject eliminated 
from medicine: When a Koch starts out to 
hunt for facts to support a preconceived the- 
ory, he will find them, with or without the 
microscope; for he will unconsciously ig- 
nore everything that conflicts with his the- 
cry.

TETANUS TREATED WITH ALKALOIDS. 


A CURE. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic—June 25, moth- 
er brought a boy aged 12 years to my office, 
a distance of seven miles. 

Two weeks previously he had run a thorn 
into his foot. The sore was entirely healed. 
One week later he began to develop symp- 
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toms of tetanus, slight at first but gradually 
grew worse until the jaws were fixed; con- 
siderable opisthotonos; would have spasms, 
when he would bite his tongue severely. 
These spells came on mostly at night while 
sleeping. Was left alone a few days after I 
saw him, when he attempted to walk across 
the room. He lost consciousness and in 
spasms fell against stair-step and cut a gash 
entirely through the lower lip. Became very 
sensitive to impressions. 

The basis of treatment was hyoscyamine. 
It occurred to me that the other ingredients 
of Buckley’s Uterine Tonic would be ef- 
fective synergists. 

One granule was given every three hours, 
together with an additional granule of hyos- 
cyamine; also a granule of cicutine every 
hour and a half. At night Bromidia was 
given in sufficient doses to cause sleep. 

The mouth and wound of lip 
dressed antiseptically. 

As he gradually came under the influence 
of the antispasmodics relaxation in a cor- 
responding degree occurred, and went to a 
complete and uninterrupted recovery.

In reply to the above communication, I 
think the physiological exposition of the 
function of nuclein will be sufficient to en- 
able the practitioner to arrive at definite 
conclusions as to the virtue of the product 
in the class of cases cited. As a rule, in 
children of a dwarfish habit, or those who 
seem to be delicate without apparent cause, 
we are almost certain to find defective as- 
similation, both primary and secondary. In 
other words, there is faulty digestion of the 
food-products taken into the stomach, and 
that which is absorbed is not taken up in 
such manner that it is appropriated. In 
the latter instance, the products of primary 
digestion may not reach the tissues in such 
shape that they can be easily adapted; or, 
the functions concerned in the secondary as- 
similation may be in a reduced or debilitat- 
ed condition, so that the food is not used 
as it should be, that is, to up-build and re- 
pair. 

Now from the physiological action of the 
nucleins, we may certainly calculate that 
this product will increase oxidation, and to 
a certain extent, promote the elimination of 
waste products. But there are some things 
that it cannot do, and that should not be ex- 
pected of it. For example, increased oxida- 
tion throws more work upon the liver, and 
if that organ is already overtasked, an effi- 
cient hepatic stimulant must be added to 
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complete the good effects begun through 
nuclein medication. For children, we have 
two very acceptable remedies, ipecac .in 
small doses, and podophyllin resin, not to 
mention the phosphate of soda, the latter 
being given in food. For a child five years 
of age I would recommend quarter grain 
doses of powdered ipecac in the form of 
a tablet three times a day, with or without 
the phosphate of soda, say, twenty grains 
daily for several days. In the stubborn cases, 
podophyllin will be necessary, say, one- 
tenth to one-twentieth grain three times a 
day together with the phosphate of soda as 
described. It will require but a few days or 
a week to demonstrate the efficacy of the 
plan here outlined in the case of puny 
or dwarfish children, and in my opin- 
ion, the secret of this method _ lies 
in the restoration of the secondary assimila- 
tion through the functional activity of the 
leucocytes, re-established by -the artificial 
supply of nuclein. Of course, it must be 
borne in mind that in using either ipecac or 


podophyllin, we require only the physiolog- 
ical effects of medicinal doses, since the con- 
tinued exhibition would produce untoward 
results. 

In the case of uric acid being present 


in the system, it is just possible that the ad- 
ministration of nuclein may produce symp- 
toms that might be construed as an acute 
exacerbation, but I think the above explan- 
ation will be sufficient to account for the ap- 
parent effect. Thus, by reason of the in- 
creased oxidation in the tissues, extra work 
is thrown upon the liver, when, for the time 
being uric acid symptoms may predominate, 
but here again, it will be necessary to em- 
ploy adjuvants. Generallv, it will be suffi- 
cient to administer sodium salicylate, with 
or without cimicifuga, although I have 
great faith in podophyllin in small doses 
continued for several days. This latter rem- 
edy is best given in the form of tablets or 
granules, say, one-tenth or one-twentieth 
grain, three or four times a day, together 


with atropine sulphate, grain one-five-hun- 


dredth, also in the form of tablet or granule. 
The following is a reliable formula for the 
administration of sodium salicylate: 


Salicylic acid 2% drachms, sodium bicarbonate 
q. s., tincture of gentian 1 ounce, water to make 4 
ounces. M. Direct A tablespoonful in water 
every four hours for adults. 


In case the stomach rebels, or the taste 
is objectionable, it may be taken with meals, 
the patient being cautioned to drink spar- 
ingly at meal time. This caution is impor- 
tant for the reason that the medicine causes 
an increased flow of mucus while it has a 
tendency to retard the action of the peptic 
glands, by which digestion is delayed and 
natisea is produced. This unfavorable con- 
dition may be allayed in those cases where 
it arises by having the patient remain in the 
recumbent position for half an hour, lying 
on the right side—until sufficient gastric 
juice has accumulated to start the digestive 
processes. 

Enlarged glands of the neck are symp- 
tomatic of tubercular infection, but this is 
not always the case. Where tubercular in- 
fection is suspected, nuclein should be 
given hypodermically every second day, the 
injection of ten to twenty minims being 
made under antiseptic precautions in the in- 
tra-scapular region. As an adjuvant to this 
treatment I should strongly recommend the 
internal administration of copper arsenite 
with a view to re-establish a healthy condi- 
tion of the intestinal tract, especially the in- 
testinal digestion, since 1 am convinced that 
failure here is not only the most constant, 
but also the most important factor in the 
development of this affection. 

In this conection it will be interesting to. 
note the effect of the above treatment in 
tubercular infections. In the course of a 
few days the patient will report that the 
bowels are unusually free, three or four 
movements occurring daily. Still, notwith- 
standing this notable change in his condi- 
tion, he feels better, sleeps better, is com- 
paratively free from cough, while the appe- 
tite and digestion have improved to a 
marked extent. These patients improve per- 


. 
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ceptibly and gain weight from week to 
week, and after a few weeks, the peculiar 
effect of medication on the bowels subsides. 
I make this note because it serves to em- 
phasize what I said at the beginning of this 
communication as to the effect of nuclein 
medication upon oxidation and the elimina- 
tion of waste products, and further, because 
of the fact that I originally brought cop- 
per arsenite to the attention of the medical 
profession as a superior remedy for the re- 
lief of acute disorders of the bowel. By fol- 
lowing up the foregoing plan in regard to 
medication in incipient tuberculosis cases, 
and even many in the second stage of the 
disease, with careful attention to diet to- 
gether with systematic and judiciously ar- 
ranged out-door exercise, most of them can 
be permanently cured. Clinical observation 
has convinced me that by introducing mod- 
erate exercise, the importance heretofore at- 
tached to climatic effects may be discarded 
in the treatment of tubercular infection, and 
the signs of the times indicate that modern 


investigators are working in this direction.

‘who receive sample copies of medical jour- 
nals make a grave mistake in not reading 
them carefully enough. Read them through 
from cover tocover. I read everything that 
comes to me, from the clinical histories sent 
‘out to advertise special preparations to the 
review of the latest novel. I get many need- 
‘ed ideas in this way. I seldom subscribe 


for a new journal but I certainly would if | 


it seemed specially useful to me. Journals 
like the “Cuirnic,” and the “Medical 
World,” of Philadelphia, do more to ad- 
vance therapeutics than all the teachers and 
text-books in the land. 

Of course they are published for the dol- 
lar. That is what we are all working for, 
‘but nevertheless these editors as well as our- 


selves put into their daily work a tremen- 
dous amount of brotherly love that never a 
cent is charged for. All humanitarian work 
will necessarily fail without love of the 
work. Eliminate the humanitarian side of 
our work and we become unnatural mon- 
sters who profit by others’ misfortunes. The 
benefit received from a good medical jour- 
nal is beyond price, therefore read your 
samples even if you do not subscribe. 

I see some talk about “over-crowding of 
the medical profession” in some of the jour- 
nals. Let every practitioner in each state 
pass a good stiff examination every five 
years. That would eliminate the incompe- 
tents and leave plenty of room for doctors. 

In regard to “where granules belong,” I 
believe that “with the doctor’ answers the 
question fully from my standpoint. I be- 
lieve that better results can be obtained by 
the doctor leaving the medicine, and giving 
the first dose or two himself, than by the 
prescription route. Leaving other consid- 
erations out of the question, direct dispens- 
ing conveys with the medicine a conviction 
of its efficacy that never was brought back 
with a bottle from the druggist. So far as 
the druggist is concerned he has only him- 
self to blame for this attitude. He has made 
a store of the pharmacy. 

Phytolaccin and calcium sulphide have 
proved very successful in two cases of 
lymphangitis, one syphilitic, the other sep- 
tic, eradicating every symptom within four 
days; also in one case of mastitis in the 
eighth month of lactation, cause unknown, 
which was well in two days. 

When anyone kicks to me about “fre- 
quent dosage,” I tell him, “if you're not 
sick enough to need proper attention you're 
not sick enough to need medicine.” That 
always settles it. 

Can consumption be cured? I don’t know 
about that, but I arise to say that I am com- 
pelling it to lie down and keep quiet, with 
nuclein, intestinal antiseptics, and iodoform 
and calcium sulphide alternated. 

I'd like to see something on the role of 
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the sympathetic and cerebro-spinal nervous 
systems in disease. It’s a phase of pathol- 
ogy on which next to nothing is said in the 
text-books that have come to my notice. 
Dr. Buckley is the only writer I have read 
after who has given anything like a clear 
explanation, and what little I have read 
from his pen has puzzled me and aroused 
my interest. I have been trying to adapt 
some of his suggestions to my practice and 
so far have succeeded fairly well. But more 
light! If some one else will tell what they 
know about it I’! tell all I know in my next 
—it won’t take long.

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ACONITE VS ACONITINE. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic—I find in the 
September Ciinic an article by Dr. Pres- 
ton, in which he alludes to my treatment 
of Pneumonia, and says: “It is rather amus- 
ing to the physician who has practised with 
homeoeopathic remedies for thirty years 
to see the enthusiasm with which the aver- 
age allopathic physician employs the old- 
timers, aconite, bryonia and digitalis.” 

Now, as I am not an allopathic physician, 
and have been in constant practice since 
1870, and have used aconite from the very 
first, I was just a little “amused” myself. 
From my standpoint I am disposed to con- 


' cede that to homceopathy we owe much for 


what we know of aconite, but the drug was. 
known, according to Dr. Hempel, by the an- 
cients. In the lectures to which Dr. Pres- 
ton refers, Dr. H. says: “This plant was. 
known to the ancients, for we find its name 
mentioned by Theophrastus, Dioscorides 
and Plinius. These ancient authors inform 
us that the extraordinary poisonous prop- 
erties of this plant were attributable to its 
origin; they supposed that this plant had 
been created by Hecate, the goddess of 
the infernal regions; according to another 
myth it arose from the froth of Cerberus, 
the monster dog that watched at the gate of 
Hell.” 
As old as this drug is, it will raise h 

for the doctor who does not know how to 
handle it, whether he be homceopath, allo- 
path, or any other path. I have used acon- 
ite for twenty-five years, mother tinctures 
and dilutions of the homceopaths, and later 
Lloyd’s specific tinctures of the Eclectics, 
which are undoubtedly as pure as tinctures. 
can be made; but not until I read Shaller, 
and tested the virtue and reliability of acon- 
itine amorphous, did I learn to use aconite 
to get its best effects, safely and surely. Dr. 
Preston may pin his faith to this statement 
of Dr. Shaller: “In the use of aconitine, no 
question need be asked, concerning the kind 
of fever for which it is suited. It may be 
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used in all kinds of fevers, from those oc- 
curring during the first days of infancy, 
throughout life, to extreme old age, irre- 
spective of the cause. Wherever there is 
fever aconitine is indicated. Aconitine is 
not only the febrifuge of dosimetry, but 
without doubt, it is the best antipyretic 
known.” 

That is a pretty strong statement, but the 
physician who pins his faith to it, and uses 
it according to the principles of dosimetry. 
will come out a long way ahead of the doc- 
tor who does not, and his patients will call 
him “blessed” without having to arise to do 
it. I would not go to a case of pneumonia 
and prescribe aconite and bryonia as Dr. 
P. suggests, for the reason that to get the 
best results, it »ust be pushed until the fe- 
ver yields, and that cannot be done with any 
tincture made, without danger, unless the 
doctor remains by the bedside, and that is 
impossible for the busy man. 

I know the homeeopathic claim; I have 
tried it; I know the claim of Eclectics for 
Lloyd’s specific ; that I have tried too; but, 
alas! there have been failures. But with 
amorphous aconitine I go to my case with a 
confidence born of success. Hempel did the 
world a service in his masterly discussion of 
aconite. Scudder in my judgment gave 
greater precision to its use; but it remained 
for Dr. Shaller to place the drug upon a 
basis simple, sure and scientific. I believe 
that the addition of strychnine arsenate, and 
digitalin are always safeguards, and where 
there is waning vitality or feeble heart-ac- 
tion, they are indispensable adjuncts. 

Just a word about veratrum viride. I hold 
with Prof. Newton, that it antagonizes the 
malarial poison, whatever that may be; and 
as many fevers, pneumonia as well, are of- 
ten modified by that toxic element, I find it 
a valuable addition in many cases. And I 
shall continue to use combinations until I 
have advanced in the science of therapeu- 
tics to a point were it is unnecessary. If 
Dr. Preston has reache that position, | 
congratulate him, and I envy him, but alas 


that I should have to say it, I cannot imi- 
tate him.

DEFERVESCENTS IN BIG DOSES. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic—Some time ago 
I read in the Ciinic of a physician’s child 
having taken eight doses of the “Deferves- 
cent Comp.” at one time, without serious 
results. Now I can “see him” and “go him

Sept. 23, a youth aged 20, attended two 


weeks by another physician; found temper- 
ature of 103 degrees, and all the signs of re- 
mittent fever. Among other remedies I left 
sixteen “Defervescent Comp.’ granules with 
the proper directions. The granules were 
placed in a capsule for convenience. Five 
were given as ordered and then the cap- 
sule was put by mistake with others, and 
given with the eleven granules at one dose. 
Needless to say that the temperature went 
down, with profuse sweating, which had 
not occurred since the beginning of his ill- 
ness. The patient went to sleep, showed no 
ill effects from the medicine, had no more 
fever, and made a rapid recovery. 
der why? 

Speaking of malarial fever,-I want to say 
that in this “neck of the woods” there is 
every manifestation on record and about 
100 others besides ; consequently I have had 
some experience in treating it. Now if any 
of the CLINIC members wil try the follow- 
ing they will have no trouble in aborting 
any form in from twelve to forty-eight 
hours. 

Quinine sulphate, powdered myrrh, aa gr. 
li, every two hours for six doses; then 
every three hours until fever is altogether 
subdued. Of course the fever must be con- 
trolled by aconitine, and the bowels opened. 

The myrrh and quinine is not original 
with me, but I read of it in some journal, 
and knew that the ordinary treatment was 
disappointing, to say the least. 


I won- 
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This gives its most brilliant success in 
remittent fever, but it will stop chills quick- 
er and surer than any known treatment, but 
will not prevent their recurrence on the sep- 
tenary periods, and requires the same pre- 
cautionary measures as other treatments. 
What additional action the combination has 
over the plain quinine, or why, I don’t 
know ; but just try it and perhaps some of 


you can explain.

I have tried it on myself on two occasions 
with the same results. An article by the 
editors on the diagnosis and indications of 
the tongue would be worth many times the 
subscription price of the CLInic, and would 
be a great help to those who are trying to 
learn the uses of the alkaloids.

Doctor, I am very much pleased with 
your question because it tells me that you 
are a thinking man. Now, get the point of 
my answer. 

The effect that any drug has upon the 
system depends upon the amount acting 
upon the system at a given time. The min- 
ute that a dose of medicine, in proper form 
for assimilation reaches the stomach a por- 
tion of it is absorbed. It passes with light- 
ning-like rapidity through the circulation 
and elimination begins almost instantly. 
Now the faster it is absorbed and the slower 
it is eliminated the greater will be the 
amount that is acting at a given time,t here- 
fore the greater will be the effect. 

A drug acts with the greatest rapidity 
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when given in solution ; next, when given in 
a finely-divided trituration; and after that 
by division into small granules or tablets it 
approximates to a trituration. Therefore, 
the six tiny granules of strychnine arsenate, 
gr. 1-134, scattered in particles throughout 
the stomach will dissolve and present more 
of the drug to the absorbents in a given 
time than will the larger dose in one or two 
pills or compressed tablets, and especially is 
this true of compressed tablets. 

Is your question answered? It is possi- 
ble that this will give you a thought that 
will answer many others that have arisen 
in your mind regarding the action of drugs, 
explaining to you some actions and condi- 
tions hitherto partly unexplainable. The 
fact remains.—Eb.

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GYNECOLOGY. 


The Gonococcus in its relation to vagini- 
tis or colpitis is one of the most important 
factors in inflammation of the vaginal canal. 
Vaginitis is almost without exception of 
bacterial origin. A few cases of colpitis 
arise from mechanical and thermic irrita- 
tion. In the bacterial origin of colpitis the 
gonococcus stands as the chief agent. It 
was formerly generally claimed that the 
gonococcus could not induce vaginitis on 
non-traumatized vaginal mi'cosa. This view 
was necessarily abandoned from the clinical 
fact that gonorrheal vaginitis frequently ex- 
isted, as proved by the microscopical dem- 
onstration of the gonococcus accompanying 
the disease, i. ¢., in the vaginal secretion. 
It is established that primary vaginitis due 
to the gonococcus frequently exists in chil- 
dren. The proof that gonorrheal vaginitis 
exists lies in the fact that the gonococcus 
may be found in the sub-epithelial tissue, 
i.e., it has penetrated the epithelia of the 
vaginal mucosa. 

A second question also arises viz.: if the 
gonococcus produces primary vaginitis why 
do so few patients having gonorrhea suffer 
from vaginitis? Many patients are infected 


—— 
—— 


with gonorrhea but few have manifest 
symptomatic vaginitis. The solution of this 
problem in all probability rests on, a, the 
resistance of the vaginal epithelia; b, con- 
stitution resistance. It is observed that 
children are disposed to gonorrheal vagini- 
tis, and similarly certain types of adults, and 
especially women in senility, whose vaginal 
epithelia is atrophied to a thin layer on the 
crest of the projecting folds of the subep- 
ithelial tissue. 

The protection of the vagina against 
gonorrheal vaginitis doubtless resides in 
the superficial layer of the vaginal epithelia. 
The horny epithelial layer of the vagina is 
most complete and resisting during men- 
strual life. During childhood and senility 
the horny epithelial layer is much less resist- 
ing, and hence gonorrheal vaginitis is more 
easily acquired in those periods. Hence 
gonorrheal vaginitis is due to a peculiar 
delicacy in structure of the vaginal epithe- 
lia. There are certain types of women, with 
delicate skin, blonds, etc., who doubtless 
possess a delicate vaginal mucosa, and hence 
are more disposed to gonorrheal vaginitis. 
Besides a delicate vaginal epithelial struc- 
ture, lacking in the completeness and per- 
fection of its horny layer, the vaginal mu- 
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cosa may occasionally suffer from general 
or local congential defects. 

The microscope demonstrates that the 
vaginal epithelia covering the sub-epithelial 
tissue is very thin on the crest of the trans- 
verse muscal folds, especially over the pro- 
jecting papillz of sub-epithelial tissue bear- 
ing vessels and nerves, while the epithelia 
lies in the thick layers in the furrows be- 
tween the folds. Hence, the gonococcus 
penetrates the thin epithelial layer on the 
crest of the papillz or muscal folds, gaining 
access to the subepithelial connective tissue, 
where it produces round-celled infiltration. 
In gonorrheal vaginitis the superficial epithe- 
lial layer of the vaginal mucosa is disor- 
dered, its continuous integrity is defective, 
and a solution of continuity exists. The pa- 
pillz, or crest of the muscal fold, may lose 
its epithelia and become exposed allowing 
the gonococcus to advance. The gonococ- 
cus has been followed through the whole 
thickness of the epithelial layer into the 
subepithelial tissue. 

As a further demonstration for the prev- 
alence of gonorrheal vaginitis, cases are re- 
ported where subsequent to hysterectomy 
and closure of the proximal end of the va- 
gina, the patients acquired gonorrheal vag- 
initis. As in all forms of vaginitis the 
younger the individual the more severe the 
gonorrheal vaginitis. All forms of vaginitis 
are less severe in elderly subjects. The rea- 
son that vaginitis is so severe in young sub- 
jects is from the lack of hardening or resist- 
ance in the horny layer of the vaginal mu- 
cosa. The cardinal symptoms of vaginitis 
are increased secretion, swelling and red- 
ness.

BACON AS A BABY FOOD. 

The most usual cause of constipation in 
infants is lack of fat. A not unusual pic- 
ture presented is that of a baby, one year or 
fifteen months old, pale, slightly anemic, but 
of fair weight, backward in teething—hav- 
ing cut no teeth at all or one or more at six 
or seven months, and none since, backward 
in walking and general development and al- 
ways having a history of constipation. 

Careful diagnosticians coupling with the 
foregoing history—restlessness and sweat- 
ing around the head, especially at night, 
with or without the so-called rachitic rosary 
or beading of the ribs, will make a diagno- 
sis of incipient rickets—the rickets of the 
well-to-do classes. We rarely see the ex- 
treme rickets away from the poorer classes, 
and will institute the necessary dietetic and 
therapeutic indications at once. ‘ 

Many of these cases occur in children who 
are maternally fed for the six months and 


are put on artificial food because of preg- 


nancy on the part of the mother. As a 
matter of fact it doesn’t make much differ- 
ence what food is substituted; as the dam- 
age to the child has already been done by 
the gradual yet rapid decrease in fats and 
increase in proteids (the most usual varia- 
tion from normal) in the early pregnancy, 
that possibly was only diagnosticated by the 
condition of the child. 

Coupled with the feeding of a food with 
the ingredients commensurate with the age 
and digestive ability, I advise the use of 
cooked bacon, giving the child small pieces 
of well macerated crisply fried fat bacon 
once or twice daily. The child likes it at 
once; in fact in over fifty children I have 
failed to find one who did not crave it after 
a few feedings. Cod-liver oil is hard to 
give to infants and I consider baconfar het- 
ter and a perfect substitute as a fat fur- 
nisher.

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PEROXOLES. 


Out of the endless shower of pamphlets 
and‘ circulars raining down upon my desk, 
one attracted my attention, from the mod- 
eration of its language, the conservatism 
of its statements. The writer did not claim 
that peroxoles cured everything in sight and 
that all other antiseptics were worthless. On 
the contrary, perusal of the paper left the 
impression that the writer might fairly have 
claimed more for these agents. 

The value of hydrogen peroxide is estab- 
lished, but its complete decomposition 
leaves nothing to protect the tissues against 
reinfection. But certain non-volatile anti- 
septics may be combined with peroxide, 
decomposing it, and there remain to com- 
plete the work. Hence the new agents, 
known as peroxoles, the special names de- 
noting the agent combined with peroxide, 
such as menthoxol, camphoroxol, naphthox- 
ol, carboxol, thymoxol, etc. 

Of these I have experimented with men- 
thoxol and camphoroxol. For several 
months bottles of these have stood in my 
cabinet and been put to all the varied uses 
of antiseptic solutions in a physician’s prac- 
tice. 

A man of 50 presented himself with epi- 
thelioma of the lip. The growth was re- 
moved by Dr. Ochsner, and the wound 
dressed with camphoroxol. Healing took 
place with notable rapidity, a tendency to 
suppuration at the stitch holes was checked 
at once, and the resulting scar was so slight 
as to be hardly detectible. I would sug- 
gest that in such operations on the face, 
where scarring means deformity, this agent 
receive extended trials. 

Twocases of circumcision; wound dressed 
with menthoxol, no suppuration, healing 
went on with notable rapidity. 

As a mouth wash for ulcers, abrasions, 
tenderness from pressure of a plate, to dis- 
infect a carious tooth, etc., the menthoxol 
has proved efficient and acceptable. Prev- 
ious to making uterine examinations I al- 


ways have the vagina washed out with an 
antiseptic solution, for which one to four 
drachms of camphoroxol in a pint of water 
serves admirably. 

In one case especially, menthoxol suc- 
ceeded where several other applications 
failed. A baby, partly bottle-fed, had a 
sore mouth, with aphthous patches on the 
cheeks, and the mother’s nipples were fis- 
sured and inflamed. It seemed impossible 
to get both well at once, and reinfection oc- 
curred repeatedly. Finally the mouth and 
nipples were washed with menthoxol after 
each nursing, and the rubber nipples kept 
in a cup of water with ten per cent oam- 
phoroxol. This effected a cure in a few 
days. 

A very effective method of treating the 
small cuts constantly occurring in a family 
of boys is the application of compound tinc- 
ture of benzoin, which disinfects the wound 
and leaves a coating of protective. It is so 
painful, however, that the boy hides his 
wound until it has become infected sooner 
than endure the smarting. A drop of men- 
thoxol is at least as disinfectant and not 
specially painful ; and if followed by a bit of 
collodion or plaster accomplishes the same 
end without suffering. In fact, my boy 
rather likes to run to me with his cuts since 
I have dropped the use of benzoin. 

Over the ordinary antiseptic solutions the 
peroxoles possess the advantage of the cer- 
tain and powerful germicida! properties of 
hydrogen peroxide. Beck found that they 
destroyed the spores of anthrax in three 
hours when undiluted, while a ten per cent 
solution destroyed them in six hours. Sin- 
gularly, the solutions without the peroxide 
failed to destroy these spores, while the per- 
oxide alone, or with one-third alcohol, re- 
quired double the time to destroy them. 
It seems, therefore, that the peroxoles are 
superior to the peroxide and to the antisep- 
tic agents alone, and that they are distinctly 
more valuable than either.

Report on Query 765. Since writing you last 
my wife’s health is improved in that she has 
gathered strength and weight. 

The attacks of palpitation still come on;' has 
had three since July. In next to last attack I 
gave glonoin and hyoscyamine, one granule each 
every fifteen minutes for ten or twelve doses, 
when pupils began to dilate, but palpitation con- 
tinued two hours longer. 

In last attack, two days since, of three and 
a half hours’ duration. I gave glonoin one gran- 
ule every fifteen minutes and atropine gr. I-100 
every half hour for three doses when pupils were 
widely dilated and capillaries flushed, surface 
red; palpitation continued two and a half hours 
longer, after giving atropine. Did I not continue 
long enough with glonoin, hyoscyamine and atro- 
pine, to get the desired effect? 

The long duration of attacks leaves her pros- 
trated, and I would like to get something to 
shorten them. 

In nearly every instance the attacks came on 
after meals, toward evening and after indulging 
in a meat diet. 

Just before the palpitation ceases pallor, syn- 
cope, nausea, if vomiting, then relief at once; if 
not, nausea lasts ten to thirty minutes. 

She has been on dry diet since I wrote you 
before. Uses lavage every evening at 8:30, tak- 
ing predigested food and retiring at nine. 

Stands lavage well, does not strain or gag when 
swallowing tube. 

Washings consist of acid mucus, a_ small 
amount of undigested food, of meal taken three 
and a half hours before, some lactic acid and 
some free HCl. 

Do you think the lavage should he continued? 

How much liquid and when should she take it? 

Would digitalin do any good if given hypo- 
dermically? Are alkaloidal granules pure enough 
to be given hypodermically ?

How often should cactin, heart-tonic, be given? 

Would strychnine arsenate be of benefit to her 
as a heart-food; if so, how much? 

Do you think meat well cooked once a day 
at mid-day meal would be injurious? She is of 
the opinion that it is.

Your wife evidently needs another form of 
tonic rather than the atropine. I. would sug- 
gest cactin, or as they call it here, Cardiac 
Tonic, giving one granule of it three to six times 
a day in the intervals, and two granules with one 
of glonoin when the palpitation occurs. Or, you 
can try digitalin, one granule every 15 minutes 
until she has had four or five, or until the digi- 
talin pulse has been produced. . 

I think the lavage should be continued, using 
about three pints of liquid once every day. 

The alkaloidal granules can be used hypoder- 
mically, but digitalin is not a good one for this 
purpose, as being a glucoside it is insoluble in 
water. Rubidium iodide may be given in same 
doses as potassium iodide. Strychnine arsenate 
would be very useful after she has taken the cac- 
tus for a week or two. I would then give her 
1-30 grain four times a day. I believe she is 
right in regard to the meat, but nuts are still 
worse, as they are so fattening.—Eb. 


Answer to Query 794. If E.H.C.,who has acase 
of sexual incapacity, will get a Penis Developer of 
Frank Betz &-Co., Chicago, he can easily raise 
the size of the man’s penis, that will bring him 
$200 fee. As to the sensations, etc., he should 
advise his patient to use Waugh’s Laxative Gran- 
ules to keep the bowels loose, to sleep on a hard 
bed and on the right side, with light cover, also 
avoid all exciting pictures, conversation and as- 
sociation for a time.

If the patient is willing to remain in bed 
for a sufficient length of time, and in the proper 
position after coition it will be no trouble_ to 
remedy the difficulty.

The 
attack began with pain in the back, then the right 
leg dragged, lost control of bladder and bowels, 
bed-sores, hypostatic pneumonia, hiccough 12 
days, 10 months helpless in bed. I now control 
bowels but require cathartic, am slowly improv- 
ing, stand alone, cross legs, digestion good, taken 
morphine for a year.

My diagnosis is myelitis. The prognosis is good 
as to improvement but bad as to complete re- 
covery. Treatment: Keep the bowels empty and 
clean with Anticonstipation granules and Intes- 
tinal Antiseptic. Take strychnine arsenate, gr. 
1-30, three timés a day, increased to full tolerance 
of the drug; also avenin seven granules a day. 
Keep this up regularly for a long period. six 
months at least. Alternate with zinc phosphide, 
gr. 1-6, three times a day for one week, and Mer- 
cauro ten drops, three times a day for the next 
week, keeping this up as long as you can without 
any ill effect from either of these agents. Apply 
solid silver nitrate over your spine once a week 
as a counter-irrritant. Every day apply very hot 
water on towels or sponges over the lower part 
of the spine. Massage with hot salt water every 
day. 

This would be my treatment for the present. 
I should be glad to hear in the course of one 
month what results have been obtained.—Ep.

In a recent case I 
adopted Marchand’s suggestion and used Gly- 
cozone over the infiltrated patches, followed by 
Hydrozone, with capital effect—Eb. 


Query 873. A lady under my care for uterine 
disease, found a tumor to the left of the navel, 
quite painful. The bowels were emptied and the 
tumor disappeared. Since, there is constant 
throbbing there, like the heart-beat.

The tumor as you describe it must have been 
a hernia; or is it not a case of abdominal pulsa- 
tion? It is not a common condition, yet in my 
earlier days I repeatedly mistook for aneurism, the 
pulsations of the aorta where it crosses over in 
front of the spine to the right side. The treat- 
ment of this condition is uncertain, but I have 
found benefit from the Dosimetric trinity or the 
Defervescent Compound, three granules at bed- 
time, the bowels being kept regular and asep- 
tic.—Eb. 


Query 874. A mother, has had several uterine 
hemorrhages since her last confinement in Sep- 
tember; uterus soft, mouth soft and red; family 
eczematous. E. R. G., Iowa. 


Europhen-aristol-petrolatum does .not cause 
pain in eczematous persons, but they decompose 
it, producing free iodine sometimes. We use the 
Elberfeld preparation, one dram to the ounce of 
petrolatum. It should certainly be sterilized. It 
is put up by The Abbott Alkaloidal Co. and 
costs $1.00 an ounce; and that is better than to 
bother to sterilize unless you have a chemical 
laboratory at command. I should use it in this 
case, and send you an ounce, which should be 
enough. Ten drops injected once a day should 
suffice. 

I would recommend also to give her hydrasti- 
nine, seven granules a day to condense the ute- 
rine tissues somewhat. It looks as if the mid- 
wife has left a piece of after-birth, in spite of de- 
nial.—Eb. 


Query 875. Your “queries answered” are im- 
portant and exceedingly interesting, and profita- 
ble.

Query 877. A farmer, aged 50, had La Grippe 
two years ago, since which he “hoarses up,” and 
has slight pain in “pit of stomach” under xi- 
phoid.

Pain is elicited 
by tapping lightly with fingers (with lungs emp- 
ty), but not by continued pressure. Belching was 
remedied by W-A _ Intestinal Tablets.

Use five to ten drops on your tongue twice a 
day, or, better, ten drops dissolved in warm 
water hypodermically every two or three days. 
Along with this take 1-30 of a grain of strych- 
nine arsenate and 1-6 of a grain of iron arsenate 
before meals, and a tablespoonful of Sanguifer- 
rin after meals. This will build you up and 
knock the grip out of you if any thing will.—Ep. 


Query 879. A man, 42, has been. “a terror” 
after the women up till the last six years, would 
have intercourse once and often twice a day; con- 
stipated, has to be very careful about eating 
sweets, pastries, etc., or he has sour stomach; 
very nervous, irritable prostate. Can walk two 
miles on level without trouble, but a little hill 


bothers him, sets his heart going, but in 10—I5 
minutes after sitting down pulse will go down 
to 84—90.

Your case is one of those very interesting ones 
in which there is a weakness of the heart without 
valvular disease, deficiency in elimination of the 
kidneys, and constipation with autotoxemia. 
‘There is some disease of the kidneys undoubt- 
edly . I believe the cause of the whole business 
to be uricemia. Forbid sugar altogether and give 
him but little albuminous food, no spices, Pos- 
tum cereal instead of tea and coffee, not much 
milk, plenty of water. Let him take as‘much exer- 
cise as he can without tiring. Internally give Car- 
diac Tonic one granule every two hours, with 
two tablets of Nuclein (Aulde), keep his bowels 
regular by a morning dose of Saline Laxative, 
and give enough W-A Intestinal Antiseptic to 
keep the bowels free from odor. At first this 
will take about seven tablets a day. In a week’s 
time you can drop to three. Feed him carefully, 
seeing that he digests his food, giying an abund- 
ance of fruit juices. 

It is one of those cases that will come up beau- 
tifully on careful dieting and attention to all the 
hygienic measures that will strengthen his system 
rather than with medicine.—Eb. , 


Query 880. Please explain fully what is 
“Crede’s” method of expelling a placenta.

The proceeding is as follows: The uterus is 
grasped with both hands, the thumbs meeting 
lengthways over the median line, while the palms 
embrace the uterus with firm but gentle pres- 
sure, when contraction comes on. These togeth- 
er will expel the placenta sometimes very quickly. 
If it does not, and the uterus relaxes, then mas- 
sage gently, and as contraction begins again, re- 
peat the manual operation.—Eb. 


A lady, 47, just passing change, 
seized six months ago with pain and stiffness in 
both hands and wrists, followed by numbness, 
prickling and feeling as if the fingers would 
burst.

It is a difficulty with the sympathetic nervous 
system. The patient has been overstrained, over- 


vorked and overworried in many ways that you 
and I know nothing of. She has a relaxation 
or paresis of the vaso-motors of the intestinal tract, 
which allows the abdominal viscera to congest 
easily, and this accounts for the pain and trouble. 
This is aggravated by exposure to cold, by over- 
work and especially by trouble in the family, etc. 
You are perfectly right in your opinion and your 
expression, “Intestinal Weakness,” is a good one. 
The pain in the top of the head is caused by ex- 
cessive congestion of the bowels and other organs 
of the alimentary tract drawing the blood away 
from the brain, or by toxemia. This gives her the 
dizzy, staggering gait, 

Not only is your diagnosis correct but your 
treatment is correct. Iet me advise a little change 
however. Give her one Zinc and Codeine Comp. 
and one W-A Intestinal Antiseptic before each 
meal. Half way between meals and at bed-time 
give her two granules of Dosimetric trinity and 
two of hyoscyamine. These will dilate the cap- 
illaries of the skin and relax the spasm of the 
same, while the strychnine will tone up the ab- 
dominal vaso-motors; and if her husband will 
help the woman to live happily, she will get 
straightened out all right. But anything that will 
tend to aggravate and congest her bowels will 
throw her right back again and induce the same 
train of symptoms. 

If the hyoscyamine with the Dosimetric trinity 
do not dilate the skin capillaries sufficiently, 
use two granules of atropine sulphate, gr. 1-250, 
instead.—Eb. 


Query 883. Give best treatment for bleeding 
piles (internal) ; no other trouble; they only bleed 
after each stool. i. By Us 


If your patient will not submit to operation, ap- 
ply the hemorrhoidal ointment put up by the 
Abbott Alkaloidal Co., twice a day, and keep the 
bowels soluble with Saline Laxative; but by all 


means operate if possible. Either apply the liga- 
ture or nitric acid, or use the clamp. I am par- 
tial to the ligature myself, and Dr. Abbott likes 
the clamp—Eb. 


Query 884. I am 36, weigh 140, married, and 
subject to increasing constipation.

First: Eat no meat whatever; eat but three 
times a day, drink no more than six ounces with 
your meals, and between meals and in the even- 
ing drink at intervals at least eight glasses of 
water, and nothing else. This water must not 
be taken within two hours after or one hour be- 
fore meals; the first thing in the morning take a 
large glass of water in which you have dissolved 
one or two heaping teaspoonfuls of Saline Laxa- 
tive, sufficient to keep your bowels in a soft, solu- 
ble condition. Do not use the syringe at all. 

You are suffering from auto-infection from the 
alimentary canal, and cannot feel different than 
you do now until this is all changed. You may 
possibly before you get your bowels regulated 
need to take a teaspoonful of the Saline Laxa- 
tive in a glass of water when you go to bed. 
Take whatever is necessary, that is the proper 
dose. 

Your spine is irritated by this long-continued 
auto-infection and the one is constantly reacting 
upon the other. In addition to the Saline Laxa- 
tive which I have mentioned above, start in with 
a course of Waugh’s Laxative granules, follow- 
ing the general directions to begin with, six three 
times a day and increase or decrease according 
to effect. Then, one thing more, before meals and 
at bedtime when you are taking this water, take 
two tablets of the W-A Intestinal Antiseptic.—Eb. 


Query 885. A year ago you sent nuclein to es- 
tablish menstruation for our girl. She is 15, 
very small, menses irregular, has some gastric 
trouble. You sent calcium lactophosphate and 
Sanguiferrin, which helped her materially. Kindly 
send what she now needs. Jj. EB. Mi, Cole. 


I send you 1000 granules of calcium lactophos- 
phate, 100 sanguinarine nitrate and 500 iron arse- 
nate, gr. 1-67. Let her take the calcium and 
iron, seven granules a day each, until the whole 
quantity is taken. During the menstrual week 
add the sanguinarine seven granules a day. Use 
the Saline Laxative and W-A Antiseptics as 
needed. 

I think this will be what she will need. It 
may be necessary to use the calcium continuously 
for a year, as in that time it should make a per- 
manent strengthening of her constitution.—Eb. 


Query 886. Please prescribe for a case of en- 
larged liver and spleen, malarial. 


W. H. B., Ga. 


Paint over the spleen and liver with tincture of 
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polymnia uvedalia daily, and give it internally up 
to full tolerance, for a week. Then rub into the 
skin over these organs a dram of mercury binio- 
dide ointment, U. S. P., for another week. and 
so alternate till the patient is well. Roast the 
ointment in by exposing to a hot fire. 

In regard to iodoform, give the granules, gr. 
1-6, one before and one after each meal, and one 
on going to bed. You get a better effect by divid- 
ing into many doses. 

The W-A Antiseptic tablets may be given in 
the same way. The ointment of biniodide of 
mercury should be used twice a week. I would 
keep up the use of polymnia internally while you 
are using the ointment. You may obtain it from 
Merrill in Cincinnati.—Eb. 


Query 887. A farmer’s wife, 59, rheumatic for 
years, has been weakening for over a year. Lost 
45 pounds, hvper-resonance over left apex, night 
sweats. I send sputa for laboratory. 

B. E. R., So. Dak. 


The laboratory found tubercle bacilli and strep- 
tococci. Push the tonic arsenates and nuclein 
in full doses, with rich, easily digested food, rest, 
and if possible hot salt baths daily. Let her also 


clear her lungs twice a day by inhaling steam, 
dropping 20 drops compound tincture of ben- 


zoin into the water and having her inhale the 
steam from it for five to ten minutes. Use after 
this an oil atomizer charged with europhen, one 
dram to the ounce of fluid vaselin, drawing this 
deeply down into the lungs so that it can medi- 
cate the diseased part. If her cough continues 
to annoy her, I would suggest Malto Yerbine, as 
a most excellent remedy. The in-and-ex-haler is 
a useful instrument. 

Keep the bowels well open, and she may pos- 
sibly need some intestinal antiseptic. Paint the 
upper portion of her left chest every day with 
tincture of iodine until it has raised the skin.—Eb. 


Query 888. Please give me the address of any 


correspondence school of medicine located in your. 


city. Do you know whether or not their diplomas 
are recognized by the state boards of the various 
states? W. B., Ind. 


I know of no correspondence school in this city 
excepting the Independent Medical College which 
has been exposed as a swindle time and again, 


and is not recognized by any State Board of 
Health in any state of the Union. If there were 
a thousand correspondence schools of medicine 
they could not be recognized by any state board 
under the existing laws. If a man wants to 
break into the practice of medicine nowadays he 
has got to do it in a straight way, with four years 
solid study at a recognized medical college; and 
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he gets blamed little instruction at that, whem 
you consider that he has to “monkey” with the 
health of human beings.—Eb. 


Query 889. Where can I procure a supply of 
mandragorine? Yr. SS. BR, Pe 


Mandragorine cannot be found in America, nor 
can it be obtained from Merck unless by spending 
$200. The latest investigation of the atropine 
group shows that these plants contain but two 
alkaloids, atropine and hyoscine, in varying pro- 
portions, to which are due the variations in the 
effect. _I do not believe there is any specific ef- 
fect in mandragorine, daturine, duboisine, hyos- 
cyamine or scopolamine, which cannot be ob- 
tained from varying proportions of the two alka- 
loids named. 

About fifteen years ago Benjamin Ward Rich- 
ardson wrote an article on mandragorine, pub- 
lished, I think, in the Asclepiad, and that is prac- 
tically all the literature existing on the sub- 
ject.—Ep. 


Query 8090. For several years I have been af- 
flicted with great pain and nausea, about three 
hours after eating. I never vomit my victuals. 
but, involuntarily, gag and strain to vomit, and’ 
discharge a small quantity of water and thin mu- 
cus, which gives temporary relief. The pain and 


“nausea occur invariably about three hours after 


eating. My bowels are open and regular, pulse 
72, tongue a little coated on the edges, clean and 
red in the center. There is some tenderness upon 
pressure in the region of the stomach and duode- 
num; thirst, appetite precarious. 

These symptoms are very distressing, and have 
been persistent for several days. 

A Seo... Ba. 

The symptoms look somewhat like carcinoma, 
but have lasted too long, so that I would judge 
from the description that you have one of those 
cases of chronic gastritis simulating carcinoma 
which our German friends have treated success- 
fully by the use of condurango. I would sug- 
gest that you obtain a reliable preparation of this 
plant, and take a full dose before each meal in 
hot water. Then when the pains come after eat- 
ing, take a capsule containing cerium oxalate, one 
grain, sodium bicarbonate, black oxide of man- 
ganese, bismuth salicylate, of each two grains. 
Repeat this in half an hour if necessary. Let 
your diet be careful, especially avoiding all iced 
drinks.—Eb. 


Query 891. Some time when you can find time 
give the best treatment in the Citnic for lithemia. 
It is a complication we often encounter in 
treating other diseases. W. B., Va. 


The treatment of lithemia is very simple: A 
vegetable diet, half a gallon of water a day, 


. 








strychnine as a tonic, sufficient Saline Laxative to 
keep the bowels all right, and two Intestinal An- 
tisepic tablets before each meal and at bedtime. 
This as a basis with necessary modifications, will 
fill the bill all right. Every case, however, must 
be studied and treated for itself. A granule of 
colchicine before each meal is a powerful aid. 
—Ep. 





Query 892. I have the most troublesome case 
on hand of my 25 years’ practice. I would like to 
hear from our CLINic editors, and other learned 
brothers. An active young man called with ran- 
ula of several months’ duration. I thought I 
would cure him with one injection of iodine, but 
no good; ducts of Wharton and Rivinus united, 
forming large sac, with natural opening of Whar- 
ton’s duct just closed by mucous membrane that 
the patient had been opening with a sharp match. 
I thought the iodine not strong enough, made a 
saturated solution, no good; mucous membrane 
closed and sac refilled. I cut out a piece and kept 
iodoform gauze packed in duct for two weeks, no 
good; looked like I first saw it in a few more 
days; I put in a seton; in a few days nature 
threw out the string, an inch loop, the wound clos- 
ing behind it, and in a few days it looked just 
like it did when I first saw it, with the same dis- 
tressing symptoms, fullness, pain under the jaw 
and in ear. Of course all this was done under 
strict antiseptic measures, with same in pocket to 
be used hourly. 

Can anything be done but to remove the sub- 
maxillary and sublingual glands? It is not a big 
balloon of mucous membrane, as you have seen; 
you would hardly notice any trouble to look in 
his mouth casually. : 

Will some kind brother write me, who has had 
similar trouble? C.-. 6., Sa 


I think on the whole I'll leave that for the oth- 
ers. There are so many of you who can reply to 
it better than I; and there’s no special hurry, as 
it will not prove fatal.—Eb. 


Query 893. A woman, 52, married 43 years, 8 
children, menopause at 42, leaving her anemic and 
nervous, neuralgic, etc., constipation, urticaria 
especially on bathing, pain in arms and shoulders, 
has complained of feeling “dead” for 20 years, 
can take no iron in any form. She calls it nerve 
starvation from uterine hemorrhage in early life. 

S. F. B., Texas. 

This is about as badly mixed up a case as 
I ever struck, but I would infer that she has 
subinvolution and endometritis and would 
treat these by tampons soaked with Bovinine 
renewed night and morning for a couple of 
weeks. There is defective elimination 
through her kidneys also, and for this I 
would suggest about seven granules of Car- 
diac Tonic every day,and seven of apocynin. 
Keep her bowels regular with Saline Laxa- 
tive and clean with the Intestinal Antiseptic 
tablets. 
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For the urticaria apply fluid extract of 
grindelia robusta locally. Give her zinc 
phosphide to change the condition of the 
nerve-centers.—ED. 





Query 894. A man contracted syphilis 25 years 
ago, the chancre healing slowly and secondary 
symptoms following. Eight years ago he began 
to have small tumors on his back, not discharg- 
ing when open but showing a white spongy mass, 
like cotton. He has since taken mercury and io- 
dides with little benefit. He now has alternate 


diarrhea and _ constipation, urine very dark, 
marked jaundice, appetite morbid, very weak, 
spleen enlarged. W. H. B., Ga. 


It looks as if the disease was never prop- 
erly cured; and, as you suggest, there may 
be an added malarial infection. My advice 
would be to keep his bowels clear with the 
Anticonstipation granules. and give about 
seven W-A Intestinal Antiseptic tablets 
daily, as there is an absorption from the 
bowels which irritates the liver and spleen. 
For the specific disease I would give seven 
granules of iodoform daily. For the en- 
larged spleen and liver apply specific tinc- 
ture of polymnia uvedalia. Paint the skin 
with this, and give full doses internally for 
a week. Then apply over the liver and 
spleen an ointment of mercury biniodide, U.

Query 895. A woman, 60, asthmatic for years, 
had gastric catarrh, the latter treated with blis- 
ters over the stomach, digestants, diet, antisep- 
tics, rectal feeding and inunctions of cod-liver 
oil., She got fairly well, but this summer began 
having pains in the stomach and bowels; dropsy, 
but not of the serous cavities; urine now I0 oz. 
in 24 hours, like sample. I enclose $2.00.

The specimen was very low in all the 
solid constituents, and the microscope 
showed the presence of pus. The urine 
shows a very serious defect’ in elim- 
ination. If there is any disease of the 
kidney, it is cirrhosis. Give her one granule 
of apocynin and'a small teaspoonful of Sa- 
line Laxative witha granuleof Cardiac Tonic 
every two hours as long as the dropsy lasts. 
Her stomach will improve under this. If she 
seems very weak add five drops of tincture 
of iron to each dose. 

I am sure the dropsy will improve under 
this and then you can go back to your prev- 
ious excellent treatment.—Ep. 
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Query 896. I have a case of consumption and 
I can’t control the fever. Get along very well 
but the temperature will run from 103 to 106 de- 
grees. This is especially the case after indiges- 
tion or error of diet. I am following your ad- 
vice closely as given in the August CLINIC. 
3 Ras Rey 


Keep your patient’s bowels clear with Sa- 
line Laxative in addition to what you are 
doing. If the fever does not then fall to 
normal, you can rub about ten drops of 
guaiacol into the skin over the lungs, mixed 
first with alittle oil to keep it from irritat- 
ing. Repeat this every day or two if the 
fever rises, or else give two grains of guaia- 
col and three to five of piperazin two to 
four times a day, as required to keep the fe- 
ver down. It is useless to try to check 
the sweats until the fever is under con- 
trol.—Eb. 


Query 897. I note with pleasure that there is 
in preparation an alkaloidal Materia Medica and 
Therapeutics, under the auspices of the CLINIC. 
It will be very popular, because the Dosimetric 
system is growing in popularity very rapidly. I 
need a new medical library, and would be glad to 
have your advice as to what works to obtain 
on Practice, Materia Medica, Diagnosis, Dietetics, 
and a work on Pains and Aches. What do you 
think of Flint on Practice? If I had a good 
work on Diagnosis and Waugh’s Treatment of 
the Sick would I. need any other Practice?

Of the new works on practice I would 
suggest either Wood and Fitz or Anders;

I know of nothing on Pains 
since Hilton’s work, published by Wood 
over ten years ago. Flint’s Practice is out 
of date, and never was anv good for ther- 
apeutics. I think with a good Diagnosis 
and “The Treatment of the Sick” you would 
have little need for anything else. Musser’s 
work on symptoms is what you want. Our 
query department comes as near being a 
diagnosis arena as anything we could advise, 
but should be glad to have you expand your 
idea somewhat. Let us hear from you 
again.

Of course 
it would be better for you to make an ex- 
amination and see if there is not some local 
cause for the flow.—Eb.

Query gor. I have been suffering from catarrh 
for three years. On awaking my throat is clogged 
with whitigh matter, and I have sick-headache 
and anorexia. I sleep poorly, am very nervous, 
and nauseated by the discharge in the throat.

My best advice is that you consult a spe- 
cialist. Next, get a nasal douche and wash 
out your nose with warm alkaline water 
three times a day, following with europhen- 
aristol-petrolatum with an oil atomizer. 
This will give you relief, and perhaps a cure 
if you keep it up for a long time.—Eb. 


Query 902. A boy, 16 months old, a month 
ago awoke crying with pain, soon quieted by 
Waugh’s Anodyne Next morning he had fever, 
102.8. I gave him calomel, the Triad for fever, 
and W-A Intestinal Antiseptics. Result: Complete 
recovery in general health, but I then noted diffi- 
culty in using the right leg. Is it polyomyelitis? 

5. ., Mo. 

The paralysis points to myelitis as the 
cause, partial, as limited to one leg; and of 
the anterior column, as sensation is not af- 
fected. The prognosis is bad as to complete 
recovery, but the child may be greatly bene- 
fited. As the inflammation has subsided the 
indication is to cause absorption of the de- 
bris, and for this you need the iodides, of 
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iron if anemic, of mercury if strong enough 
or if there is a possibility of syphilis, and I 
would not be too credulous in accepting the 
denials of the parents.—Eb. 


Query 903. A boy aged four, was suddenly at- 
tacked with fever, tenderness in the navel, consti- 
pation and retention of urine. He requires the 
catheter since. I can find no cause to which this 
can be attributed. J. L. S., Mo. 


The fever was probably due to the reten- 
tion, and the bladder has not yet regained 
its contractility. Give the boy strychnine hy- 
pophosphite, gr. 1-134, five granules, in 24 
teaspoonfuls of water, a teaspoonful every 
two hours, rapidly increasing the dose until 
he shows the full effects of the drug; a 
tenth of a drop of tincture of cantharides 
with each dose, but not increased, as this 
powerful irritant must be used very cau- 
tiously on a child. The Russian peasantry 
have a singularly efficient method of stim- 
ulating a paretic bladder. They insert in 
the urethra a live body-louse, and the irrita- 
tion soon causes the bladder to act. Could 
we not imitate this in effect by using some 
chemical irritant >—Ep. 


Query 904. For over a year I have been a 
subscriber of the Citnic and sudent of “Treat- 
ment of the Sick,” a user of Alkaloids, all of 
which I have bought of “Abbott Alkaloidal Co. 
I would like to ask a few questions 

1st. Are “Lloyd’s Specific Medicines” in your 
opinion reliable and better than the ordinary, say, 
P. D. Cos? 

2nd. Will your No. 5 medicine case vials (1% 
drachms) hold most five grain tablets of differ- 
ent manufacturers? 


3rd. What instrument do you use in applying 
europhen-aristol-petrolatum to lining of uterus? 
Is it liquid and in what way superior to iodine 
and carbolic acid equal parts?. G. V. B. Mich. 

“Comparisons are odious,” and rarely if ever 
just. It is not my duty to uphold one manufact- 
urer by running down his rivals; and it would be 
unfair, as had I found one make superior to an- 
other a year ago, they may have changed places 
in this respect since then. All I can say, therefore 
is that I am quite partial to Lloyd’s specifics, and 
believe them to be better than the ordinary ex- 
tracts or tinctures. The large bottles in the No.

The europhen-aristol-petrolatum is applied by 
means of a hard rubber uterine syringe. It is the 
consistency of a syrup and infinitely superior to 
iodine and carbolic acid. It is non-caustic, non- 
irritant and possesses curative virtues much 
greater than the other substance.—Ep. 
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Query 905. Marrieg man has erections about 
3 a. m., which retract testicles so as to disturb 
sleep, and testicles are drawn up all the time. At 
2 p. m. there is a milky discharge which comes 
during, before or immediately after urinating. Pa- 
tient is temperate, never had venereal disease, 
had discharge for years, increased in last month, 
no pain or soreness, health good. M. D. 


Chronic prostatorrhea. Treat with europhen- 
aristol-petrolatum, and hydrastin, seven gran- 
ules daily, to dry up the catarrh.—Eb. 


Query 906. I have a case of chronic gastri- 
tis with jaundice, anemic; can’t get any strength. 
could you suggest anything? How would Nuclein 
do in her case? She is very weak. S. G. M., O. 


Diet your case very carefully, giving leptandrin 
7 granules a day, copper arsenite, gr. I-1000, 7 
granules a day, 2 Intestinal Antiseptic tablets in 
a pint of hot water an hour before each meal, and 
wash the colon out once a week. After a week 
add Nuclein (Aulde) to the above. I think you 
will find that this will answer very nicely. If 
there is much distress, however, add to the above 
Glycozone, 20 drops in an ounce of water before 
each meal. Chelidonin has been recommended 
for such cases.—Eb. 


Query 907. A man, 58, has had Bright’s dis- 
sease bad for two years, urine now normal, heart 
weak but regular, chronic bronchial cough, bowels 
loose from weak digestion, does not gain strength, 
tends to relapse into a dropsical condition; was 
brought to his present hopeful state by Dr. 
Waugh’ “Treatment of the Sick,” but I can’t get 
him any farther. What will cure him? Helped 
chiefly by apocynin, benzoic acid, digitalin and 
strychnine arsenate with nuclein. C. C. B., Cal. 


Give that man iron arsenate, gr. 1-67, every 
hour, keep his bowels clear and aseptic, let him 
wear wool next to the skin and watch the kid- 
neys very carefully. He should avoid everything 
that irritates them, alcohol,*sp‘ces and all foods 
containing volatile oils, like water-cress. I be- 


lieve in this way you can get him restored to good 
health.—Eb. 


Query 908. What is the proper remedy to use 
in flushes in change of life? B. H. F., Texas. 

There is no specific for change of life flushes. 
Each case must be treated on its merits. The 


B. U. T. and strychnine are, however, invariably 
indicated.—Eb. 


Query 909. My daughter, 22, ailing since ty- 
phoid at 8, weak digestion and loose bowels, can 
eat only stale bread, soda crackers, tea and coffee, 
with milk and sugar; anything else starts her 


bowels. She is weak, cannot run or walk much, 
appetite good, keeps bowels quiet when out by 
paregoric. gC, 2 
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Your daughter has ulceration. Her stools 
should be examined at our scientific laboratory for 
bacteria. Put her on exclusive milk diet; 
copper arsenite, gr. 1-250, W-A Intestinal An- 
tiseptic, 1 tablet, hyoscyamine, 1 granule, every 
two hours while awake. In two weeks add raw 
beef and fruit juices to the diet, and then add to 
diet every week what you find agrees.—Eb. 


Query 910. A man , 21, anemic, has convul- 
sions at night when prone only, like epilepsy. He 
has always been puny, and is almost bloodless. 
He eats heartily. I am giving cicutine hydro- 
bromate, Nuclein (Aulde) and iron arsenate. 

3. ©. $.. 40d: 


You had better give the boy the smaller gran- 
ules of iron arsenate gr. 1-67, one every 
hour through the day, perhaps best by dissolving 
16 of them in two ounces of water and letting 
him take a teaspoonful every hour while awake. 
Keep his bowels thoroughly clean. Continue the 
cicutine and you may increase it to about the same 
dose, that is 16 granules a day. In addition give 
from 5 to 10 granules of hyoscine hydrobromate 
on going to bed. 

Let him have all the accesscries, the hot salt 
baths, open air exercise and abundance of pure 
fruit juices in the diet. Has he possibly a tape 
worm? There must be some reason for the an- 
emia besides the convulsions. Obviously you 
cannot deprive him of albuminous food in his 
anemic condition.—Epb. 


Query 911. I write to ask your opinion of “The 
Chicago Skin and Cancer Institute,” President 
M. Gaylord Pingree. Is this institution reliable, 
and what is Pingree’s reputation? I have a friend 
whose mother has been corresponding with this 
gentleman, and he in reply told her that she had 
epithelial (spider) cancer, and that that was the 
easiest form to cure; therefore he could cure her 
for certain. My friend knowing that I was a 
subscriber to the Ciinic, and knowing that you 
would know, asked me to write you.

Please give me your treatment 
for a case of Gonorrhea. I see that you advo- 
cate the free use of calcium sulphide. Has it 
any properties other than that of being an an- 


tiseptic and combating the formation of pus?

Query 912. 


Calcium sulphide is germicidal to the gonococ- 
cus and other micro-organisms, acting through 
the blood. Give 7 or more grains of the calcium 
sulphide a day, till the breath smells of it, then 
lower the dose to 3 grains a day. Also wash out 
the urethra with hot permanganate solution as 
often as possible. Keep the urine alkaline. If 
seen early, use a silver salt, Protargol or silver 
citrate or lactate, 1 to 5 grains to the ounce, three 
times a day for three days; then follow with the 
permanganate solution. In gleet use the euro- 
phen aristol-petrolatum mixture once a day local- 
ly. Keep up the sulphide until the microscope 
detects no more gonococci.—Eb. 


Query 913. A man has suffered from Psoriasis 
for nine years; age 28, good health, except the 
skin disease. What would you suggest through 
the CLINIC. E. M., Ont. 


Regulate the bowels by podophyllin and 
Waugh’s Laxative. Give arsenic sulphide three 
granules a day, rising one granule every second 
day till the eyes itch; locally apply Glycozone 
on a pad of linen every night for a week. Then 
lanoline with 20 grains benzoic acid to the 
ounce.—Ep.

My impression is that Somnal is a proprietary 
compound introduced about ten years ago as a 
hypnotic, but I have not seen it or heard of it for 
years. I will gladly receive information from 
any one who can reply to our inquirer.—Ep. 


Query 916. I have two consumptives in a 
family, man and girl. How do you give iodo- 
form, what form, what dose? What can I give 
to quiet these extremely nervous patients at 
night? How do you give the sulphocarbolates, and 
whose make is reliable? Can iodoform be given 
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in a capsule without the patient’s kicking about 
the smell and taste? Would you advise Nuclein 
and atropine by the mouth when they cannot be 
given hypodermically? W. H. B., Vt. 


I send you a copy of the August CLINIC, in 
which you will find a full detail of my present 
treatment of consumption. I believe that in it all 
of your questions will be found answered. 

In regard to the iodoform, 1 usually employ 
europhen instead, on account of the odor of the 
former. You can give either of them in capsules 
with the other remedies. If you give Nuclein 
(Aulde) by the mouth, tell’ the patient to hold it 
in the mouth as long as possible without swallow- 
ing, or at least to take it an hour before meals, 
as if taken after meals it may be digested. 

You will find sulphocarbolate pills coated with 
keratin of the Upjohn Co., reliable, or the tablets 
made by the Abbott Alkaloidal Co. 

By all means use calcium sulphocarbolate, the 
average dose being forty grains every day. I 
have obtained good sulphocarbolates from sev- 
eral manufacturers, but the Abbott Co. has found 
it advisable to pay nearly double the market price 
and have these -salts specially purified for use 
in its tablets. These agents were not much used 
internally until I began to call attention to them. 
—Ep. 


Query 917. Please advise me as to my own 


case, fermentation in the stomach and intestinal

Be careful not to eat too much, and especially of 
albumenoids, as such symptoms are often uri- 
cemic. Keep the bowels clear with laxatives and 
stop the fermentation by taking Glycozone, 20 
drops before each meal, or the manganese mixture 
frequently recommended in these queries for 
pyrosis. Then follow with intestinal antiseptics: 
and copper arsenite gr. 1-100, and berberine gr. 
1-6, before each meal, in a glass of hot water. 
This should regulate the intestinal ailment and 


restore tonicity to the whole alimentary canal. 
—Eb.

Query 918. What is the best treatment in gen- 
eral for old rheumatics. For instance, I have 
five or six men from 60 to 75, full of rheumatism. 
They haye all gone through the salicylates, or 
rather the salicylates, have gone through them, 
with no apparent good. I put one man on the fol- 
lowing this morning: Strychnine arsenate, zinc 
phosphide, anti-rheumatics, and podophyllotoxin. 
How is that? Can much help be given these cases?

I believe that the salicylates have never really 
cured a case of rheumatism. Perhaps you 
will think that is pretty stiff, but when you recog- 
nize the fact that rheumatism is a mar*festation 


of indigestion, and treat it accordingly, you will 
win out. Put these old fellows on a vegetable 
diet, make them drink half a gallon of water a 
day, and take one granule of colchicine and two 
of lithium benzoate as many times a day as they 
can stand and not get more than two to four 
stools in 24 hours. Give each of them three gran- 
ules of Dosimetric trinity at bed-time, and a 
saline laxative the following morning; and before 
the winter is out you will have a reputation for the 
treatment of rheumatism. Your “start off” is 
very good, but you will find that the treatment 
outlined is an improvement. The Betz Hot Air 
apparatus is useful, and in view of the glowing 
reports on the use of goat-serum, it would be 
worth while to try ten minims of Nuclein 
(Aulde) injected near the affected joints, twice 
or oftener each week.—Eb. 


Query 919. A girl, six years. rheumatic, 
family eczematous. Right ankle and extending 
to calf is involved, bright fiery-red spots about 
the size of a nickel (some larger) with a hard 
base, extending to bone, very sore and painful; 
no lesion of the skin; no pus formation, gradu- 
ally fade and leave a blue or purple spot, with a 
light bran-like scurf. Stony hardness around 
them, size of quarter up to a dollar, and repre- 
sents an inverted pyramid, apex at base~base at 
skin. As they fade, others come—has been so 
repeated for six years. Has had one or two slight 
attacks of hemoptysis in the last two years, lungs 
are not now troubling her. Ran a nail in limb 
just above the joint, but can’t remember whether 
it was before or after the trouble commenced. 
When I commenced treating her, ankle joint was 
stiff, she has good use of joint now. Swelling 
has been greatly reduced, pain lessened, but the 
red spots will return. Advise me what to do in 
the case. I would not do without the Ciinic and 
try to practise medicine. In short “it’s business” 
and recommends the “Tools to work with,” to 
do good. J. B. G., Mo. 


I would feel Ike diagnosing your exceedingly 
interesting case as erythema nodosum. Keep the 
bowels empty with saline and clean with intes- 
tinal antiseptic, stop all meat, using the vegetarian 
regime in its entirety. Locally apply an ointment 
of iodoform. Now, Doctor, is there a possibility 
of syphilis in this case? It doesn’t look it from 
your description, but we get so used to striking 
the trail of the old serpent that it is well to bear 
it in mind. 

Iodoform internally to the extent of ten gran- 
ules a day might be a very effective aid to your 
present treatment.—Eb.

Your case looks like rickets. I would advise 
the use of a good malt extract like Maltine, with 
Peptenzyme. Feed on the raw white of egg and 
predigested foods, with Sanguiferrin, a teaspoon- 
ful six times a day.Rub the baby with hot cod-liver 
oil from head to foot every day. Stop your as- 
tringents and opiates at once, and give the W-A 
Intestinal Antiseptic, one or more tablets daily, 
to restrain the diarrhea. It might be well to add 
zinc phosphide, gr. 1-67, three times a day, to 
arouse the child’s vitality, and if I am right as to 
the rickets, give ten granules of calcium lacto- 
phosphate daily in addition —Eb. 


Query 923. What is this disease? 

Fever and aching, after some hours small, very 
red eruption, similar to scarlet fever, vesicles 
form containing aqueous fluid, no pus; disappears 
in longest period, seven days, leaving scab, no 
pitting; before eruption shows itself no rough- 
ness under skin, as always found in variola, sim- 
ilar to rubbing shot under fingers; vesicles dif- 
ferent shapes, generally slightly oval. In one 
case the body was covered, coming first in every 
case around waists. In case of two children aged 
nine and eleven, no eruption on body, limbs, sev- 
eral vesicles lasting not over three days. I have at- 
tended variola past twenty years, and always 
found pus in pustules. I must remark in all 
cases no secondary fever occurred.

All over the United States we are receiving 
accounts of a curious eruptive disease, which the 
authorities say is variola and the local doctors 
say is not. I very much wish an expert could 
examine some of _ these cases. It looks 
like a modified, very feeble form of variola, but 
may be chicken-pox. I am unable to give a more 
definite opinion from the data. You might as- 
certain if the disease occurs in vaccinated differ- 
ently from vaccinated persons.—Ep. 
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Query 924. Will Protargol discolor the skin 
like silver nitrate? W. W. G., N. C. 


I think that Protargol will stain if the sun gets 
on it. In fact all the silver salts are decomposed 
by light. The internal use of any silver salt is 
liable to cause bluing of the skin when one dram 
has been taken.—Eb. 


Query 925. A girl, 10, for two years has spells 
of stomach pain and vomiting, headache daily, 
worse in afternoon after playing or in school, 
bowels regular. She has a red blotch on her 
nose. Her grandmother died of cancer of the 
stomach and an aunt has cancer of the nose.

I fear she has intestinal or mesenteric tubercu- 
losis, and would advise an examination of the 
stools. Wash out the colon thoroughly, and ex- 
amine when relaxed and empty. Give iodoform, 
seven granules daily, gr. 1-67 each. Give morning 
doses of Saline Laxative, calomel gr. 1-67. three 
or four times a day, and two W-A Intestinal An- 
tiseptic tablets dissolved in a pint of hot water 
half an hour before each meal.—Eb. 


Query 926. A mother, 45, very fat, flatulent, 
constipated, colicky pains about navel from one 
to five hours after meals, but some pain always, 
worse if constipated. Cathartics give only tem- 
porary relief, then comes impaction.

Empty the woman’s bowels by the use of a 
saturated solution of sodium sulphate, 1 oz. every 
hour until it acts freely, aided by colonic flushing. 
Then keep them regular with Waugh’s Anticon- 
tipation granules given according to directions. 
I believe this is all she needs, but she may have 
gall-stones, which of course you can diagnose by 
the presence of bile in the urine. In a similar case 
I succeeded nobly by purging with Carabana 
water and left on Robin’s -Pills.—Ep.

I would advise the use of europhen-petrolatum 
with the oil atomizer, first clearing the lungs of 
mucus by steam inhalations. Repeat three times 
a day. As to the general treatment you need no 
advice from me.—Ep.

Universal eon as a ae com- 
pared with the Ligature, Electricity and 
Acupressure. By J. D. Justice, M. D., Quin- 
cy, Ill. 

The doctor cogently advocates the meth- 
od of torsion in all cases, even in atheroma- 
tous conditions of an artery. He says on p. 5, 
“T am unable to see why the ligature in such 
cases can have any advantage not accorded 
free torsion.” It seems to me, that the ad- 
vantage lies in the adventitia, which is not 
influenced by torsion as the intima and me- 
dia are; and when these are atheromatous, 
or brittle from any cause, we must rely on 
the ligature. “Timidity” is not to be rec- 
ommended, but neither is temerity. On p. 
7, first line “favor” would be clearer than 
“do with.” E. M. E. 


A word of extra commendation is due Dr. 
J. M. Anders’ fine text-book on Practice, 
of, which the third edition is just issued from 
the press of W. B. Saunders. There are 
few weak points in this treatise and many 
strong ones. The diagnostic tables are val- 
uable, the pathology quite up to date, the 
therapeutics less antique than that of any 
other standard text-book we have examined. 
The most serious criticism we have yet to 
make is that still too much space is given to 
affections rarely if ever seen in America, 
and too little to those within our proper 
sphere. Justly, 50 pages are devoted to ty- 
phoid fever, but typhus and relapsing fevers 
do not deserve 12 pages while the morphine 
habit gets but two, and that but carelessly 
prepared. But recently we advised our read- 
ers to read a new set of text-books every 
ten years—and this is the one they want 
upon Practice. 


Of the Self and Sex Series the third vol- 
ume has been issued: “What a Young Hus- 
band Ought to Know.” This is so far the 
most valuable of the series. It is full of 
sound advice, clearly expressed, and is alto- 
gether a book that can be safely placed in 
the hands of those for whom it is written. 
Much good would be done if the rubbishy 
treatises found in so many households were 
to be replaced by such works as this. 
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The Hygiene of Transmissible Diseases; 
Their Causation, Modes of Dissemination 
and Methods of Prevention. By A. C. Ab- 
bott, M.D. Published by W. B. Saunders. 
Cloth, pp. 311. Price, $2.00. The work em- 
braces that portion of the study of hygiene 
relating to the diseases of microbic origin, 
the great epidemics, and the latest and most 
approved methods of protection against 
them. How much would be done for hu- 
manity were this book to be placed in the 
hands of every practician of medicine! Dr. 
Abbott has done his work well. 


Dr. J. M. Patton presents the medical 
profession a volume of Clinical Lectures on 
Diseases of the Heart, Lungs and Pleura. 
No one in Chicago, and that means no one 
in America is better qualified to prepare 
such a work than this scholarly Professor of 
Internal Medicine of the Chicago Policlinic. 
It is a book for study rather than for refer- 
ence. If you feel yourself deficient or be- 
hind the times in your knowledge of tho- 
racic affections, get this work and study it. 
You will assuredly arise from its perusal a 
wiser man. 


Day Dreams of a Doctor, by C. Barlow, 
M. D., Chicago Medical Book Company, 35 
Randolph St., Chicago. 

It is a useful book in giving a panoramic 
view of society in this country, as the phy- 
sician finds it. And every one of us, useful 
and used-up, petted and abused physicians 
and surgeons, and those too who are candi- 
dates for the profession, ought to be more 
acquainted with the little world, as it is, in 
which we live and move and earn our bread 
and butter. There are excellent chapters in 
this book, and the best of them is that on 
“Women.” It made me see again that I 
ought to be more grateful even than I am 
that my mother was a woman, for if there is 
a tender spot in me not sclerosed by the con- 
stant friction of telluric perversities against 
my cerebral and cardiac centers, I owe it 
hereditarily to my mother’s femininity.

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NOSOPHEN AS A SUBSTITUTE FOR 
1ODOFORM.

For more than twenty years I have been 
using iodoform as a standard antiseptic 
powder in a very large and varied surgical 
practice. On account of its offensive odor 
and_ occasional toxic effects I have from 
time to time temporarily discarded its use in 
favor of some other antiseptic powder, only 
to return to the use of the iodoform on ac- 
count of my failure to find a perfectly satis- 
factory substitute. 

A little more than a year ago I began 


the systematic use of nosophen in place of 


iodoform. My results with this new anti- 
septic and its derivatives, antinosine and 
eudoxine, have been so uniformly satisfac- 
tory that I feel at last a reliable and per- 
manent substitute has been found. Ever 
since 1852, when Magendie directed atten- 
tion to the antiseptic properties of iodine, 
it, with others in the group of haloid ele- 
ments, stands first in the list of substances 
that are very strongly antiseptic, and hence 
my continued partiality for the iodine com- 
pounds as the most reliable antiseptics at 
our command. 

Nosophen is a light, impalpable, yellow- 
ish-gray, odorless, tasteless powder. ob- 
tained by the action of iodine on solutions 
of phenol-phtalein, and contains 61.7 per 
cent. of iodine in combination.

have now used nosophen in more than one 
hundred cases of major and minor surgery, 
in hospital and private practice, and my ex- 
perience has verified the observations of 
previous writers, that nosophen manifests 
its action only by coming in contact with the 
living alkaline fluids of the tissues, the se- 
cretion of an ulcer or mucous membrane. 

My earlier observations in the use of 
nosophen were confined to the treatment of 
a large number of chronic, indolent ulcers 
of the leg, dependent upon varicose veins, 
syphilis, or diabetes. The method I have 
followed in this class of cases was to curette 
the ulcer or swab its surface thoroughly 
with Churchill’s tincture of iodine, then 
dust the same thickly with nosophen ; apply 
a light nosophen gauze compress, large 
enough to cover the ulcer, and over this a 
few overlapping inch-wide strips of rubber 
adhesive plaster, encircling at least two- 
thirds of the limb. Then a light layer of 
absorbent cotton and a roller bandage com- 
pleted the dressing. 

These dressings were changed every two 
or three days and after the second dressing 
marked improvement in the appearance of 
the ulcer would be noted. Suppuration 
would have diminished, or ceased entirely, 
healthy granulations appeared promptly and 
rapid epidermization and cicatrization fol- 
lowed, complete healing resulting in two or 
three weeks. Some cases were kept in bed, 
but many were of the ambulatory type, 
treated at the dispensary. 

Tubercular ulcers yielded equally satis- 
factory results as when treated by iodoform, 
and tubercular sinuses or joints treated with 
nosophen emulsion rapidly improved. One 
of the most remarkable instances of rapid 
cicatrization of an indolent ulcer of the leg 
was the case of Mrs. J.-D. E., aged 70, re-

CENITO URINARY DISTURBANCES.

CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS: COPPER 
ARSENITE, 


Kolipinski (Maryland Medical Journal) 
describes eleven cases of cerebro--spinal 
meningitis. The first seven died. He-then 
began the use of copper arsenite, in doses of 
gr. I-2400 to a child of six years, the same 
to a boy of 21 months, gr. 1-600 to a child 
of seven years, and gr. 1-320 to a woman of 
33 years; in all cases the dose was admin- 
istered every half hour. No other treat- 
ment was employed, diet of milk only, with 
water ad lib., and the bowels opened daily 
by enema or castor oil. All four recovered! 
These patients were examined and _ their 
histories kept by Dr. W. B. French, ap- 
pointed the Baltimore Health Office to 
study the disease.
